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with this Ozation, they gaue their 
faith one to an other, and confirmed 
it with an othe : Boppnge aſarevly 
that ſeinge thzee of the ſtrongeſt and 
puiſlanteſte nations of all une 
had bent their fozce together, it could 
none otherwyſe come to palle, but 
that they muſt nedes be Lozdes of all 
the whole countrie.

the common weale ; ) he would not 
wink at the infarfes of þ Heduanes. 

Ariouiftas” replped herebnto, 
that it was the lawe of armes, that 
ſuch as were Conqueronrs ſhuld in 
ſuch ſoꝛt as they thought good reign 
ouer them that were ſubdued, wht 
che might be perceiued by the people 
of Rome them ſelues, who were ac- 
cuſtomed to reigne ouer ſuch as they 
had conquered, not at thappointmet 
ok others, but as thep liſted themſel⸗ 
ues. Now lpke as he tooke not vp⸗ 
pon hm to pzeſcrybe vnto the Ro- 
manes howe they ſhoulde demeane 
themſelnes in their right, euen ſo no 
mo2e ought the people of Rome to 
trouble hym in hys ryght.

The ſame time that thys coun⸗ 
termeſTage was bought vnto Ce⸗ 
ſar,came alſo Ambaſſado2s to gym 
from the Bednanes and Treuires: 
Tye Þeduanes complayninge that 
the Barudes whyche were latelpe 
b:ought ouer into Gallia, did fozrap 
theyz countrpe, and that they coulde 
not purchaſe peace at Arioutſtus 
band,no not bpo ſuffictent pledges; 
The Treulres that an biidzed town 
ſhpps of the Sweufans were come 
to the further ſide of the Rbyne, and 
went about to paſſe the Riuer , of 
whom the Captaines were Naſua 4 
Cimberius, bzothers. With p which 
newes Ceſar bepnge ſoze moued, 
thought it code bim in hand to ſpeds 
bys matters betpmes, leſt if the new 
power of the @weuſans ſhuld iopne 
wyth the boſt that Ariouiſtus hadds 
befoze, be ſhould baue moze a doe to 
reſpit them. And therfoze furniſhin

fus by longe fournepes . When he 
was thzee dayes tourney onward of 
bys wap, woozbe was bzought bym 
that Artfouiſtus wyth all the power 
de coulde make was gopng to take 
Beſancon , whyche is the greateſte 
towne belonging to the Sequanes, 
and that he was now marched th2ee 
dayes iournep from bps obne bo:

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Hither came Ceſar fozneping nigbt 
and dape wyth as muche ſpeede us 
might be, and taking thetowne pla⸗ 
ced a garrpſon in it. a 
N hyle he reſted a fewe daye 

at Beſaucon to furnyſhe hym ſelf of 
grayne and victuall,thzough the en- 

uirpe of oure men, and the talke of 
the Galles and of the Perchaunt⸗ 
men, which repozted the Germanes 
to bemen of huge ſtature and byg- 
nes, of incredible fo:ce-and courage, 
and of great pꝛactpſe and erpertence 
in feates of armes, whereof thep had 
oftentymes had trpall by encounte- 
ryng wyth them, and that they were 
not able to abyde the grymneſſe of 
their countenaunces and the fierce- 
neſſe of their lookes : ſodefnlye there 
came ſuch a feare oner all the army, 
that tt wõderkullp troubled the min⸗ 
des and appalled the courages of all 
men.

ſkyll oz none in matters of warre: 
who feyninge, ſome one ercuſe and 
ſome another, of'verye earneſt buſy- 
nes that thei had to do, deſired leaue 
to departe with his fauour. Other⸗ 
ſome foz ſhame leaft they ſhoulde be 
thought to haue gone away fo2 fear 
tarped ſtyl.

ſach tribute of theim as-conguer92s 
are wont to ſeffe thepz-ſubieces at 
by the lawe of Armes. He bad not 
made war agapnlt the Frenchmen, 
but tbe Frenchmen agapnſte bim. 
Foz all the Cities at Gallia were 
allembled 


fulins Ceſare Cammentarier> 


afembled to beſege him, and had ens 
camped themſelnes again hym:all 
the wbych power be had in one bat⸗ 
tell onerthzowne and banqupched, 
f they wold trye the matter by the 
2d againe, be was ready to cope 
wyth them. But pf they had rather 
daue peace,thep did wzong'to wyth- 
holde their tribute whyche they had 
paied vnto that time with their good 
wils. As foz the frendſhip of the pes⸗ 
le of Rome, be thought it ought ts 
e an oznament and Tap vnto dym, 
and not an dinderance, and that he 


it ſs. But pf the people of Rome 
ſhuld ſeke to releaſe hs tribute, and 
to pull aways bs valſals that had 
fubmittedthe ſelnes to bym, he was 
enen as wpllpng to fozſake thepz 
frendſhyp as euer he was fo requeſt 
it. Whereas he bzougbte ouer great 
numbers ef Germanes into France, 
he did it foz to ſtrengthen hymſelfe 
and not to anop the country. M her⸗ 
of there nedeth none other wptnes, 
than thys , that became not but at 


had requeſted it in hope to haue foũd

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they2 owne requeſt ; and that be bay 
made no war ppon 9tber but only ds 
fended hymſelles. He was tome into 
raunce befoʒe the people of Rome, 
ho bntill that time neuer led their 
hoſt out of the bozders of their owne 
Pꝛouince. and what ſhonlde they 
meane to come wpthin bs iuriſc ic⸗ 
tion F02 as well was thys part of 
Frauncs bys pzouince, as the other 
part was ours, And therefoze as he 
were not ts bee bozne wythall pk be 
ſhulde haue inuaded our marches, ſo 
dpdde we hym w2ong to intermedle 
within bis ſuriſdigion. And wheras 
Ceſar had ſaide that the Peduanes 
were pꝛoclapmed friends by the @e- 
nate, be made hym aunſwer be was 
not ſo barbarous, no2 ſo bnſkplifull 
of things, but he knew wel inougb, 
that neither the Heduanes apded the 
Romanes in thepr late war againſt 
the people of Dauop and Daulpbine, 
no: the Komanes them in their qua- 
rels that they had wyth hym and the 
Sequanes. Mherefoze he bad good 
caule to myſtruſte that Ceſar _

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ſulius Cæſan Commentaties: 
the colo2 of fepned krendſhyppe, kept 
that army whypch he had in Fraunce 
fo: none other pourpoſe , but to op⸗ 
pzeſſe bym . But if he gate hym not 
away,and withdzew hys power onf 
of thoſe countreis, he wold take him 
no lengar foz 5ps frende but fo hys 
enemy. And pf be could kyll hym, he 
was ſure be ſhould do a great plea⸗ 
ſure to manye of the noble men and 
2ynces of Rome. The which thing 
e had perfect knowledge of by thetr 
meſſengers,of all whome be conlde 
urchaſe the good wil and krendchip 
p his death. But if be wold depart, 
and leaue vnto hym the free poſſeſſt- 
on of Fraunce, be wold reward him 
bygbly fo: bys laboz, and loke what 
warres ſoeuer be wolde haue made, 
he wolo diſpatch them wythout put- 
tyng hym to any trauell t daunger, 
Ceſar replyed manye things to 
tbys purpoſe, why he myght not de⸗ 
ſeſt from bys enterpꝛyſe: alledgyng 
that it ſtoode not with bps cuſtome 
no2 wyth tbe cuſtome of the people 
of Rome ito abandon their —_— 
tha

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that had wel deſerned of them. Nef- 
ther coul de he ſee, why Arioulſtus 
ſhould haue moze right to chalenge 
France than the Romanes. Foz Q. 
Fabius Parimus had hertofoze ban 
quiſhed the men of Anuerne and the 
leabont * Autenes, and pet b peple of Ronit 
Sbebes. pitiyng them did neither make ther 
country a pꝛouinte, no2 put them to 
any tribute. But if ſo be that reſpec 
ought to be had to tyme of moſt an- 
—— had the Romanes mot 
iuſt cauſe to repgne ouer Fraunte. 
Oz if the iudgement of the Senate 
oughte to be obſerued, then ottght 
Fraunce to be free,foz as much as it 
was decreed that beings conquered 
by battell, it ſhould ſtpli eniop ther 
ownelawes and cuſtomes. Whyle 
theis things were a debating in the 
treatpe, it was told Ceſar that Ari⸗ 
outttas hozſemen were compng to⸗ 
ward the banke, and that riding as 
gaynlt our hozſemen, they began to 
thzowe darts and tones at thepm. 
Wrheruppon Ceſar made an ende of

men:commaunding theym that 
Res could not raf any thyng at all 
agapne at theyz enemies. Foz albeit 
that wytbopnt any perill of bys cho⸗ 
ſen Legion; be ſawe he myght haue 
encountred wpth the bo:\men of his 
ennemies: pet notwpthſtanding be 
wold not gene occaſion by puttyng 
his enemies to flygbt,to haue it ſaid

To theis men 
be gaue in charge that they ſhonide 
diligently mark and iuſtly repoꝛt vn 
to bim what Artouiſtus ſaid, Aſſane 
as tisulſtus ſaw th in his Camp, 
be tried aut to thepm in the pꝛeſence 
ol hys army, aſking them what they 
had to doe there, and whyther they 
tame as ſpyes.

But Art 
auiſtus al this while kept bis totem 
wythin the Camp, and ſent out bis 
bozſemen dailpe to fkirmyſh.' This 
was the kinde of feightiwherein the 
Germanes wer wel pzactiſed. They 
were of thepm ſix thouſande men of 
armes and as many footemen vorpe

ded him about; Af the matter tequy/ 
redeyther to aduenturs far far 
oz to retire quickly back, ttheir i wilt 
nes was ſuch though continual ex⸗ 
ertyſe, that wg vpon the! hozſe 
manes by thone hand; thei wold tun 
as ſaſte as the:'hozſes. M ben Ceſat 
percelued that Ariouiſtus kept wm

felf within his Camp, to thintent he 
wold not any lengar be ſtopped from 
bis vicuals, bepond the ſame place 


where the Germanes abode, aboute 


ſyrhundzed paces from their Camp 
be choſe a grounde mete ts encamp 
in, and came'thyther in thzee bat- 
tels. Twd of this battels he cauſed 
to ſtand ſtyll ready in arape, andthe 
thyꝛd he willed to foztifp the Camp. 
This place was (as J ſayde befoze) 
ſirhundzed paces from the ennemp. 
Thpther lent Artontſtus about ſyr- 
tene thouſande footemen light har# 
neſſed, wyth all dys hozfmen; to put 
dur men in feare, N to pꝛohpbit them 
fro foztifipng their camp. Neuorthe- 
les, Ceſat (as ge had 'befoze determt- 
ned) tommaunded tfwoo battelies to 
wythſkand the enemp, and thothy7v 
togo thzongh-wpth$ wozke. When 
be had fo2tifped the Tampe „ he lefte 
two legions there, and parte ot bys 
hyzed Souldiozs that were there foz 
bis apde t and (vddehys other fower 
legtons back again into his gteater 
campe. The next dape, 2 
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had pourpoſed befoze ) bzonght bys 
whole power out of both his camps; 
and marching ſomewhat from bys 
greater camp, ſet his men in o2ver > 

zokered to geue bys enemies battel 

f they wol d. Whe be perceiued that 
they woulde not then come koozth 
neyther , about Noone be conueyed 
bys army into they2-Campes again. 
Then at the length Ariouiſins ſent 
part of hys power ts aſſault þ leſſer 
Camp. The encounter continued be 
rye: ſharpe on both ſydes vntpll the 
euentyde. At the ſunne ſetting; after 
many: wounds genen and taken, fs 
rioutiſtus conueped bys armp again 
into bys Camp. as Ceſar made en- 
quirye of bys pꝛiſoners what ſhould 
be the cauſe that Arioniſins wolde 
not encounter with him in a pitched 
field, de found that the occaſion ther 
of was this: bicauſe it was a cuſtomt 
among the Germanes , that bey;

4i· 
manes might not by anpe meanes 
offible get p victozp, if thep fonght 
ekoze the new mone, The nert dap 
Ceſar left a ſufficient power in eche 
pf bys Campes to defend them, and 
ſet all hys lyght armed ſouldio2s in 
the face of his ennempes befoze hys 
leſler Camp, bicauſe he had a ſmall 
number of Kegionarp ſouldpozs in 
reſpect of the multitude of hys ene⸗ 
myes, to thintent to vſe the light ar⸗ 
med ſouldiers foz a ſhowe , Me him 
ſelfe wyth bys men o2dzed in thzee 
battels marched to the Camp of his 
enemies.

manes.Ceſar aſſpgned to eyery Le- 
gion ſeucrally a Lienctenant anda 
{h:eaſo202, to thentent they ſhould 
be as witneſſes of euerp mans vali⸗ 
ant behauſoz, And be himſelfe gent 
charge vpon his enemies out of the 
right wing, bicauſe be perttiued his 
enempes to be weakeſt on that ſpde, 
So aſſone as ſygne of battell was 
geuen,our men ſet courageoaſly vp⸗ 
pen their enempes , And on thotder 
ſyde our enemies on the ſodein came 
fo:th agapnſt vs with ſuch celeritte, 
that we had no lepſure to diſchargs 
our darts at them: In ſo much that 
caſtinge aſpde Dartes the matter 
came to hande ſtrokes wpth naked 
ſwo2ds, But the Bermanes quickly 
knitting themſelues cloſe together, 
b2ake the fozce of our ſtos:ds.

M biche thynge when Þ.Crallus a 
noble pong gentilman Licuetenant 
of the men of armes percepued, (bp⸗ 
cauſe he was ſomewhat moze at li⸗ 
berty than they that were in the bat- 
tell, he ſent the rereward to the re- 
ſcow af our men that were in peril. 
By meanes whereof the keight was 
renew?d,and all our enempes tooke 
the to flpght, and they neuer ceaſed 
flping, befoze thep came to þ Kbine 
whpch was about fpne miics from 
the place where þ field was fought, 
There alſo fewe of them epther tru⸗ 
ſting to their ſtrẽgth aTated to ſwim 
oner, oz cig fpndinge Botes ſaucd 
themſelnes by rowing: among the 
which number Artouiſtus was one, 
who kpnding a lighter tyed to the 
banke, fled away in it. Dur hozſ\men 
F. il. ouer⸗ 
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ouertooke all the reſt and flew them 
do wne rpght, Artoniſtas dad twoo 
wpues, thone a Sweulan bone 
wbom he hadbe b2zought from home 
wyth hym , thother of Noztmberge 
the ſuſter of king Uoccio , whom he 
had maried in Fraunce,ſent thither 
by ber bꝛother: both the whych pert- 
ſhed in that chaſe. The two daugh⸗ 
ters of them alſo was one of thepm 
ſlayne,and thother taken p2iſoner, 
Marcus Ualerius Pzocillus as he 
was led awap by bys kepers bound 
wytb thze cheines, chaunſed to light 
into Ceſars hand as he purſued the 
hozſmen of hys enemies. The which 
thing was no lefſe fop to Ceſar than 
the victory it ſelk:that ons of p hono 
rableſt men of al þ Pzouince of Gal 
lia bps familar fred,fn whoſe hevſe 
be had ſoiourned, was delinered ont 
of hys enemies hands and reconered 
agapne bp him, and that miſfoztung 
had not lapd anpe ſuch calamitpe b⸗ 
pon hym as myght haue abzidged a- 
ny part of Ceſars great gladnes and 


reloycement, Pe tolde Ceſar that 
thzct

thꝛee times lots were caff bpon hym 
befo2e bys eyes, whether he ſhuld be 
barned out of hand, 62 reſerued bn - 
till an other time: and that it was 
bys good lucke to be ſaued by lotte.

as nowe it was a common trade 
thzough all Fraunce , that whoſoe- 
ner was of moſt power and molt a- 
bility to hire men, made bymſelfe a 
king) thought they (hald not ſo eaſly 
come by their purpoſe if we gate the 
ſouereinty. Ceſar being moned with 
theis tidings and letters,lenied two 
new Legions in Lumbardp, and in 
the beginning of Sommer ſent bys 
Lieuetenant QA. Pedſus wyth them 
toconduce them into Fraunce. And 
alone as there began to be any ſtoze 
of fozrage in the flelds, he bym ſelfe 
tame onto hys armpe. Ye gaue in 
charge to the Sevones and the reſt 
of the Galles that were bozderers 
bppon the Belgies , to learne what 
was done amongſt them, and to cer 
tifp him therof, Tbep all agreed in

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one repo:t,that there was nothyng

Then thought be verily (t was not 
fo: him to make any moze . in 
p matter but euen to march again 
them. $0 when be had made bis pꝛo 
ulſid of com, he diſlodged hys camp, 
and within fiktene dapes oz therea- 
bouts, came into the bozders of ths 
Belgies.

There he ſet a garriſon of men, and 
lefte bys Lieuetenant Q. Titurtus 
Habinus wytg lire cohozts on tho⸗ 
ther ſyde of the riuer:commaunding 
him to foztifp his camp with a Ram 
pire of twelue foot in heighth, and a 
trench of eyghtene foote in bꝛedth. 

Cight myles from this Camp 5 
City 
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the Belgies in their wayc began ta 
aſſaulte wyth greate violence. The 
towneſmen had much a do to holde 
out that dap. The maner of aſault 
among the Celts, is al one with the 
maner of the 1Belgies, They, aTone 
as they haue beſet the walles about 
wypth thepz multitade, and that —

The ſame daye 
about midnyght , Celar vſpnge foz 
gupdes the ſame perſones that tame 
of meſſage from Jctius, ſent certain 
umſdfans and archers of x Creta, 
and flingars of the Jles x Baleares 
to ſucco2 the Towneſmen. By mea- 
nes of whoſe coming, on thone ſpde 
the men of Rhemes in hope to maks 
their part good became moze earneſt 
to abpde the puſhe, and on thother 
ſpde the enempes fo2 the ſame cauſe 
were out sk all hope of winning the 
Towne.

men, both what bps ennemyes by 
their manbode coulde do, and what 
bys owne men durſt doe. Mhen he 
percetued'our men to be nothing in⸗ 
ferio2 to thep2ennemyes, then in a 
certayn place befoze hys camp of na- 
ture mete and conuenient to ſette a 
battel tn,bicauſe the ſame bil whers

Okt the 
whych thyngs a great part was in⸗ 
terrupted by ſhoztneſſe of the tyme 
and the haſty aſſault of ourenemies, 
Agapnſt theis diſtreſſes two thyngs 
were a helpe. Firſte the knowledge 
and erperiente of the ſouldio2s , bp⸗ 
cauſe that thzoughe theyꝛ pꝛactiſe in 
fozmer battels, thep coulde as good 
ſkyll to teache theym ſelues , as be 
taughte of others what was to beg 
done: and ſecondlpe bycauſe Ceſar 
had geuen commandement to eueryp, 
Licuetenant ſeuerallp that none of 
them ſhoulde be ſo hardpe to departe 
from the wozke 4 from their ſeueral 
legions, vntil ſuch time as the camp 
were foꝛtified. Theis men by reaſon 
of ß baſty appꝛoch of their enemies,

Foz the tyme was ſo host, and 
the enemy ſo earneſt to feight and (0 
nere at hand, that there wanted lep⸗ 
ſure not only to place thepm under 
thopꝛ anteſignes, but alſo to put on 
thepꝛ ſkuls, and to pul their tergats 
out of their taſes.

be ſawe fyzft,there he taped, leaſt in 
ſeking foz bys owne companye be 
ſhould loſe the tyme whych was ta 
be ſpent in keighting. When he had 
ſet his men in aray,rather acco2ding 
as the nature of the place, and the 
fal of the hyl, and the neceſitp of the 
tyme wold ſuffer, than as the reaſũ 
and oꝛder of battell required, ſo that 
bis legions in diuers places at ones 
were fapne to encounter their enne⸗ 
mies one in one part and another in 
another, the perfect ſpght and view 
being alſo hindzed by reaſon of thick 
hedges that were-betwyrt the, there 
could not any certain reſcow be pla⸗ 
ted any where , nepther coulde it be 
ſene what was nedeful to be done in 
every part, nether could any one mã 
ſee the oꝛder execution of ail thin- 
ges. And therefoze'in ſo great vncer⸗ 
teinty of things enſewed alſo diuers 
haps of foztune, The Souldiozs of 
the ninth and tenth legions as they 
ſtood in the rygbt ſyde of the battel, 
after the darts were thzowen, dydde 


. i. quickly 
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quickly dzfue down from the higher 
ground into the riuer, the x Atrebas 
tians(fo2 they by chaunce were mat- 
ched wyth them) then out of bzeath 
wyth running and foztrauelled and 
ſoze wounded : and pzeaſyng after 
them flew a great part of them with 
their ſwo2des, as they were troubled 
in paſſing the water. Bo2couer the 
ſticked not to paſſe the riuer wpt 
them: but boldly aduenturing into a 
place of diſaduauntage, they renued 
the battell agapn againſt their ene- 
mpes that returned vpen them and 
ma de reſiſtence, whom finally they 
put to flyght . Alſo in another part, 
two other legions the eleuenth and 
the eyghth hauing d2tuen backe the 
x Ueromanduanes(With whom theft 
encountred)from the hygber ground 
fought barde bpon. the banks of the 
rpuer. And al our whole Camp wel 
nigh being left naked on 5 fozefront 
and on the left ſide, ſeing that in the 
right wing ſtood the. ri. legion, and 
wythin a lpttell wape of it the. vii.

thycke battell by the conduct of Bo⸗ 
duognatus who-was generall of the 
field, made towarde the ſame place, 
Ok whom ſome began to aſſault our 
Legions on the open ſyde, and ſome 
to get to the hygheſt place of oure 
Campe. The ſame tyme our ho2ſe- 
men and oure light harneſſed footes 
men and ſuch as were with thepm,

came there, they were cleane out of 
bzcath. @abinus after he had encou⸗ 
raged hys men, gaue them token of 
encounter whpche they ſoze deſired, 
And perceyayng bys enemyes to be 
troubled wypth the burthes that they 
bare, commaunded pſſne to be made 
out vpd them ſodenly at two gates. 
It came to paſſe by meanes of thad- 
uauntage that we had of the grofid, 
thzongh thunſkylfulnes of our ene- 
myes that had ouerweried thẽſelues 
befoze,and thzough the pzowelle of 
our ane ſould(ozs pzactyſed in foz- 
mer conflias,that they were not a⸗ 
ble to abpde one puſhe of vs, but by 
and by tourned their backs. Mhom 
combered in that ſozt our men freſhe 
and luſtp encounteryng with, flew a 
great number of them;and our boz\ſ- 
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men onertaking the reſt left but few 
of theym, that ſaued theym (clues by 
fiyght. So all at one tyme Sabinus 
was certified of the battel on the ſea 
and Ceſar of Sabines victozye: and 
immediatlp therupon all the Cities 
pelded to Liturius. Fo2 as the harts 
of the Balles are cherefull and foz- 
ward to take warres in band: ſo are 
thepz courages faynte and nothyng 
ſtout to beare out adnerſities, 
At the ſame tyme almoſte, . 
Craſſus comming into Aquitaine; 
the which(as is (apd befoze) both foz 
the largeneſle of the Countrpes and 
multitude of people, is to be counted 
a third part of Gallia, when he per⸗ 
cepued that he muſt make warre in 
ſuch a place, where a few peares be- 
foze Lucius Ualerius Pzeconſus a 
Lienetenant was put to flyght and 
bis army flapn:and from whence K. 
Manlius the Uiceconſull was glad 
to ſcape by flyght wyth the loſſe of 
all hys ſtute and carſages: he ſawe 
it ſtode him in hand to looke well a⸗ 
boute hym and to take good heede, 
Wherfoze 
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Wherfoze hauing made pꝛouiſid of 
graine,gotten aid as well of hoz\me 
as footmen, and mozeoner called vn 
to him by namo many valeant per- 
ſonages oute of Tolowſe, Cara- 
caſſone,and Parbone which are Ci⸗ 
ties boꝛdering vpon the Pꝛouince of 
1 — — —— — 
= Peoplea- trp of the x Sontiats. The Bontia 
wat Toloule hauing knowledge of bys commin 
befoze, aſſembled a great power bot 
of footmen & alſo of hoz\men where- 
in conſifted their chief ſtrength, and 
encountryng our armp by the way, 
firft _ the battel wpth thep2 hoz(- 
men. The which being put to flight, 
as our men of armes chaced theym, 
ſodenlpe thep ſhewed their footmen 
whom they had laid in a valley fo2 a 
ſtale. They ſetting on our men diſoz 
dered,began the battell again. The 
feight was long and cruel:the Hon- 
tiats foz the truſt they had in theym 
ſelues by reaſon of their fozmer vyc- 
tozyes,thynking that the welfare of 
Aquitaine conſiſted in their manhod 
and pꝛoweſſe: and our men deſyzins 
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to thew what they could do withont 
their Generall, and without the reit 
of their Legions, hauing but a yon 
man to they; Capteine. At len 

our enemyes ouercome wpth woun- 
des tooke them to flyght. Df whom 
after that a great number bad bene 
flapne. Craſſus in his way began ta 
aſſault the head Citie of the Sontfs 
ats:and when he ſaw thepm ſtanda 
ſtoutly at defence, be builded Uines 
and Towzes, They on thother ſyde 
ſomtime (ſuing out, and ſometpme 
dawyng Pines to the Pount and 
Uines(in which feat the Aquitaines 
are very cunning, bicauſe that amby 
thẽ in many places are yzon mynes) 
when thei perceined our men to take 
ſo good hede of them that they coulo 
nothyng at all by thoſe meanes a⸗ 
haile;ſent-Ambaſſadozs fo Craſſus 
and deſpꝛed that he wold take theym 
to mercy, The whych requeſt obtep- 
ned, they deliuered their armoz as 
was commaunded them. Whyle the 
mindes of all onre men were buſyed 
berabout,out of another part - => 
3h ogwne 
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towne Adcantuan chief gouerno; of 
the Citie wyth ſyrbundzed \wozne 
bzethzen whome tbep call Soldureg 
(whoſe ſtate and condicion is ſuchs 
that they participate and enſop alike 
all commodities of thys Ipfe , wyth 
them to wh they haue vowed their 
frendſhip; and that if any thing hap» 
pen vnto them otherwyle then wel, 
that they come to anpe myſfoztune, 
eyther they take part wyth them in 
they: aducrſitye,o2 elles kyll theym 
ſelues: In ſomuche that-wythin the 
compaſſe of mans remembzace there 
bath not any of the bene found, that 
whe bis frend(to who he had ſwo2n 
bimſelfe) was laine wold refuſe to 
dye,)entended to make a ſalp vppon 
vs. But our ſonldiozs warned bi the 
great ſhout that was rayſed by ſuch 
of our company as warded on that 
ſyde,reſozted to their weapons, & af- 
ter a ſharp encoũter dzaue him back 
into the towne:and pet nenertheles 
be obteyned of Craſſas the lpke be⸗ 
nefpt of ſ(ubmyſſſon as other of the 
Towneſmen had done, After that 

Craſſug 
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Craſſus had recepued their armoz £ 
hoſtages, he toke hys waye into the 
Sarche of the x Uocatians © *Tao 
ruſatians. 

Then the ſanage people agrened 
that wpthin ſo few days after ours 
coming thyther we had won a town 
both by ſituacſon and mand hand ſo 
wel foztifſed,ſentout ambaſſades on 
all ſpdes: confedered themſelnes to- 
gether : gane hoſtages one to ano- 
ther:and pꝛepared men of war. Furs 
thermoze ambaſſadozs were ſent to 
the Cities of the hythermoſt part of 
Spain nert bnto Aquitaine, and apd 
of Honidpozs and Capteines were 
waged from thence. At whoſs com- 
ming they began to ſet fozwarde the 
war with great authozitp and great 
multitude of people. Thoſe wer cho- 
ſen to be Capteines that had ſerned 
all theyz tyme wpth Q. Sertozins, 
and therfoze were demed to be men 
of ſingular knowledge in feates of 
armes, Theis accozding to the cu⸗ 
ſtome of the people of Rome, pꝛactp⸗ 
ſed to taks places of aduauntage, to 
. foztifye 
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foztify they: Camp, and to cut ge 
victuals of frõ vs. Tbe wbych thing 
when Craſſns percepued, conſide- 
ring that his owne armpe bp reaſon 
of the ſlender number \therof coulde 
not conuenientlpe bee ſent dinerg 
wapes abzoad. and that bys enempe 
might both raunge abꝛoad at plea⸗ 
ſure and alſo fozlay the wapes, e pet 
leaue ſuffictent defence in hys camp 
beſydes ; whyche was a cauſe that 
grapne and vidual could not wel he 
conneped bnto bym, and mozeoner 
that the number of bys. ennempes 
daily encreaſed, he thought it bett u 
trie p matter by battel wythout an 
farther lingering. Bauing pꝛopoun⸗ 
ded thys matter in counſel, when he 
perceyued al of them to be ot Þ ſame 
opinion, he appopnted the next daye 
to geue battel in. As ſone as the da 
began to bꝛeake, be bought foo 
bis army and oꝛderyng them in tws 
batteis placed hys avdes in the mtds 
die ward, waiting what his enemi⸗ 
es entended to do. They albeit that 
in conſideratton ot their time 
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andthey2 auncyent renowne in cbe⸗ 
nalry,and the ſmall number of autre 
men; thought they migbt haue geue 
vs battell ſauflpe, pet notivithtans 
ding they thought it a ſurer wap, by 
fo:laping the wapes and cuttyng ot 
gur bictuals to get the byto2y wpth 
out bloudſhed. And if the Nomanes 
fo2 penury of cone and vycuals be- 
gan ta rety2e, thep:determynedſts 
aſayle them cowardly as tbey were 
troubled. in marchyng Wyth tber 
burtbens ont beirn The Caps 
teines;lpkedthys connfell ſo welis 
that as often as p Romanes bzougbt 
their men into the kielde, they kept 
them ſelues wythin they; Campe. 
Crallos perterneng tbat, when be 
by bis paolonging of tyme and hys 
enefuyes by pꝛetonding ſuch feare;z 
bad made our Douldia;s moze cons 
_—__ to feyght;ztnſomuche that it 

as hard atenery mans mouth that 
they old to their ennemies ca 
— — delay, — 
had geuen encouragement vnto the, 
led them thither with willing harts 
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There while ſome filled 'bp-þ diches; 
ſome by 'thzowpnq darts thick-dzane 
the defendantes dalone krom they 
Mamppꝛes and foxtifications:, and 
that the traunge ſduldiozs Þbome 
Craſſus truſted not greatip unte to 
feyght , in mynyſtrynge (oties and 
weapons vnto others „and in bzen⸗ 
ging turfe to make te mount, made 
a hvwe as though: ti ep dad foright 
in Ide and n the tontrarpe 
part aur enemtrpfonghtfoutly and 
vnfearſullpe,and that the wWoapons 
zwhych cant tum aboueg — 
np "where-in'vaine — — 
raunging about the C 
— Faerie eorb 
thep2 — — Gars 
ved at thechitfgate,anvi 
taſpe ta enter at c, Crt 4 vp 
tyng tbe tapteiati u the men ur Ut 
mes to enconrige bop — 
pꝛomis of greatvurewardes 
vnto them wo dar he wold 
LT hey acco ding tv they gene 
taking foozth fewer Cobezts which 
beyng lett to de n l 
n 
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not ben wearped wyth labour, and 
leadyng them a great way about bf- 
canſe tbepꝛ enempes ſhould not ſpye 
theym from they; Camp, wbyle all 
theyꝛ mynds and epes were occupy - 
ed earneſtly in feighting. came quick 
ty to that ſide of the foatiiicatid that 
we ſpake of befoze: And bꝛeaking tt 
downe were entered all wpthin the 
camp of thep2 ennemies, befozethey 
could be prrfectly diſcerned by them, 
oz that it could be knowe what they 


were a dopng... Then was hearde a 


great noyſe from that part: wheres 
with our men reconerpng » 
which commonly happeneth in hope 
of victozp,bega to aſſault them msze 
fiercelp. Dur enempes being beſetts 
on all ſpdes, and pat hope of all re⸗ 
touerp, caſt themſelnes downe from 


their foztiftcatibs, intending to fans 
themſelnes by fipght. Whom _ 


hozfmen ouertakyng in the cha 
fields made ſuch a ftaughter of the, 
that of fifrye thouſande which were 
knoben to be aſſembled thither out 
of Aguttaine and from among the 
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xCantabzes ſcarce the fow2th parte 
was lefte aliue: and ſo when it was 
far in the nigyt, be returned into his 
Camp. 

'When thys diltomkiture was 
heard of, the moſt part of 9quitaine 
peldcd vnto Craſſus, and of they; 

; owne accozd ſent bim pledges:tn the 
People ok Whpch nüber were ths x Tarbelles, 
Tarbes. p x Bigerrons, the x Pꝛecianes, the 
People ok X Uocats, tbe « Tarufats,thes Flu⸗ 
Hane. ſtats, the + Garits,the * Auſetans,

eopſe ok the Cocoſats. A'fewe of the Cities 
genoys. thut were kurtheſt of — confidfce 
cople of in the time of the pere bytauſe wyn⸗ 
ux. ter was at band, dꝛaue of from doo- 
yng fo, 

be ſame time almoft, Ceſar 
albeit that p ſõmer was nygh ſpent, 
neuertheles fozafmuch as when all

Gutters Pfans only remapned: that bare ar- 
T Cleues, moz againſt bim, and had neuer ſent

patched, ledde his hoſte thither, But 
thep determined to make war wpth 
hym far after another ſozt than the 
reſt of the Galles had done . Foz in 
aſmach as thep vnderſtood how the 
eateſt nations that had genen him 
attell in the field, had bene vanqut⸗ 
thed and put to upght, and percey⸗ 
ned the ſelnes to haue mapne woods 
and mariſgrounds, they coniteped 
themſelues and all that they had in- 
to the ſame; To p'entrance of which 
woods when Cefar was tome, and 
had begon to fo2tifp hys camp, and 
that no enemp in the whfle appered, 
as dure men were diſperſed aboute 
their wozk, ſodenly they came ping 
out of all parts ot the wood z'4 gaue 
charge vpon'our men. Dur men ta⸗ 
king weapon quicklye dꝛaue theym 
back into the woods, and after they 
hadflapne a great number of them, 
they folowed them ſo karre in ſome⸗ 
what vnhandſome places, that they 
loſt a fewof their company. The reſt 
of the dayes enſuytig , Ceſar began 
to fell the woods: * to thentent 
! „ | 0 | ng 
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no aſſault ſhoulde ſodenlye be made 
vpon ouc men vawares from-epther 
ſyde as they were wozkig vnarmed, C 
all the wood that was cut downe he 
cauſed to be lad wpth the tops tur⸗ 
ned to the ennemp, and Tacked it by 
on bor ſides like a rampire. When 
with wonderful ſpede we had in few 
daes rpd a great beaic of grounde, 
fo that we had nowe gapned they; 
cattel and wr carſages,and 
vet they withdzewe theym Kill inte 
tbicker woods, ſuch tempeſts enſaueb 
that of neceſſity we were confirep- 
ned to leaue of dur Woozke, and the 
rapne contynued ſo long that ours 
men were not abls to lie an —— 
in the fields. And therkoze when t⸗ 
ſar had waſted all their country, and 
burnt bp oy townes Fc buildings, 
be led backe bys armpe agapne and 
placed them in garriſon among 
- thexAulerks and +Lerobl- 
ans and thother cities 

that bad made this 

laſt warre,

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caries of his warres 
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bY. folowed, whicte was 
the ſame peare that 
Cneus Pompeius ft 
5 Craſſus were Es. 
ſulles, the * Uſipits 
— and lpkewife the Leur⸗ 
teres, wyth a greate multttude at 
men paſſed the Ryner of Rhine wor. 
farrefrom the place where it talleth 
into the ſea. The cauſe of they; flee» 
tyng was fo2 that they hadde many? 
reates together bene vered and op- 
pꝛeſſed with war by the Swentans, 
and could not be ſuffred to tpll th er: 
lande in quiet. The Ration of the 
Sbeuſans is of all the Germanes 
greateſt and moft warliks. They are 
repozted to haue a hundzed ſhyzes, 
from eche of the whych they pearlpe 
Lit, take 
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take a thouſand armed men and feny 
them out of their country a warfare; 
they that tary at home doe find both 
them and themſelues ,Theis againe 
o2dinartiy the next pere after go to 
the warres, and thother remapne at 
bome. So neither the tillage of their 
land,noz the diſcipline and pzaniſe 
of war is decayed, Þowbeit among 
them there is not any pece of patuate 
o2 ſeueral ground. either is it law 
ful fo2 the to abide aboue one pere in 
a place to dwel:neyther do they line 
much by coꝛne, but foz the moſt part 
by myplke and cattell , and they be 
baiting very much. The which thing 
fo2 the kind of meat, and daily exer⸗ 
ciſe,and Ipberty of lpfe, (inaſmuche 
as fro their childhod being acquain- 
ted with no dnety noz nurture, they 
are not in any thyng bꝛoken of their 
willes,)doeth boths nourythe they; 
firength, and maketh theym menof 
bnmeaſurable big bodies. And now 
they haue bzought the ſelnes to ſuch 
a cuſtome, that euen in moſt told pla 


ces thep haue none other rayment 
than 
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than leather Jerkins, whpch are ſo 
ſhozt that a great part of they bodi⸗ 
es are left bare: and that they wache 
them ſelues in the runnpng waters. 
They fuffer merchants to reſozt bn- 
to them, but that is rather bycauſe 


they wolde bane chapmen to vtter 


ſuch things vnto as they haue got- 
ten in the warres,than fo any nede 
they haue of ought to be b2onght in 
bnto theym. Pozeoner the beaſtes 
which the Galles do moſt delight in 
and whych they pay fo2 erceſinelp, 
the Germanes occupy not it they be 
bzougbt to the out of anp other coun 
try;but ſuch as arebzed among them 
though they be littel tittes & pll ſha⸗ 
,thep make by dailpe exerciſe to 
very good of laboz. In encountres 
ofhozſemen , oftentimes they lyght 
from their hozſes and fefght a foote: 

ming their hozles to keepe a 
andinge, vnto whome they rety2e 
quickly again when nede requireth. 


Nepther in their maner is any thing 


counted moze ſhameful oꝛ cowardly, 
than to vie ſaddels, And therefo:e a 


verye 
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very few of them dare aduenture a⸗ 
gainſt ſaddled bozſes be there neuer 
ſo great a number of them. In anye 
wyſe thcy (ſuffer no Mpne to bee 
bzought in vnto them, bpcauſe they 
thinke that thereby men are weake- 
ned and diſabled to endure papnes. 
As touchpag thep2 pubipke effate, 
they count it the greateſt pꝛaiſe that 
tan be, foꝛ the fieldes to lpe waſte a 
great wape of from the marches of 
their country. Foz that is as muche 
to ſap, that a great number of cities 
were not able to withſtand their pu⸗ 
plance, And therfoze from one ſpde 
of Sweneland it is repo2ted that the 
fields Ipe waſt ſ(rhund;ed miles of 
together. Dn another ſpde dwel (nf 
by theym the x Ubfans whoſe 
was ſome:yme both large and 
wing accozding to the maner ot 
Germanes, e thep be ſomwhat 

ciuili than other people of the 
nation and ſazt, bycauſe thep b 
bpon the Rhyne, and mercdants re⸗ 
ſozt much vnto them, and they them 
ſelues byreald of their nereneſſe =_

In the ſame cace were the W- 
ſipits x Teucthers whom we ſpake 
of befaze, who when they had many 
peres withſtood the fozce of Þ Swe⸗ 
ulans, were foz all that, at the laſte 
put ont of their poſſeſſions,and after 
th:ce perss wandering in many pla- 
tes of Germany,came to the Rbing 
wheras the Penapians did inbabit. 
Theis Penapians had lands, hou⸗ 
ſes, and-townes on bothe ſydes the 
Kiner, Mowbeit being ſtriken wyth 
fears at the commyng of ſo great a 
multitude, they remoued ont of their 
bonuſes that thep had bepond the ry⸗ 
ner, and dy] g garriſons on this 
ſide the Rhine, p2obibited the Ger⸗ 
manes 
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manes to paſſe ouer. They bauin 
tryed al meanes, when as thep dur 
neyther attempt to paſſe by fozce fo; 
want ot ſhips,noz could get duer by 
ſteith koz the Penapians which wat 
ched the, made as though thep wold 
haus returned home into their own 
countrpe: and going back thzee daps 
ioznep, xeturned againe, and coming 
all that waye on hozſebacke in one 
night,ſurpziſed the Penapſans no- 
thing at a — myſtruſking 
any ſuch matter, who being aduer- 


tiſed by their ſkonits of Þ departure 
of — — wythout feare 


retourned into they2 dwellings on 
thotherſpde of the Rhine. Theis be- 
ing flaine, they tooke their ſhyppes, 
and palſyng the ſtreame befoze that 
part of the Penaplans whpch wert 
quietive at home in their houſes on 
is ſide the'Rhine could be certified 
of they doings, tooke all their hou⸗ 
ſes and kept theym ſelues the reſt of 
the winter wpth thepz pꝛouiſion. 
Ceſar being aduertiſed herof, 
and miſtruſting the * — — 
7 Altes, 
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Galles, bicauſe in taking of counſel 
they be variable, e fo2 the moſt part 
are deſy2ous of alteration , thought 
t not expedient to put them in truft 
with any thing, Thys is a common 
cuſtome among the Galles; ts com⸗ 
pell enen wayfairyng menne to ſtay 
whether they will oz no, and to ens 
quire what enery of them hath hard 
ozknoweth of euerp matter. And'fo; 
the common people to come flocking 
about merchantmen in Cities, and 
to conſtreine them to tel out of:what 
countryes they come, © what things 
they know of there. And being mo⸗ 
ved with theis ligt repoꝛts and here 
ſayes, they fal to counſel oftentimes 
even of moſt weſghty matters: wber 
of they malt nedes repent them by 
and by after, ſeing:thep.are ſo fonvip 
led by vncertaine ramo2s; and that 
diners perſons tell th? fozged newes 
to lede their fancyes wpthall; The 
whych cuſtome when Ceſar bnder- 
ſtood, to thintent he might not mete

Ceſar replped hereunto as he 
thought good.

earlpe in the mozning,y Germanes 
vſing the like dylemblyng e falſhod- 
v tbep had done bers ze, came to our 
Camp in great number accompany» 
ed wyth all theyz nobles and aun⸗ 
cient men: both (as thei ſaid) to purge 
themſelues, ot that contrarye ta the 
fozmer treaty and contrary to they? 
one (ute , there had bene a battell 
fought, the day befoze,+ alſo ts haut 
wꝛoght ſome new fetch, to haue got⸗ 
ten a truce if they could haue cöpal⸗ 
ſed it by wile, Ceſar being glad that 
they were kalne into his hands, com 
maunded them to be put in ſanf ke⸗ 
pyng.

Tbus 
with bis men in thze battels he mar 
chev.the ſpace of exght myles wyth 
ſuch ſpede, that he came to the camp 
of the Sermanes befoze they conlve

dnderſtande what was done..Whs 
being diſmayed in all things bppon. 
þ ſodetn, both fo; our haſty appzoch,. 
and fo2 the departure of their owne 
men, dauing leyſure neyther to take. 
counſel noz pet to arme themſelues, 
were ſotroubled that they wyſt not 
whether it were beſt fo; them to go 
fozth wyth theyz power againſt the 
eneny,02 to tary and defende thepz 
Camp, 92 els to ſaue themſelnes by 
flight, Dur men bnderſtanding their 
feare by the roze and ſhutfling that 
was amig them, and p2zotoked with 
their tratterous dealing the day be⸗ 
foze,daſhed into their Camp. In the 
which Jeng ſuch as could quicklye 
arme them ſelues reſiſted oar men a 
whple and mayntapned the battell 
amonge their ftnffe. and carſages . 
But the reſt of the multitude of wo- 
men and childzen(fo2 theft came from 
home and paſſed the Rhine tag and 
rag) beganne to flie here and there 
euerpe wap, after whom Ceſar ſent 
bis hoꝛſmen to ouertake them.

ſar thought it expedient to paſſe the 


Khyne foz many cauſes, wherof this 
was the tuſteſt, that fozaſmuch as he 
ſaw the Germanes ſo eallp perſua⸗ 


ded to come into Gallia, be wolde 


haue thepm ſtande in ſome feare of 
they; owne thinges at home'a[ſo, 
when they ſhould percepue that the 
people of Rome both could and dart 
paſſe the Rhine wyth an army; and 
to further-thys matter withall, that 
company of hoz\men of the Uſipits 
and Teutthers, which J ſatdbefoze, 
were gone a fozragyng and to fetch 
booties on thother ſide of the Paze, 
and were not at the batter, after the 
dyſcomfpture of their company”, had 
retired ouer the Rhyne into the boz⸗ 
ders of the Sicambers, and fopned 
| themſelnes wpth them, Unto whom 
when Ceſar ſent ambaſſadozs, deſy- 
ryng them to deliuer into hys hands 
ſuch as had moued war againſt him 
andthe realme or Gallia, they made 
aunſwer that the people of Rome 
had nothyng to do „ 
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The fowrth booke of 


oʒ if he thought the Germanes did 
im w20g to come into Gallta with 
aut his leaue, why ſhould ye chalege 
any ſonereinty oꝛ authozitp at all on 
thotber ſpde of the Ahyne. Pozeoner 
the x Ubians who alonly of the peo- 
le beyond the Khyne ſending Am- 
atadozs vnto Ceſar bad entred in 
LTeage wyth him and geuen him ho⸗ 
ſtages, made earneſt ſute to him that 
be woldſuccoz the agapnſt the Swe⸗ 
ulans who ſoze oppzefled tbem. O: 
pt he could not ſo do, being occupyed 
about other weighty affaires of the 
people of Rome, thep deſpꝛed that he 
wold ds no moze but onlp bzpng his 
army auer the Khine;fo2 in ſo doing 
be ſhould pleaſure them as much as 
pf de had ſuccozed theym, and alſq 
put them in good hope foꝛ ener after. 
Foz they ſaid that the name and efti- 
mation of the Komatne army was 
ſo great, ſpnce Ariouiſtus was cba⸗ 
ced,and now of late this other ouer⸗ 
thzow geuen, that the fame & frend⸗ 
ſhyp of the people of: Rome , might 
be a pʒotection to them euen *

the furtheſt Aatfons of Germanpe. 
wherfoze pt he wold come, they pꝛo⸗ 
fereda great number of Boates to 
ferrye oner his armpe in. Ceſar foz 
theis cauſes whych J haue ſhewed, 
determined to paſſe the Khyne. How 
beit to paſſe in Boates be thought it 
not wpthoute perpll, and beſpdes 
that be thought it ſtode not with his 
honour no wyth the honour of the 
people of Nome ſo to do. And therfoz 
albeft it was a very hard matter to 
make a bztdge, by reaſon of þ bzode- 
neſe,ſwiftneſTe, and depenelle of the 
 fireame , pet notwythſtanding be 
thought eptber to goe that wape to 
wozke, oz els it was not fo2 bym to 
paſſe at all wyth hys army. Wher- 
, he framed a Bzydge in thps 
ple, 
Þe faſtened together a two kote 
ſpace one from another two peces of 
tymber of a foote and an half ſquare 
ſomwhat ſharpened at þ lower end, 
meaſured accozding to the depth of 
tho water.

to be beaten faft in wyt h Commany 
vers not plome vpzeght like a pot, 
birt wozyng lpke the ſide of a roof of

the tunning of the ſtream. Likewiſe 
direulpe agapnſt theim, he ſet other 
two faſtened together in lpke ſozt, 
a foʒtꝑ foote diſtance of beneth, with 
they2 heades into the fireame , Be- 
twene bothe theis accozding to the 
diſtance that was betwene þ fointes 
of the two peces of timber, were lit 
inbeames of it. tote ſquare to ſtreint 
theym ont faſtened on both ſydes at 
thends wyth two bzaces, the whych 
being ones cloſed andfaſtned on the 
w2ong ſide, the ffrength of the wdjk 
was ſo great, and the thyngs were 
ſo'framed, that the greater viotence 
of water that bare agapnſte it, ſo 
much the cloſer did the loynts ſhet 4 
bold the faſter together.

And he hym 
ſelf toke his ſoznep to thex Pozines, 
bycauſe that from thence is the thoz- 
teſt cut into Bꝛitain. Hither he com- 
maunded that ſhyps from all places 
of the ſea toaſt nere therabouts, and 
that hys fleete whiche he had bupl⸗ 
ded the laſt ſommer againſt the Ue⸗ 
nets ſhould aſſemble, Jn the meane 
time bis purpoſe beyng knowen and 
caryed into Bzitapne by the Mer⸗ 
chants,there came ambadoz2s from 
many cites of the Jle vnto him, pꝛo⸗ 
feryng to gene hym hoſtages, and to 
ſubmit themſelues the to Emppꝛe of 
the people of Rome, Whoſe — 
bepng heard, he made theym very li⸗ 
berall pzompſes, and encouraging 
them to continue in the ſame minde 
ſtyl, ſent them home agapne, c with 
theym one Comius, whom hauing 
banquiſhed the Atrebatians he had 
made king there, whoſe counſel and 
baleantnes he liked well of, both bi⸗ 
cauſe he tooke hym to be fapthful to 
him , & alſo a was thought 
i. 0 
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to be a ma that was able to do much 
in thoſe conntryes. He gane in 
commiſſion to go to as many Cities 
as he could, and fo perſuade them to 


aͤlie them ſelues with the Romanes, 
and to tel them it ſhould not be long 


ere he came thyther. Uoluſenus ha- 
uing viewed the coaſt, as farre as be 
bad liberty to do( whyche durft not 
ftyzre ont of his ſhyppe and commit 
hymlelfe to the barbarons people,) 
returned the fpfth dap vnto Ceſar, 
and made repozt bnto him what he 
had ſene, Mhple Ceſar tarped there 
foꝛ the furniſhing of his nauie, there 
came ambaſſadozs from a-great part 
of the * Pozines to excuſe theym of 
their folp hertofo2e vſed, in that they 
being rude people and vnſkilfull of 
our cultome had moued war againſt 
the people of Rome, pꝛomiſing to do 
whatſoeuer he wold commaund the. 
Ceſar thinking that theis- thyngs 
fell Inckelye on hys ſide , bycauſe he 
wold neither leaue an enemy behind 
ys backe, noz could well make war 
bpcauſe the tyme of the pere way ſo 
& ar

far ſpent , no2 demed theys fryfiyng 
buſyneſſes woꝛthy to be pꝛeferred be 
foze Þ weighty affay:es of 1Bzitaine, 
charged them wyth a great nüber of 
hoſtages, The which being brought. 
he recepued their ſubmiſſiõ. Bantng 
aſſembled together about fowerſcoze 
hulkes, and as manye as he thought 
ſuffpcient to conuep ouer two Legte 
ons, be diſtributed all the Bailpes 
that he had to the Thzeaſo202 F bys 
Licnetznants, and the chief offfcers 
of hys Camp. There were alſo be- 
ſides theis, eightene mo hulks, woht⸗ 
che were held by the wynd an epght 
myles fro that place that they could 
not come al into one haut. Theis he 
aligned to his me of armes. The reſt 
of his army be comitted to his Liens 
teuants Q. Titurius Sabinus t L, 
Aurunculetus Cotta to lead againſt 
the Penapians, and (ſuch townes of 
the Pozines from whence there had 
come no ambaſſadozs vnto him. And 
he commaunded . Sulpitius Ru- 
kus another Lienetenant of bys, to 
kepe the hauon wyth ſuch a crew as 
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be thought ſufficift fo2 the purpoſe, 
When he had tbus ſet thyngs 


in oꝛder, hauing gotten a ſeaſonable 


wether to ſaile in, be looſed from the 
ſhoze almoſt about the thy2d watch: 
commaunding hys hozſemen to goe 
to the further hauon and there ta 
take ſhippyng and folow after bym, 
Which charge being by them erecu- 
ted ſomewhat flowly,he hymſelfe a⸗ 
bout fower of the clock arriued with 
bys kozmeſt ſhyps in 1B2'taine , and 
there be ſawe all the byiles conered 
ons armed men. The nature of the 
wbych place was ſuch, and the Sea 
was ſo encloſed wpth narrow hyls, 
that a Dart might be thzowen from 
the hpgher groundes Unto the rp- 
nage. Thinking this to be no mete 
place to take land at, he rode at an- 
cho2 vntil it was nine of the clocke, 
awayting the comming of the reſt of 
bys ſhyps. In the meane ſeaſon cal- 
lyng his Lienetenants 4 Tribunes 
together, he declared to them what 
he had vnderſtoode by Uoluſenus, 
and what he wold haue done: _ 
ning

ning them (as the oꝛder of war, and 
ſpecially ſea matters required ) that 
fozaſmuch as they ſhould haue a ſo- 
deine and bncerteyne remouing, all 
thyngs ſhould be done by them at a 
becke,as the tyme wold ſerue. UWhe 
be had diſmiſſed them, bauing gotte 
both wynde and tyde wypth bym at 
ones, be gaue them ſigne to wap bp 
they2 anchozs, and gopng fo2wards 
about an eyght mples from thence, 
arrpued at an open and plapn ſhoze. 
But 5 Bzitons hauing knowledge 
of Celars meanyng,ſent theyz bozſ- 
men and wagoners befo:e, (the wh(- 
che kynd of kurniture they common- 
ly vſe in battell)and folowpng after 
wyth al the reſt of theyz power, pꝛo⸗ 
bibited oure men to take lande. By 
meanes herof we were in great per⸗ 
plerity,fo2 as much as our ſhyps bp 
reaſon of their greatneſſe coulde not 
come nere p ſhoze foz wit of water: 
ſo that it beboued oure ſonldi(o2s in 
bnknowen places, wpth troabled 
bands, ouerladen wyth the great e 
weightye burthen of 'the(r-harneſſe, 

Nellt, both 
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both fo leape ont of their ſhips , and 
to ſtand in the wanes, and to feight 
with theyz enemſes:wheras they on 
the contrarp part 1 1 the 
dꝛye grounde, 02 wading but a littel 
way into the water, hauing al their 
limbes at liberty, in places thzough 
lp knowen to theym, might boldlye 
caſt Dartes at vs, and ouertome vs 
wyth theyz hoꝛſes whych were inu⸗ 
red to the purpoſe, Our men ſome⸗ 
what abached at theis thynges, as 
thei that were altogether vnarquain 
ted with thys kind of fetght,ſhewed 
not the like courage and chterfulnes 
that they were wont to vſe in pyt- 
ched kpelds. The whych thing when 
Ceſar pertepued, be commaunded 
that the Gallepes wherof the facton 
was moze ſtraunge to the ſauage 
Wttons, and the moning moze redy 
and wieldſome; ſhould be remoued a 
Ipttell from the ſhyps of 1Burthen; 
and rowedfozth, and ſet agayntt the 
open ſide of his ennemies, and there 
Wpth fl tot ot arrowes, and o⸗ 
ther artillerp to viſozder * — 
of .

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ſend them further of whyche thinge 
did greatly aduantage our men. Fos 
the rude people abaſhed at the faction, 
of the Galleyes, the rowing of them 
pth.02es, and the ſtraunge kind or 
artillery that was in them, ſfood ſtil 
on a heape,and a littell gaue backe. 
But when our men ſtaied and ſemed 
to make curtſp,chiefly fo2 the depe⸗ 
nes of the water, the chief ſtanderd⸗ 
bearer of the. x. Legion making ear- 
neſt en to the Goddes, that 
the thing whych he purpoſed to doe 
might . luckeſp ta the legion, 
ſapdy leap done my fellowes ones 
you woll betray our ſtanderd to the 
e J wyll do mp dutpe ta 

utermoſt foz my common wealth 
ayd-foz my graundcapteine. Mhen 
be had.ſpoke this with a lond voice, 


guete to car out of the ſhpppe 


zndegan to carrpe the ſtanderd a⸗ 
gainſt the ennemies. Then our men 
ensouragpnge one another, not to 
fuffer-ſuch a foile, leaped enerfchone 
of them out of the veſſel. Thoſe that 
were in thother koꝛmeſt ſhips ſeyng 
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them do ſo, followed after them and 
appꝛoched to thepz enemies. Then⸗ 
counter was ſharpe on bothe ſides, 
owbeit our men foz as muche ag 
ey were able neither to kepe arap, 
no; to take ſure foting,no2 to folow 
thepꝛ ſtanderds, inaſmuche as ſome 
comming out of one ſhypp and ſome 
out of another, they were fapne to 
cluſter themſelues vnder that an- 
derd that came nert to hande , were 
muche troubled, But our ennemies 
being perfect in al the flete and ſhal- 
low places, aſſone as they eſpyed fr 
the ſhoze any of our companye com- 
myng out of they2 ſhyps one by one 
alone, put ſpurres to their bozſes, 
an nn vppon them being tronbled 
in the water, and where they ſawe 
few,there wold they come by compa 
nies and encloſe them: + other ſome 
from the open ſide thzew darts at the 
whole rout of vs. The wbych when 
Ceſar perceyued, he commaunded 
the Cockbotes 4 Bz2igantines to be 
furniſhed with ſouldio2s x ſent them 
to ſuccoz ſuch as be ſaw in _ 
n 
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Aſoone as oure men were gotten to 
dꝛye land, the reſt of theyzcompanye 
folowed hard after them, and chars 
ging fiercely vpon the enemtes put 
thepm to flyght: but thep coulde not 
chaſe them far, bicauſe our hoz\men 
could not kepe they2 courſe, and at- 
taine to the Jlande, the whyche one 
only thyng Ceſar myſſed of hys ac⸗ 
cuſtomed good fo2tune. Our enemy- 
es ouercome in thys battell , aſſone 
as they had recouered themſelues fro 
the chaſe, ſent Ambafſadozs by 4 by 
bnto Ceſar foz peace,p2oferyng to 
gene hym hoſtages , + to do whatſo 
ener he wold commaũd them. With 
theis ambaſſadozs came alſo Comt⸗ 
us of Arras, whom we ſhewed pou 
befoze' to haue bene ſent by Ceſar 
into Bzitaine. Foz at ſuch tyme as 
he came of meſſage from Ceſar, they 
layd hand on hym aſſone as he came 
out of hys ſhyp, and calf him in pꝛy⸗ 
ſon, But after e be fozeſapde over- 
thzow, they ſet him at libertye, and 
whe they came to ſew foz peace, they 
laid the fault therof vpon the —

people defiryng pardon of their vn⸗ 
ſkilfulnes and folly. Ceſar blaming 


the in that hauing of their awne ac⸗

wythout cauſe moued war agapnſt 


bym, ſaid he was contented to beare 
with their folly;,commaunding them 
to geue him pledges: of p which they 
deliuered one halt out at hande, and 
thother half whych: was to bs: fet- 
ched out of the further. partes ok the 
country,they ſapd they wold.delingr 
wythin-few dates after. In p.neane 
ſeaſon thepchade that eaerp mia thutd 
returne home to hys own dwelling:

part of 
the (on 
tholeſſe 
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mygbt ſee them out of our camp, ſo⸗ 
deinly there aroſe ſo great a tempeſt 
that none of them was able to kepe 
hys courſe , but ſome were dziuen 
backe agapne to the place they came 
fro, and otherſome were caſte wpth 
great daunger downe to the lower 
part of the Aland whych is towarde 
the ſonne ſettyng: the whypch neuer⸗ 
theleſſe after they had calf Anchoz, 
bepng kplled wyth waues, were of 
neceſſity in the dead or the night con 
fireined to take the maine ſea agein, 
and ſo. made toward the maine land. 
It chaunced that the ſame night the 
mone was at the ful, which is wont 
to cauſe ſpꝛyng tydes in the Ocean.

of our ſhyps were thus bzooſed any 
weatherbeaten and the reſtdew vn⸗ 
meete to ſayle in haning loſte they; 
cables, anchozs, and all the reſte of 
they: tackling, the whole —_ = 
it muſt nedes come to paſſe in ſuch a 
caſe) was greatiye diſquietted. Foz 
there were none other thips to couep 
them ouer in agapne, and al thyngs 
wanted wherwpth to repap2e thoſe, 
and fozaſmuch as euery man looked 
aſſuredly to winter in Gallia, there 
was no p2oniſton of grapne made in 
thoſe quarters agapnft the winter, 
The whych thyngs being knowen, 
the pꝛynces of Bꝛitaine whych after 
the diſcomfiture had aſſembled: to 
erecute Ceſars commaundements, 
conferryng vpon the matter among 
themſelues , when: they bnderſtode 
that the Romanes wäted both hozſ\/ 
men,ſhips,and vicuals, and perceſ- 
ued by the ſmalnes of our camp, that 
there was but a thin company of vs, 
Wwbych were in dede conueped in ſo 
much the leſe roume, bpcauſe Ceſar 
bad ſuffred bys Legions to den, - 


— — 
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ner no ſtuſte no; baggage wyth the: 
They thought it beſt to rebell , and 
ſtopping vs from vicuals to pꝛolong 
the matter vntpll wynter, beleuing 
| berely that if thep myght gette the 
maiſtry of theis, oʒ het them vp fro 
returning,no man would hereafter 
be ſo bold to paſſe into Bzitaine to 
make warre bpon them. Wherfoze 
ay —.— again. they began 
to ſteale theſelues by littel and littel 
out of þ Camp, «+ to aſſemble thepz 
men pꝛiuelp out of the country. But 
Ceſar although as pet he knew not 
what they were about to do, pet not 
wythſtanding both bvppon the myſ- 
chaunce of his ſhips and in that they 
made delay in deliuerpng their ho⸗ 
ſtages, be miſdemed that whych afe 
ter came to paſſe in dede: and theres 
foe he lapd befoze hande to haue a 
remedy agaynſt all miſchyenes. Foz 
be both gathered co2ne dayly out sf 
the country into hys camp, and alſo 


wyth the tymber and pꝛon of ſuche 
ſhips as were fozeſt battred, he men- 
ded the reſt, and ſuche other things 
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as were neceſſary fo: the ſame pur⸗ 
poſe, he wylled to be bzought from 
the mapne land. Jn accompliſhinge 
whereof , hpys ſouldiozs w2ought ſg 
earneſtly, that with ß loſſe of twelug 
ſhips, the reſt were ſo well mended 
that they might well be ſapled in. 

Whyle theis thinges were a 
doopng, as one of the Legions wht, 
che is called the ſeuenth and was oz⸗ 
dinarilpe ſent out foz fozrage , wag 
one day abzoad, no ſuſpicion of war 
bnto that time ryſing, when ſome of 
the men were yet in the fieldes and 
ſome coming homeward to p any 
thoſe that warded at the gates ofthe 
camp,b2ought Ceſar woꝛd that they 
ſaw a greater duff than cuſfomably 
was wot to be raiſed, the ſame wa 
that p Legion was gone Ceſar mil⸗ 
doubking the trueth of the matter, 
that the diloyal Bzitons were pꝛac⸗ 
tiſing of ſome newe deupſe, com- 
maunded thoſe Cohozts that war- 
ded,to go with him on the wap, and 
two other to ſupplpe they2 roumes, 


and the reſt to arme themſelues and 
folow 
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folowe quickly after hym. When he 
had gone a good pzety way he might 
perteiue that bis men were onerchar 
ged with enemies, had much a do 
to hold out, t that there was thzow- 
ing of darts on all ſides at p Legfon 
whych had caſt theſelues cloſe toge⸗ 
ther. Foz in aſmuchas in all other 
quarters p cozn was reaped down, e 
none ſtading any where ſane in thys 
one place, dur enemies miſtruſting p 
our men wold come hither, had lpen 
lurking in the woodes all the night 
befoze , and when they ſaw our men 
had layde-downe their weapons and 
diſenered themſelues buſy in mow⸗ 
png and reapyng downe co2ne, thep 
bzake out vpon them ſodenlye, and 
after they had flaine a fewe of them, 
they cha ſed the reſt beinge out of a- 
rap, and alſo encloſed theym wpth 
their hox\men and waggons. Thys 
is their oꝛder of felght im waggons, 
pꝛit they rpde rounde about on all 
parts caſting of darts:+ often tymes 
with the terriblenes of their hozſes 
and þ ratlyng noiſe of their wheles,

they bꝛeake the aray. And when they 
haue wound themſelues in amonge 
the troopes of hozſemen, they leape 
oute of their wagons and feighte a- 
foote. Jn the meanewhile the wago⸗ 
ners withdzawe themſelues ſome- 
what out of the battell, and ſet their 
wagons in ſuch ozder,that if they be 
guercharged by the ennempe, they 
map haue ſpedye and handeſome re- 
cours bnto them. By meanes wber⸗ 
of they are both as readpoe to remoue 
as the hozſemen, and as ſtedfaſte to 
ſtande in the battel as the fotemen x 
ſupply both dutpes in one. And they 
are come to (ſuch a perfeanes by dap⸗ 
lye p2aciſe and ererciſe,that enen in 
ſteepe and fallinge places they wpll 
ſtoppe their vozles rounpnge a full 
galloppe, and gupde them and turne 
them in a ſhozt roome, and runne v⸗ 
pon the Mergies, and ſtand ftedfaſtly 
bppon the beames, and quicklpe re- 
touer them ſelues backe agapne in- 
to the wagons. Wyth the whiche 
thinges whyle oure men were trou⸗ 


bled foz the firaungeneſſes of the 
felght 
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_ feight, Ceſar came in very good ſca- 
ſon to the reſcow: Foꝛ at his coming 
the enemyes (food (tif, and our men 
toke hart to them. Notwichſtanding 
fozaſmuche as he thought the tyme 


ſerued not then foz hys purpoſe to 


meddel wpth his enemies oz to geue 
them battel, he kept himſeife in hys 
late, and anon after conueped hys 
eg ons inte hys Camp agapne. As 
theis things were a doing „e that al 
dur men were occupped, the reſt that 
were in the fields went thepz wape. 
Foz many days after there folowed 
ſuch cõtinual ſtoꝛmes, that we were 
fain to kepe our Camp, and our enes 
mpes could not come fo2th to battel. 
In the mean time þ Bꝛitons ſent 
meTengers ab2oad into al quarters, 
publyſhing euerp where what ſzrail 
number was of vs, and what opozs 
tunitpe both of winning (vop-£c,and 
ſetting themlelues at libectve to: e⸗ 
ver was offered, if they could turn the 
Romanes out of their camp. cup ⸗ 
pon aTebled a great power of 202({es 
men and fotemen, and came to dare 
O. l, Camp. 
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Camp. Albeit that Ceſar percepney 


tbat the ſame thyng was lite to hap 
pen whych had come to palle a fewe 
dapes ago, that if hys xgnempes were 
put to flight, vet ſhould they by their 
quicknes ſcape daũger, pet notwpths 
ſtanding fozaſmach as be had gotte a 
thirtie hoꝛſmẽ which Comius of Ars 
ras whom we haue ſpoken of befoze 
bad bzought oner with hym, he ſette 
bis Legions in battel rap befoze his 
Campe. When the matter came to 
be tryed by the ſwo2de, our enemies 
were not able to lande any while a- 
gaynſte the fozce of our Souldpers, 
but turned their backes. M hom we 
purſewinge as karre as our ſtrength 
wold geue vs leaue to run, flew very 
manp of them, and after we had bur⸗ 
ned vp all the howſes a greate wape 
aboute, we retpred into aur Campe. 
The ſame dape came ambaſſadours 
frõ our enemies to Ceſar to entreate 
fo2 peace: whom hee charged wpth 
double number of Hoſkages, & cons 
maunded them to bꝛing them to him 
into Gallia. And fozaſmuche as the 
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midnight be looſened from the ſhoze 
with his ſhippes: the which came eue March and 
rpecbeone of them ſafe to lande. Bat September. 


that twoo of the ſhippes of burthen 
could not attaine to the ſame hanon 
that the reſt dydde, and were d2ynen 
ſomewhat lower. Out of the wbych 
when as a thzehundzed ſouldiers bes 
png (et a lande were going towards 
their Camp, the Poꝛines whom Ce- 
ſar at his ſetting fozth into Bzitaine 
had left in quiet, allured with hope 
of ſpotle, came about them, not with 
fo * a nomber to ſpeak of at the 
flrſte, and bad them put of their har⸗ 
nelle it they loned their liues. When 
they on thother ſyds caſtynge theim⸗ 
ſelues in a ringe ſtode at defence, ſo⸗ 
denly at the cry that was made, ther 
came together aboute ſire thouſands 
men. The whiche thinge Ceſar hea⸗ 
ring of, ſent all his hozſemen ont of 
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meane whyle our men withſtode the 
koꝛte of they enempes feightpng ve⸗ 
rye valeantlpe by the ſpace of moze 
then fower howers: in p which time 
fewe of them beinge wounded, they 
lie w very manp of them. But aſſone 
as our hozſemen came within ſight, 
our enemies caſting away their wea 
pons turned their backes anda great 
number of them were kylled. The 
next day, Ceſar ſent his licuetenant 
T. Labienus with thoſe Legions 
that he had bzought over againe out 
of Bzittaine, agaynſte the Bo2ynes 
that had made inſurrection. Who 
hauing not any place to flp vnto foz 
ſuccour by reaſon their fennes were 
d2ved, Which kind of refuge they had 
vſed the pere befoze, came almoſt all 
in ſubſcafon to Labſenus. But. Q. 
Titurius, and. . Cotta two other 
of Ceſars Lieuetenantes which had 
led tertepne Legions againſt the Se 
napians, hauing waſted al their fiel- 
des, cutte downe all their cozne, and 
burnt vp al their buildings, 9 


bis Campe to thepꝛ reſcowe. In the 5 


ſulius Cxſars Commentaries; fol. 107, 


the Penapfans had al hid theymſel- 
ues in the thicke woodes , returned 
vnto Ceſar. Ceſar appointed that al 
bis Legions ſhould winter amonge 
the Belgies. Mnelye two cities of 
Bꝛittaine ſent hoſtages thither, 
the reſt refuſed to do it. After 
theis thinges were done 
vppon the ſight of 
Ceſars letters, 
the Senate 
pꝛoclaimed a general 
ſupplication fog 
_ twentye 
dapes.

cdtlus Domitius and 


Z 8A Appyus Claudpus 
were Conſulls, Ce-

to do, commaunded bis Lieuetenan- 
tes in whoſe charge he had lefte - 
Legions , that they ſhoulde in the 
wynter ſeaſon cauſe as manpe news 
ſhippes to be buplded as they could, 
and the olds to be mended, declaring 
of what receite and faſſhyon be wold 
haue them made. Fo2 the moꝛe ſpe⸗ 
dye loading and bnloading of them, 
be made them ſomewhat lower than 
thoſe that we are wonte to occuppe 
in our Seas:and that ſo much thera 
ther, bycauſe that thzoagh the often 
chaunge

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thaunge of the tydes, he had percep⸗ 
ned that the Seas wente rougher 
there, Foz the better carying oucr of 
thynges of greate weight and num- 
bers of hozſes, he made theym ſome 
what bzoader then thoſe that we vſe 
in other (cas. All theis he commaun⸗ 
ded to be made in ſuch wiſe that they 
might be ſpedelpe dziuen wyth ozes: 
whernnto their loweneſſe did great- 
lpe further. @uche thynges as were 
neteſſarpe foꝛ the arming out of the 
ſhippes, be cauſed to be bzought out 
of Spaine. And after that he hadde 
helde a parliament of the hither Gas Now call 
lia, be tooke bis tourney into Jlly2l- gymbardy, 
tum, becauſe he harde ſape that the ; 
marches of the Pꝛouinte were wa⸗ | 
ſted by rodes made by the Piruſtes, Certain ved 
When he came thither, he comman⸗ ble ot Flliricis 'ne 
ded the Cityes to fynde bym men of Seasons, 
warre,and appoynted theym a plage 
to mete all at together. The whiche 
thing being blowen abꝛoad, the J3p- 
ruſtes ſent ambaſſadours to him, de- 
claryng that none of thoſe thynges 
had bene done by the common cöſent 
O. iin or 
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of their mateſtrates, and that neuer⸗ , 


theleſſe thep were contente to make 
him amendes fo2 the wonges that 
were done, at hys pleaſure, Ceſar ac 
cepting their pꝛofer, charged thepm 
with hoſtages, and wplled thepm to 
bzpnge them in by a certaine dap:de- 
claring vnto them, that vnleſſe thep 
did ſo, he would perſecute their C ip 
with the ſwozde. When the hoſta- 
ges were brought in by the dap limit 
ted, he appointed dapeſmen betwene 
the Cities to conſpdec of the matter 
in vartance, and to ielſe the penalty, 
Vauinge diſpatched theis matters, 
and held a counſel there, hy returned 
agapn into the hitber Gallfa,4 from 
thence went to hys army; CU hen be 
came thpther , as he went about all 
bys winter garrpſons, he found that 
th:ough the ſinguler diligence of his 
ſouldiers wanting in maner al thin⸗ 
ges that ſhould haue farttered the, 
about ſprhundzed ſhips of the faction 
a*02e declared and eight and twenty 
o her galtepes were fintſhed, and as 
good as at the poynt to be let a with 
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wythin fewe dapes after. Wherfoze 
" commending his ſouldpers and ſuch 
as had ben the ouerſears of the woz⸗ 
kes he told them what he wold haue 
done, and wplled them all to aſem- 
ble at the hauen of Caitce:fro wbece 
he vnderſtoode to be the bandſomeſt 
paſſage into Bzitaine, as the which 
was not diltant paſt a thirtye mples 
from that place. Foz þ doing bereof, 
he left ſuch a number of ſouldicrs as 
ſemed luffycient, and him ſelfe wyth 
fow2e well appoynted Legions and 
eygbt hundzed bozſemen, went into 
the countrp of the Treuires, bicauſe 
they neither came to the Parlamen- 
tes,no2 did bim homage, 4 were res 
pozted to rapſe p Germanes on tha- 
therſide of the Rhine. Tbys City is 
able to make mo hozſemen than all 
Gallia beſides, and bath alſo a great 
— of footemen, ((as we ſhewed 

ertofozc) bozdzeth vpon the Rhine, 
In that Citye two were at ſtrpfe fo; 
the ſouereintpe, Induciomarus and 
Cingetozir.

come fhyther wyth hys army,repaf(-s _

tbe men of Triers But Inductoma⸗ 
rus leuped both hozſemen and foote⸗ 
me, and beſtowing ſaufly ſuch as fo; 
thep2 peares were not able to beare 
armo2,tin the fo:eſt of Ardeine which 
from the Kiuer of Rhine kepeth on 
ſtyl of great wydeneſſe thzoughe the 
middle of the countrpe of the Treui⸗ 
res, vnto the entrance of the bozders 
of Rhemes : determpned to lape fo;

to Ceſar;certifping him that þ cauſe 
why he woulde not depart from hys 
men t come bnto hym, was to then- 
tent be myght the eaſlyer keepe hys 
country in obedience, leaſt by the de⸗ 
parture of al the noblemen, the com- 
mon people might fo2 lacke of good 
counſel do amiſſe. WL berfoze the Ci⸗ 
tye was at his pleaſure , and if Ce- 
ſar wold gene him leaue, he woutde 
come to him into his Tamp, t there 
ut into hys hands both himſelf and 
s City. Albeit that Ceſar knee 
welinough the very truth of the mat 
ter, what thynges feared him fro his 
determined purpoſe, pet notwitſtan⸗ 
dyng bicauſe be wold not be compels 
led to ſpend the Sommer about the 
Treutres, ſepng he had all thynges 
in a readines foꝛ his warres in Bꝛi⸗ 
fapne, be commaunded Inductoma⸗ 
rus ts tome to him with two hũdꝛed 
hoſtages: the whych being b:ought, 
and amog them hys ſon and at his 
kinſfolk, whom he had called out by 
name: he comfozted Indutiomarus 


and exhozted him to continue in hys 
alles 
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allegeante. And pet nenertheries he 
called the noble men of Trpers vnto 
hym and reconciled them one by one 
vbato Tingetozir. The whych thyng 
partip he thought he was bounde to 
do of dewe deſerte, and (pectallye he 
thought it ſhoulde be muche foz bys 
otwne behofe, to (et ſuch a one in aus 
thozity and eſtymacion in hys coun⸗ 
trye, whoſe ſpnguler good wpll to⸗ 
wardes hym he had had trpall of be- 
 foze, Induciomarus tooke thys mat⸗ 
ter to heart, that hys owne eſtimaci⸗ 
on ſhould be diminiſhed among hys 
countrymen, and therefoze whereas 
he hated vs in hys hearte befoze, the 
griefe hereof made hym to hate vs 
much moe deadly, 

Ceſar hauing ſet theis matters 
at a ſtap, came with his armp to Ca⸗ 
lpte.

courſe by reaſon of a tẽpeſt, but were 
d2inen backe agapne to the place fro

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- ,'furnpthed ok all thynges . Thyther 
came the hoꝛſmen of all Gallia, to þ 
number of iff!. thouſand, and the no⸗ 
blemen of all the Cities: of whom a 
very few of whoſe truſtpnes towars 
des hym, he had had pzcoſe befoze, 
he determined to leaue in Gallia , e 
to carpe the reſt wpth bim koz pled⸗ 
ges, bicauſe be feared leaſt in his ab⸗ 
ſence thep ſhould make any bzoile in 
Gallia. There was together wpth - 
others, Dumnozir the Beduan of 
whom we haue ſpoken befoze. Him 

F#eſpectallye Ceſar determined to 
haue with him, bicauſe he knew him 
to be a man deſpꝛous of alteration, x 
deſirous of ſouereintp, of great cons 
rage and of great authozity amonge 
the Galles , Beſtdes this, the ſayde 

Dumnozix in an open aſſemblye of 

the Heduanes bad ſayde that Ceſar 

bad put the gouernment of the City 
into his handes: the whych weozdes 
the Heduans tooke in great diſplea⸗ 
ſure, and pet thep durſt not ſend Am 
baTadozs to Ceſar eyther to refuſe it 
02 to entreate im to the 1 
5 
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Thys kad Ceſar learned by ſache in 
whoſe houſes he had lodged When he 
was in that countrpe. At the fyzft he 
made verpe earneſt ſute and entrea- 
tance that he might be left behind in 
Sallta, partlpe bicauſe (as he alled⸗ 
ged) being vnaccuſtomed to ſaple he 
feared ths ſaltwater, and partly by⸗ 
cauſe he ſapd he was letted by vow. 
Afterward, when he ſawe that Ce 
ſar ſtode ſtifflpe in deniall of hys re⸗ 
queſt, al hope of pꝛeuapling being vt 
terly taken away, he fell to perſwa⸗ 
ding with the pzinces of Gallia,cals 
ling them backe one by one, and ex⸗ 
hozting ths to tary ſtill in the maine 
lande, and putting them in feare it 
was done fo ſome further fetch that 
Gallia was thus robbed of all her 
nobilitye at ones: foz it was Ceſars 
d2ypft to thys end, that whem he was 
aſhamed to — to death in the open 
ſyght of Gallia, de mygbt cary them 
ouer into Bzitaine and there choppe 
of al they2 heads, Wherfoze be pligh 
ted his faith bnto them, and demaũ⸗ 
ded iheim to be (wozne to hym, _ 


— — — —— 
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what ſo euer they ſhould pe rceſtie to 
be foꝛ the p2ofyt of their toũtr p, they 


thynges were repozted to Ceſar by 
diuers perſones. U hervpon Ceſar, 
fo: aſmnche as he made ſo great acs 
compt of the Heduans, determpned 
by ſome meanes oz other to bzydle 
Dumnozix and to fear him from his 
pꝛetenſed purpoſc;# bycanſe he ſawe 
there was no end of hys madnes, he 
thought it Node him in band to foze- 
ſee that he burted not the common 
weale and him, And therfoze abiding 
there about a. xxv.dapes, bicauſe his 
ſapling was hindered by the Nozths 
weſt wpnde, whyche cuſtomablye in 
thoſe coaſtes , bloweth at all times, 
be dpd hys good wyll to haue kepte 
Dumno ix in obedience, and pet nes 
nertheles lapd to know all his deui⸗ 
ſes and —— At legth obteining 
à mete ſeaſon, he commanded all bis 
power both of hozſmen and fotemen 
to go a booʒd. Whyle all mens min⸗ 
des were buſped heraboutes, Dum⸗ 
nozir wyth the Heduan hozimen be⸗ 

gan 
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ſhould do it by comon aduſce. Theis 
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gan fo depart homewarde out of the 
camp wpthout Ceſars leaue. When 
Ceſar beard tivinges therof,ſtaping 
bys vpage and ſetting al other thin⸗ 
ges aſpde, he ſent a great part of his 
doꝛſemen afcer him to purſew bpm, 
tõmaunding to fet him backe again: 
and if he made enp reſiſtence, 4 wold 
not be ruled he bade kpll him: foꝛ he 
thought he would not deale like an 
adupſed perſon in hys abſence, that 
durſte diſobep hym in hys pꝛeſence. 
Dumno ix being called backe made 
reſiſtence and began to defende him⸗ 
ſelfe wyth hys ſwo2d, callyng vppon 
bis men foz helpe, and crping often- 
times out, that he was a freeman & 
of a free Citpe. Notwpthltandinge, 
thep(as was commaunded them)be- 
ſet hym about and ſlew him: and ſo 
all the Heduan men ok armes retur⸗ 
ned vnto Ceſar, 

After that this matter was dil 
patched, leauynge Labtenus in the 
maine land wyth the Legions, and 
twoo thouſand hozſmen, to kepe the 


baues and pzoupde graine, 2 to learn 
whit 


falius Cæſan Commentaries, - fol. 17 
what was done in Gallfa, and to 
deale aduiſedly as tyme and occaſion 
ſhould require: Ceſar hymſelfe with 
fyue Legtons g like number of hozſe 
men as he left in the mayne land, at 
the ſunne going dotwne looſened fro 
the ſhoze, and beinge d2zpuen wypth a 
ſoft Southweſt wind, the which-alſo 
about midnight fell, could not kepe 
bys courſe,but beyng carped further 
wyth the tyde, about the dawnynge 
of the dap beheld Bzitaine left a litle 
on the left hand. Then folowtng'a- 
gain the chaunge of the tyde, he en- 
devoured by fo2ce of Oꝛes to attaine 
to that part ofthe Jlande, where be 
bad found to be beſt landing the laſt 
ſommer befoze. Wherin the courage 
of our ſouldpers was much to be c0- 
mended, in that wyth their ſhyps of 
burthen being heaup loden, thzough 
continual rowpng without ceaſing, 
they madeaway as faſt as the Gals 
lepes. So wee arrpued in Bzitapne 
wyth all our ſhips euen about hygh 
noone,netther was there any enemp 
lene in that place, Howbeit (as C8- 
V. i. ſar 
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ſar vnderſtode afterward by hys pzi⸗ 
ſoners,)there was a great power af 
ſembled thither:the whych-bepng a⸗ 
bathed at the number of oure ſhpps, 
wherof together with the victailerg 
ſhyppes and ſuche as euerp man had 
made foz hys olone occupying, were 
aboue epgbt hundzed in ſyght all at 
one tyme, withdꝛe w them ſelues fro 
the riuage and hid them in the high⸗ 
er groundes. Ceſar after he had ſet 
bis army a lande, and taken a place 
mete to encamp in, whe he had lear⸗ 
ned of hys pztloners in what place 
the power of his enemies abode,left 
ten Cohoꝛtes t thze hudzed hozſmen 
at the ſeas ſide to kepe his ſhips, and 
immediatly after the thyꝛde watche, 
marched to warde hys ennempes, ſo 
much the leſſe fearing bys ſhyps, bi⸗ 
cauſc he had left them ryding at an⸗ 
cho2 in an wooſye and ope ſhoze:and 
he appoputed Q. Atrius to ſee to the 
ſauf keping of his ſhips. Þimſelf afs 
ter he had gone about a twelue mi⸗ 
les in the nyght time, diſcouered the 
hoſt of his enempes. They ys 
* 
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{5 theyꝛ hoꝛſmen x charfots to a rp⸗ 
uers ſide, began to beat vs backe fro 
the hygher ground and to encounter 
with vs. But in the end being put to 
repulſe by our hoꝛſmen, they byd the 
ſelues in the woods, Where they had 
gotten a plot excellently wel foztifis 
ed both by nature and mans hande, 
the which place(as it ſhould appere) 
they had pzcepared befoze hande as a 
holdfoz their own ciuil warres. Foz 
by cutting downe the trees euerpe 
where, they had fozecloſed al the en⸗ 
trances in: and thep themſelues iſcu⸗ 
ing out of the woodes here ſome and 
there ſome a few in a copany, made 
defece,and wold not ſuffer our men 
to come wythin thepz foztifications, 
Neuertheles the ſouldiers of the vit. 
legion making a ſhed and caſting vp 
a banke to thep2 foztifications, won 
the place, and dꝛaue theim out of the 
woodes, wpth the recepte of a fewe 
wounds. Yowbeit,Ceſar fozbade bis 
men to purſue them oner karre, both 
bycauſe he knewe not the nature of 
the place, 4 alſo bicauſe the greater 
P. ii, part 
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part of the day beyng now ſpent, he 
wold haue ſome time left foz p fozti⸗ 
fping of bys camp. The next dap fo⸗ 
towing earlp in the moꝛzning, be ſent 
bys boꝛſmen e fotemen fo2th in thze 
battels, to purſue them 5 were fled, 
They had not gone but a littel wap 
inſomuch Þ the bindermoſt were pet 
in fight, whe certaine hoz\men came 
from Q. Atrius to Ceſar , bzinging 
him woꝛd that the laſt night there a- 
roſe a marueplous tempeſt, whpche 
bad ſhaken almoſt all hs ſhips and 
caſt them a land, ſo that nepther an- 
cho2 no Cable could holde, noz the 
ſhipmen 4 gouernozs endure againſt 
the violens of the tlo2me: by meanes 
of the wbych beating together of his 
ſhyps, much hurt was done. When -- 
Ceſar heard theis newes, he wplled 
bys Legions and hozſmen to be cal⸗ 
led back, and to ceaſe of their toznep! 
and he himſelf returned to his ſhips! 
where he ſawe as muche in manner 
wpth hys epes, as was repozted to 
bim by meſſages and letters: (o that 
wyth the loſſe of a fozty ſhyppes, = 
re 
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reſt might with much a doe be men⸗ 
ded, And therefoze he choſe ſuche as 


were Shypw2yghtes,ont of his Le- 
gions, and comannded others to bee 
ſent fo2 out of the mapne lande, Alſo 
he wzate vnto Labtenus ,. that be 
ſhould make as many ſhyppes as be 
could, wyth the help of thoſe Legtos 
that he had. Bozeoner althoughe it 
were a wozke of great tople and 1a- 
boz,yet notwithſtanding be thought 
it moſt foz hys behoofe, to haue all 
bys ſhips dzawen a land, and iopned 
in one fo2tification with bys Camp; 
In dopng herok he ſpent ten dapes, 
not reſpityng bys ſouldiers fro their 
labour, ſo muche as the nyght tyme. 
When he had dꝛawen hys ſhippes a 
land, ( th2oughly foztiſied bis camp, 
be left the ſame power to garde hys 
ſhips, that was there befoze, and re⸗ 
turned himſelte to the place be came 
fra, At bys comming thither, a grea⸗ 
ter power of the Baitons was aſſem 
bled out of all coaſtes into the ſame 
place, The chief gouernement of the 
Kealme and o2dering of the warres 
"oy P. iii. was 


fol. 115, 
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was by common adupce commptted 
ts Caſtibelan, whoſe Sentorie is ſe⸗ 
uered from the Cityes towarde the 
ſea coaſt bp a rpuer'whypche is called 
Tems about fowerſcoze miles of fro 
the Sea. Thys Caſſibelan-in tymes 
paſt had contynuail warre wyth the 
Cities adiopninge: but the Bzitons 
being moued wyth our coming, hay 
choſen him ta be their ſouereine, am 
made him General of the warres. 

The inner part of Bitaine is 
inhabited of ſuche as by wytneſte of 
their auncient recozdes were -bozne 
and bed in the Jle: and the ſea coaſt 
by ſuch as haue paſled thither out ot 


Belgicke to fetch bootpes g to make 


war: al the whpch wel nere, are cal⸗ 
led by the ſame names that the Cl- 
ties are where they were bozne and 
from whente thep kirſt tame, remap⸗ 
ning there ſtyl when the warre was 
done, and tillinge the grounde. The 
country is maruelouſip wel repients 
ſhed with people, and there be verpe 
many buildings al moſt like in fuci⸗ 
on to the buildings ol Gale

is great ſfoze of catteil. The copne 
that they vſe, is epther of b:aſſe, oz 
els ringes of tron ſpſed at a certayne 
weight in ſtead of money. In the in⸗ 
ner partes of the Realme groweth 
tynne : and in the ſea coaſt groweth 
pꝛon: but hereof is (mall ſtoze. The 
bꝛaſſe that they occuppe is bzonght 
in from beyond the ſea, There is tim 
ber of all kindes as is in Gallia ſas 
ning Beech and Fyzre. They think 
t a heinous matter to taſt of a hare, 
and a hen; and a gooſe. Nenertheles 
they cheriſh theym fo2 their mindes 
ſake and foz theyz pleaſurc, The aire 
is mo2e teperate in thoſe places than 
in Fraunte, and the cold leſſer. The 
Jland is in facio-th2eecoznerd, wher - 
of one ſide is toward France. Thone 
co2ner of thps ſpde which is in Kent 
where fo2 the moſt part ſhips ariue 
ont of Fraunce,is toward the Eaſt: 
and thother netherms2e is towarde 
the South. Thps ſpdecontepneth a⸗ 
bout kpue hundzed mples. Another 
ſide iyeth to warde Spaine «4 the ſun 
going downe:on the whyche ſyde is 
IE P. if, Irland 
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Irland leſfe then Bzitain(as is ſap/ 
pofed) by thone half. But the cut bes 
twene theim is a lpke dyſtance as is 
the cur betwene Fraunce and Bzi⸗ 
taine. In the middes of this courſe is 
an Jland called Pan. Alſo there are 
repo:ted to be many mo leſſe Jles a- 
bout Bzitaine: of the whyche Jles, 
ſome haue wzſtte that in the winter 
ſeaſon when the dates ars ſhozteſt,þ 
nightes are a full mooneth long to⸗ 
gether, We coalde learns nothinge 
therof by enqutry:but'we (aw it trp⸗ 
ed bt how:eglaſſes'vf water, that the 
nyghtes were ſhozter there, then in 
the firme lande. The length ok toys 
ſide is ( accozding to thopinion of the 
inhabiters) ſeut hundzed miles. The 
thyad ſive is nozthward: and agapnlt 
it lpeth no land: bat the point of that 
ſide butteth moſt toward Germanp. 
This they eſteme to be epght hfidzed 
mples long. And ſo the circuit of the 
whole Jland is two thouſand miles. 
Or all the inhabitantes of thys Jle 
the tiuileſt are the Kentyſhfolke, the 
Whxch country marcheth »

vpon the ſea, and differeth not great 
jy from. the maner of Fraũce. Thoſe 
that dwell moze into the heart of the 
Realme,fo2zthomoſte part ſowe no 
co2ne:but live by mplke and fleſh,x 
clothe themſelues in leather. Al the 
132ttons doe dye themſelnes wpth 
woade, mbich ſetteth a blewiſh coloz 
vppon them:and it maketh the moze 
terryble to beholde in battell. They 
weare their heare long, and ſhaue al 
partes of they2 bodyes ſauing þ bead 
and the vpper lip. Thep haue ten oz 
twelue wpues a peece, common a- 
mong themſelues, ſpeciallp bꝛothers 
wyth brothers, and Parentes wyth 
thep2 childꝛen. But the tTue that co- 
meth of them, is accompted hys that 
firſt marped the mother wht ſhe was 
a mapde, ©: 

The hoꝛzimen and wagoners of 
our enempes gaue a whote ſkirmiſh 
to our men by the way: but pet in ſu⸗ 
che wyſe, that dur men were euerpe 
way to good fo them, and dzaue the 
into the woodes and hylles:howbeit 
by kolowing them ouergredviiye = 
| 9 
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loſt diners of our company. But thet 
after takinge bzeath a whple, when 
our men thought of no ſuch thyng, 
as they were buſp in fo:tifiing thep; 
Campe, ſodeinlpe burſt oute of the 
woodes, and geuing a charge vpon 
them that were ſet to warde befoze 
cur camp, foughtearelp with them: 
inſomuche that Ceſar was fapne to 
ſend two Cohoztes, t thoſe the chick 
of twwoo Legions, to the reſcow: the 
whech being placed but a litle waye 
one from another. When our men 
bega to be diſcouraged at the ſtrange 
kind of feight, bꝛake thzough 8 mids 
ofourc enemies by fine fozce,and res 
conered from thence ſanf. The (ſame 
day was Quintus Laberius Durus 
the Tribune flaine: and pet bp ſeny 
ding many Cohozts to the reſcowe: 
our enempes wers put to the wozſe, 
In al this kind of conflict foꝛaſmuch 
as it was fought in the ſpghte ot all 
men and in the open fate of our cap; 
it was perceiued that our men by rea 
ſon of the weight or theyz ar mos, foz 
that they could neither purſew —— 

en 
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when they gaue backe, noꝛ durſt de⸗ 
part from their anteſignes, were not 
mete inougb to encounter wyth ſuch 
a kind of enemp: and that the men of 
armes could not feight, but in great 
peril, bicauſe our enempes wold mas 
ny a time and often loſe grounde fo2 
the nonce,and when they had egged 
dur men a littei from the maine bats 
tel, wold leape out of thepꝛehartots 
and feight a foote, whych was an vn 
eguall match. And they kept ſuch an 
oꝛder in their keighting on hozſback, 
that whither our men fled oz chaced, 
they were alwapes in lyke daunger. 
Foz they neuer foug bt in great cam 
panpes together, but ſcatterynge a 
great way of one from another, and 
bad tales lying in diners places ont 
to ſerue anothers turne, and freſhe x 
luſty men came al waies in p̊ roumes 
of ſuch as were wear. 
LT he nert dap the enemies ſtood 
aloofe in the hils far kcom our camp? 
and chewed themſcines: here a fewe 
and there a few, and began to aſſaile 
dur. hoz\men moze faintiy than ven 
"be ad 
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bad done the daye befoze. But about 
midday, when Ceſar had ſent fozth a 
Lieutenant of his called Caius Tre 
bontus wyth th:zee Legions, and all 
bis men of armes foz fozrage, ſodelp 
they came fiptng vpon the fozragers 
on all ſides , in ſuche ſozte that they 
wold not from our Legions and our 
Anteſignes. Bowbeit our men lapde 
ſo ſoze to their charge that they put 
them to the fotle, and neuer left pur⸗ 
ſewyng them, vbntpll ſache tyme as 
our hozſemen taking courage bppon 
the apde when they ſaw the fotemen 
at hande behind them, dꝛaue thetr e- 
nempes headlong, and llew a greate 
number of them, geting them no rei 
pit either to gather themſelues toge- 
ther, oz to ſfay any where, oz to leap 
out of their Chariots, Immediatlpe 
vpon this diſcomſiture, ſuch as were 
aſſembled from al quarters to:ayd in 
this war,departed: nepther did oure 
enempes at any time-after that, en- 
counter wpth vs wpth thepz whole 
power. Ceſar hauing knowledge of 
thepz entent , marched wypth by =

my to the Tems, into the &enſo2y of 
Caſſibelan. This riuer can be paſſed 
bat only in one place a fote and that 
very hardly. When he came thither, 
he ſlaw a great power of hys enemp⸗ 
es in battell rape on thother ſyde of 
the net, Bowe was the banke ſtic⸗ 
ked ful of Wakes ſharpned at the foze 
end, and lykewyſe other ſtakes of the 
ſame making were d2tue in the chan 
nell and hidden wyth the water. Les 
ſar hauing bnderſfanding hereof by 
bys pzyſoners and runawapes, ſent 
in his hoꝛſmen befoze, and tommaũ⸗ 
ded his footemen to folow (mmedfat 
lp after them. But our ſculdſers wet 
with (ach ſpede and fozce hauing no 
moze than only their heades aboue 8 
water, that the cnemp being not as 
ble to withſtand the violence of oure 
fotemen and men of armes, fozſooke 
the bankes and toke them to flpght. 
Caſſibelan (as is aboue mencfoned) 
diſpairpng of hys good ſucceſſe by 
feighting in playn battel, ſent awap 
all his 1 powers, and kepinge 
tell a fower thouſande wagoners, 

| watched 
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watched whiche wape we went, and 
dꝛew ſomWhat aſtoe ont of the wap, 
biding htm ſelfe in comberſome any 
woodpe places: and where ſo ener be 
knew our men ſhuld march, he dzang 
bothe cattell and people from thence 
into the woods. And when our hozſ\ 
men raunged any thing frely abzode 
into the fields ſo2 fozrage o2 fo barry 
the countrye,he ſent hps wagonerg 
by all wayes and pathes out of the 
woodes vpon our men of armes and 
encountred with them to their great 
. — thzongh the feare whereof 
e kept theym ſhozt from raunging 
at their pleaſure, So the matter was 
bzonght to thys palle , that Ceſar 
wold not ſuffer his hoꝛſmen to ſtray 
any farneſſe from his maine battel 
of fotemen, # aduentured no further 
to anop his enemies in walking their 
fieldes, (burning their houſes, than 
be was able to compaſſe by the tra- 
uell of his footemen as they were a- 
ble to ioznep. 
In the meane whple, the Tri⸗ 
nobantes, which is þ Crongelt on 
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well nere of all thoſe countries, (out 
of the which City a pong gentilman 
talled Pandubzace vpon confidence 
of Ceſars yetp coming” vnto him ins 
to the maine land of Gallia, had (cas 

ed death by flyght which he ould 
Lane ſuffred at Caſſibelans hand, as 
bis father Jmannence bad done, who 
had reigned in that Citpe) ſent Am⸗ 
baſſadours to Ceſar, pzomyſing to 
peld vnto hym and to do as he ſhuld 
tõmaund them:and they deſired him 
to defends Pandubzace from the ti⸗ 
ranny of Callibelan, and to ſend him 
into the City,to take the gouerment 
and ſouereintp therof bpon him, Ces 
ſar ſeſled them at fozty hoſfages, and 
beſides that, to finde grapne foz his 
army:and he ſent Pandubzace bnto 
them. They executed hys commaun⸗ 
dement out ot hande, and ſente hym 
both his ful number of hoſtages, and 
alſo grapn foz his army, When Ces 
lar had defended the Trinobantes, 
and ſaued them harmeleſſe from bys 
ſouldiers, the x Cenimagues, * Se⸗ 
gontians, * Aucalits, ane 
| aſlt- 
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Caſſians ſending Ambaſſadozs to 
Ceſar pelded them'ſelues vnto him, 
By them he learned that not far frj 
P ſame place was Caſſibelans town 
o2tificd with woodes 4 mariſgroun- 
des: into the whiche was gathered a 
great nũber of men and cattel. Now 
the 2Bzitons call it a Towne, when 
thei haue foztified a coberſome wood 
With a dich and a Ramppz2e:and thi- 
ther they reio2zt to eſchew the inuaſt⸗ 
ons of theyz enemies. To this place 
marched Ceſar with his Legions, he 
found it excellétip wel foztified both 
of nature and by mans deuſſe . Ne- 
uertheles he enteded to geue afſanit 
bnto it in two places at ones. Pure 
ennempes after thep had tarped a 
wbtle, beinge not able to endure the 
fozce of our men, fled out at another 
part of the town, A great number of 
cattell was found there, and manye 
being taken in the chart were flatn, 
While theis things were a do⸗ 
ing in theis quarters, Cafſibelan-ſet 
meſſengers into Kent, (whyche wee 
thewed beſoze to lye vpon the _ 
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the which cofitry were fower kings, 
Cingetoztr, Caruill, Tarimagull, 
and Segonar) commaunding theim 
to raiſe al þ power thep could make, 
and ſodenlp to ſet bppon and aſſault 
our camp by the ſeas ſide. Aſſone as 
they came to our camp our men bzea 
kyng out vpö them flew a great ſozt 
ofthem,and taking Cingetoztr their 
noble Capteine, pꝛiſoner, conueped 
themſelues backe agapne in ſauftp, 
When Caſſibelan heard of thys bat 
tell, foꝛ as muche as he had taken ſg 
many loſles, and had had his coũtry 
waſted, but chieflye moued wyth the 
rebellion of the Cities, ſent Ambaſ⸗ 
ſado2s by Comius of Arras to Ceſar 
to entreate with him of ſubmiſſion, 
Ceſar in aſmuch as be had determp⸗ 
ned to paſſe the wynter in the firme 
land bicauſe of p ſodein commotions 
in Gallia, and foz that there remap⸗ 
ned not much of the lömer, the whi⸗ 
the he percepued, might eallp be trik⸗ 
led out by his enemies: commaunded 
to ſend hym hoſtages, and ſeſſed tho 
Realme of Bzitaine,at a yerely trp⸗ 
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bute to be paid to þ people of Nome: 
geuing ſtreigbt charge and cõmaun⸗ 
dement to Caſſibelan, that he did no 
diſpleaſure to Pandubzace noꝛ to 5 
Trinobants. Alone as he had recei⸗ 
ued the hoſtages, he conueped his ar⸗ 
my agayn to the fea; where be found 
bis ſhips re papꝛed. When he had ſet 
them a flote agapns;fo2 almuche as 
be had a greate number of pziſaners 
and many of bis ſhips were perithed 
bt tẽpeſt, be determined to ferry oner 
bys army at two @nuepes:;And:ſo:it 
chaunted that of ſo. great aifleete, at 
ſo many viages, nepther thys ptare 


noz the peare bekoze there was not 


arp one ſhip milling that caried oner 
cur fouldiers:but of thoſe that ſhuld 
haue bene [ent backe agapne em 
from the maine land when thep had 
ſet the ſouldiers of the ſürſt connep a 
(o2e,4 of thoſe that Wabienus raus 
ſed afterwarde to bee made, whyche 
were to the number of thzceſco2e, ve- 
ry few could attain tothe place, and 
all thereft were caſt back. The whi- 


che when Ceſar bad a whyle tarren 
| — 


fo: in vapn, leaſt thꝛough the ſeaſon 
of the peare he mpght be diſapointed 
of ſapling, bycauſe the Equinogtalf 
was at hand, he was fapne to packe 
vp his ſouldiers in leſſe roume cloſer 
together. And ſo taking thopoztunts 
ty of a verpe calme weather that en⸗ 
ſewed,be launched foozth in the be⸗ 
gynning of the ſecond watch, and by 
the bzeake of the dape came ſaufe to 
land wyth al bys whole fleefe. 
N hen he had dzalven his ſhips 
into harbꝛough aid held a counſel of 
the Galles atx Samarobzina, fozaſ- 
muche as that peare there was ſome : 
dearth of cozn in Gallſa bp reaſon of 
the dzowght , be was cOmpelled to 
place his army in gariſon otherwiſe 
than he had done the peres befoze : E 
to diſperſe hys Legions into mo Ci⸗ 
ties. Df the which he committed one 
Tegion to his Lieuetenaunt Catus 
Fabius to be led amog the Boztnes: 
another to Q. Cicero to be conueped 
to the Neruſans: the third to L. Roſ 
cius, to be conducted to þ Eſnans;Þ 
fowzth he bade ſhuld winter among 
Q. ii. the 
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the men of Rhemes w L.Labfenng 
in the marches of Triers . Thee he 
placed in Belgicke, and appoynted 
Licuetenants of them bis Th:eaſo- 
rer. P.Craſſus , and Lu. Punatiug 
Plancus,and C. Trebontus: be ſent 
one legion which he had laſt of al le⸗ 
uyed beyonde the Kiuer Po, and fine 
Cohoꝛts among the E burones, the 
greateſt part of whoſe country is be- 
twene the Paze and the Rhine,and 
were vnder the dominton of Ambio⸗ 
rir and Cativulcus*:Þ charge of theſe 
ſouldiers he commytted to his Liene 
tenants Q. Titurius Sabinus, ( L. 
Aurficuleins Cotta. By diffributing 
bis Legions in thts wiſe, he thought 
be mpght make beſt ſhift w the ſcarſe 
nes of co:n. And pet the garriſons of 
al theſe legiõs, ſauing of that wbych 
be gaue vnto L. Noſcius to be led in 
to the moſt quiet and peaceable part 
of al, were conteyncd within þ ſpace 
of one bundzed miles. In the meane 
ſeaſon vnttl he knew that his Legt- 
ons were ſettled and their garriſons 


foztificd , he determined to abpde in 
_ Gallla 
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Gallia. ; | 
There was among the Carunts 


a man of great birth called Taſgett- 
us, whoſe aunceſtours had reigned 
in that City. Unto thys man ko his 
ſinguler pꝛoweſſe and good wyll to- 
wardes bym, fozaſmuch as he hadde 
done bym berp good ſernice in al his 
watres, had Ceſar reſtozed p roume 
ok hys aunceſtoꝛs. How at thps time 
in the third pere of hys reigne his e- 
nempes apded by many of the Citpe 
flew him openly:the whyche thynge 
was complained of to Ceſar. He fea- 
ryng in aſmuche as the matter tou⸗ 
c<yng manp men, leaſt the Citpe by 
they2 compulſion ſhould rebel, com⸗ 
maunded Lucius Plaucus to depart 
wyth all ſpede wyth one Legion ont 
of Belgicke to the Caruntes,and to 
lye in garriſon there all the winter 
tyme:and to app2ehende ſache as he 
knew were acceſſary to the murther 
of Taſgetins & to ſend them to him. 
In the meane tyme be was certpſted 
from all his Lieuetenants t Thzea⸗ 
ſozours ts whom he had committed 
Q. itt. the 
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the charge of hys Legions, that they 
were ſettled in garriſon & theyz gar⸗ 

riſons fo2tified. lt! 
About a fiftene dapes after they 
were ſettled in garriſon, there was 
begon a ſodein vproze and rebellion 
by tbe meanes of Ambtozix and Ca⸗ 
tivulcus: who at fache tyme as they 
had bene pꝛeſt to entertain Sabinus 
and Cotta at the marches of they: 
— rr had bzought the cozn 
to the place where they lay in garri⸗ 
ſon:moued tbereunto by the mefſen- 
gers of Jnducſomarus of Triers, 
rapſed thep2 people, and ſodenlp ſur⸗ 
—— thoſe that were ſent abzoade 
2 wood, came Wpth a great power 
to aſſault our Camp. But when our 
men had taken them quicklp to their 
weapons, and gotten vp vppon the 
Nampier, and had by ſeding out the 
Spaniſh hozſmen on thone ſide,ouer 
matched the in ſkirmiſhing on hozl- 
backe, dure ennemies diſpapzing in 
thep; ſucceſſe, wythdꝛew thep2 men 
from thaſſault. Then after their ma⸗ 
ner they cried out vnto vs, that ſo 
0 
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of our company ſhould come t ſpeak 
with them fo2 they ſatde they had to 
commune with vs in matters concer 
nyng the ffate, wherby they hoped al 
contronerſte might be decided. Peres 
bpon were (ent onto theym to talke 
w them Caius Carpineius.a knight 
of Rome one of Titurins familier 
frends,+t one N:.Junſus a Spantard 
who dyuers tymes befo:e was wont 
at Ceſars commandement toreſozc 
to Ambiozix:befoze whom Ambiozir 
ſpake in thys wyſe. | 
That he confeſed himſelf great- 
lye:4n det to Ceſar fo2 bys benefites 
towards him, in that by bis meanes 
be was diſchargedof the penſi5.that 
he payed to the Aduatickes bys next 
neygbbo2s, and foz that his own ſon 
and bys bzothers ſonne whome the 
Aduatickes vnder the name of boſta 
ges had held in bondage and caſt in⸗ 
to pziſon, were by Ceſar releaſed $ 
ſent home agayn:And that touching 
thaſſanit of their campe, be had done 
nothyng of his owne head oz volun⸗ 
tary wyll,but by compulffon of bys 
Q.liit, citie: 
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Citie:amonge whome bys ſlate was 
ſuch, that the people had as much au 
thozity ouer bim, as he had oner the 
people: who were enfozced to thys 
war vppon thys occaſion, by reaſon 
ey were not able to wythRand the 
odapne inſurrection of the Galles; 
wherof hs humbleneſſe myght be a 
ſuffycyent p2oofe. oz he was not ſo 
foolyſhe to thynke that he wyth bps 
power were able to ouercome þ peo- 
ple of Rome; but it was the purpoſe 
of all the Galles to doe that whpche 
was done, and thys was the day ap⸗ 
opnted to aſſault all Ceſars garri⸗ 
ons at ones, to thentent one legion 
ſhonlde not ſuccour another: Galles 
could not lightly deny the requeſt of 
Galles, ſpectally ſeing the deuice ſe⸗ 
med to tend to the recouerpng of the 
liberty of all Galifa;whbo fozaſmuch 
as he had ſatiſfied fo2 the natural af- 
kection he was bounde to owe to hys 
country, he now had alſo conſidera 
tion of bys dewtp,and foz the bene⸗ 
fites of Ceſar, admoniſhe d thepm, 
and pzayed Titurius foz the mutual 
enterteins 
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enterteinment that had ben bettwirt 
them, that he wold loke to the ſanf- 
gars of himſelf and of his ſouldiers. 
A great number of byzed @onldters 
of the Germanes were paſſed the 
Rbyne alreadye,and would be thers 
within two days after:wherfoze ads 


it good 02no to departe wypth their 
ſouldiers out of thepz wintring pla⸗ 
tes epther to Cicero oʒ to Labienns, 
of whom thene was not pat a fiftye 
myles of ethothber a littell further, 
bekoze the nert bozderers perceyned 
it:be pzomyſed them thus much, and 
aſured them thereof by othe, that be 
wold gene them fre paſſage thzou 
bys coutry:tn doing wherof be ſhuld 
both do a pleaſare to his countrpe in 
diſburdening it of garriſons, and re⸗ 
quite Ceſar foz hys deſer tes. 

Alloone as thys Oꝛation was 
ended, Ambſoztr departed; And Car- 
peneius and Junius repozted to the 
Lienetenants what they had heard: 
who being very ſoze moued at the ſo⸗ 
depynneſſs of the matter, —_ 
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thoſe thynges were ſpoken by the e- 
nempꝛpet they thought the not mete 
to be paſſed ouer lightly, But ſpect⸗ 
ally it moued th, foz that it was not 
in maner to be beleued that the city 
of þ Eburones being baſe 4 ot no re⸗ 
utaci d, durſt wilfully without aſi 
ence make war agapnſt the people 
of Nome. And therkoꝛe thep pꝛopoun 
ded the matter in coũſel, where was 
much debating ot it to fro. L. Au⸗ 
runculeius + moſt of the Tribunes 
and Capteines of the chpef bandes, 
thought it was not mete to attempt 
any thing raſhlpe, noz to depart ont 
of theyz garriſons wythout erp2:eſſe 
commaundement from Ceſar:decla⸗ 
ring that they were able to withffad 
neuer ſo great a power, yea even of 
the Germanes, haupng thep2 winte- 
ryng places foztified:an euidẽt pzofe 
wherot was, that they had valeantlp 
wythſtode the firſt puſh of they2 ene⸗ 
mpes, putting them to man foples, 
and they wanted no victuals: In the 
meane whyle ſuccoz wold come otite 
of the next garriſons: and from —

ſar ; and inconcluſton what greater 
opnt of lyghtneſle oz what greater 
ame coulde there be, than in ſuche 
wyſe to bzyng they2 chick matters in 
queſtion , vpon the motton of the e- 
nemye. 

Titurius earneſtly replped here- 
vnto, that it ſhonid be to late foz2 the 
to do ſo, when a greater power of e- 
nempes accompanied with the Ger- 
manes were aſſembled agapnlt the, 
o; when anp diſpleaſure was taken 
in the nert garryſons. The tyme of 
conſultacion was ſhozt,+ he thought 
that Ceſar was gone into Jtalp: fo; 
othcrwypſe he thought that neither 5 
Caruntes wolde haue conſpy;ed the 
death of Taſgettus, noz pet that the 
Eburones (it he were in the country) 
wolde haue come ſo pꝛoudlpe to sure 
Camp: As fo hys owne part he had 
not eye to his enemies ſaying, but to 
6 thing it ſelfe:fozthe Rhine was at 

and and he knew wel that the Ger⸗ 
manes were greatipe gricued wyth 
the death of Ariouitus and ourfoz- 
mer vico2tes: beftves that 5 I

freted inwardlp to be bzought in ſub 
tection of the Romane —_— with 
ſo many rep2oches 'and diſpleaſures 
as they had receiued, and ts haue the 
renowm of their fozmer chiualrp de- 
faced: finally who could think p Am» 
biozic would haue enterpziſed (ach a 
matter withonte aſared hope 2 But 
how:ioeuer the wozld ſhould fal out, 
be was ſure his opinion could bzing 
no harme. Fo: if there were no eupl 
meant toward the, they might with 
out perill go to the nert legion:o2 pf 
all Gallia conſpired wpth the Ger- 
manes , then was there no wape to 
ſaue themſelues but only in making 
awap wpth ſpede. As foz the counſel 
of Lotta and ſuch as were of contra- 
rp opinion, ts what purpoſe was it? 
thzough the which, i not pzeſent pe- 
rpll, pet afluredlpe famin was to be 
feared by long ſiege. 

When thys diſputacion was 
had on both partes, and that Cotta e 
the capteines of the chiet bandes re- 
ſtſted earneſtlpe, do as pe lyſt if you 
nedes wpll (4 Sabtnus): & that — 
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fayd wyth a lowd voice, that a great 
ſozt of the ſouldſers mpgbt wel bear 
hym:fo2 J am not he that moſt fea- 
reth the perill of death among pon. 
Theis ſhaibe wyſe: and ik any thing 
thaunce amyſre , they ſhall aſke ac⸗ 
compt at thy hand, in as muche as if 
thou woldeſt let them, iopning them 
ſelues with the next garriſons wpth 
in a dape 02 two at the furtheſt, they 
mygbt iopntlp together with theym 
ſuſtapne what ſoener the foztune of 
batrel ſhould lay bpon them:and not 
perythe by famine and ſwoozde lyke 
people caſt of. and baniſhed from the 
reſt of theyz-companye . After theis 
woꝛdes there was riſing on all han- 
des; and holde was lapd vpon them 
both,entreatace was made that they 
wold not th2zoughe they; wilful dyſs 
ſention, caſt all into btter daunger. 
Jt made no matter whether they 
went foozth, oz whether they tarped 
fill, ſo they were al of one mind and 
opinion:but on the contrary part in 
diſagreeing was no likelphod of wel 
doing, The matter thzough a 
cion 
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tion was pꝛolonged bnktl midnight: 
at the lẽgth Cotta being perſuaded, 
pelded to Sabinus, and therups the 
ſeritence of Sabinas taking place, it 
was pꝛoclapmed that thep ſchould ſet 
fo:th by the bꝛeak of day. The reſt of 
p night was conſumed in watching, 
euery Souldper loking about what 
he bad to carry with him, and what 
be ſhould be conſtrepned fo leaue be⸗ 
bind him of ſuch kurniture as he hay 
p2epared fo2 winter. Al things were 
deayſed in ſache ſozte as that tbey 
could not tary wpthoat peryll , and 
that the daunger might be augmen⸗ 
ted by werping ofthe ſouldſers with 
watching. Aſtone as daylight appe⸗ 
red, they ſet fooꝛti ot᷑ their camp like 
men fully perſwaded that the coun⸗ 
ſell had bene geuen them, not by Am 
biozir their enemy, but by ſome ſpe- 
ctal frond of they2s,tin'apfifght ara 
as could be, and with as much bags 
gage as they were able to carp. Mar 
enempes bnderſfanding of they: 192, 
ney by thep2 noyſe in the night and 
their watching, lapd a W in 
twos 
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twoo ſeuerall places of aduauntage 
ſecretip in the woodes about a twoo 
myles of, and there awayted the cõ⸗ 
ming of þ Komanes. Aſene as part 
of our army was entred into a great 
valley, ſodenly they ſhewed themſel⸗ 
ves on both ſides the vallep, and be⸗ 
gan to aſaple the hindermoſt of vs, 
and to keepe the fozmoſf from ryſing 
bp the hyl agapne, and to encounter 
wyth vs in a place of the moſt diſad⸗ 
nauntage that could be foz vs. Then 
Liturius,as he that had laid foz no- 
thing befoze, trembled and ran bp x 
downe fo ſet bis men in 02der:but it 
was ſo fearfully and after ſuch a fas 
tion, as if he bad bene at hys wyttes 
end:the whiche thing is commonlye 
wont to bappen vnto (ach,as are cos 
pelied to take counſell when Þ thing 
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ould be pzeſentlp executed. 
But Cotta, who ſeemed fo haue 
fozſene that theſe things might come 
to pale by the way, and foz the ſame 
cauſe wold nat be authoꝛ of the (02s 
ney, was not to ſeke in ange thynge 
that was foz the ſauftpe of them 5 
| 92 
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F02 both in calling bpon the ſon!d(, 
ers and in encouraging them he ere- 
cated the office of a Graundeaptetn: 
and in feightinge he perfo2med the 
dewty of a ſouldier. And fozaſmuche 
as by reaſon of the length of their a- 
rap, he was not able in his own per 
ſon to ſee al things done, and to foze 
caſt what was to be perfozmed encty 
where, he cauſed it to be pꝛoclapmed 
that they ſhoulde fozſake they; bag- 
gage, and caſt them ſelues in a ring. 
The which counſell although in ſu⸗ 
che a caſe it be not woꝛthy to be re- 
pꝛoued:pet it fel out ilfauoꝛedlp. Foz 
it botb abated the courage ofour mẽ. 
and made oure enempes moze chler⸗ 
full to eight, by reaſd it might ſeme 
that that thing was not done but v⸗ 
pon great feare and-bfter- dilpapze. 
Wozeoner it dappened (as it muſt ne- 
des come to paſſe, ) that the ſonldfers 
commonly went from thepz anteſig- 
nes,and ran to catch and Tnatch frb 
among the cartages, ſuch thyngs as 
euerp of them did ſet moſt ſtoze by,(0 
that there was nothinge but crying 
= an 
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and weppnge. But the barbarous 
Galles were not to learne howe to 
demeane themſelnes. Foz theyz caps 
teines cauſed it to bee p2oclapmed 
thzough all the fielde , that no man 
ſchuld ſtyzre ont of his place:the pzap 
was theirs,+ all that the Komanes 
bad, was reſerned foz them, and ther 
foze get the victo2y and al was their 
owns. Our men were equal to them 
both in number and pzoweſſe: and al 
beit they were deſtitute both of good 
captein and of good foztune, pet thep 
repoſed all hope of welfare in thepz 
manhod:and as often as any Cohozt 
iCaed out, a great laughter of ene⸗ 
myes was made on that fide, The 
whych thing when Ambiozir percei⸗ 
ned, he cauſed it to be cryed, that his 
men chould thꝛow Dartes a far ot, e 
not encofiter at hand: and what wap 
ſo euer the Komanes pꝛeaſed vpon 
the, to geue wap, fo that by meanes 
of p lightnes of theyꝛ harnes 4 their 
dayly exerciſe , the Romanes coulde 
do them no harms;and to purſew the 
when they retired again to they2 las 
N. i. derdes. 
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derdes. The whyche pꝛecept was (6 
diligently obſerued by them, that as 
often as anpe Cohozt of ours bzake 
out of the ryng, & charged bpon the, 
our ennempes flew backe as faſt ag 
they could. In the mean whyle there 
was no ſhyſte but that part muſt be 
made naked aud open to recepue the 
Dartes that were ſent. Again aſſone 
as thep began to retpꝛe to the place 
they came fro, they were encloſed 
both by thepm that had geuen place 
bnto them, and by them that waited 
at hand vpon them. And if thei went 
about to kepe they: ground, neyther 
coulde they2 manhode auaple them, 
neptber could they ſtanding ſe thyck 
together, auopd the Darts that ſuch 
a multitude did caſt at them. And pet 
being afflicted with ſo many incom⸗ 
modities at ones, being ſoze woun 
ded, they ſtood ſtil at defence: when 
a great parte of the daye was ſpent, 
wheras they fought from the bzeake 
of dap vnto epght of the clocke, they 
committed not any thing that might 
ſeme vncomiye fo them to do. Then 

T. Balbu⸗ 
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T. Balbuentius who the peare be- 
fo:e hav had the leding of one of the 
thpek bandes, a valeaunt perſonage 
and of great authozitte , was thruſt 

thzoughe bothe the thygbes wyth a 
Jaueling. N.Lucanfus of the ſame 
degree, 1 mankullpe, as he 
was reſcowing his ſon that was bes 
ſet with enemies, was likewiſe lain 
Lucius Cotta one of the Lienefgs 
nantes, as he was encozaging al the 
Cohozts rank by rank, was wouns 
ded full in the mouth wpth a lng. 
Q. Titurtꝰ being moued with theils 
thinges, when he had eſpied Ambio⸗ 
rir a far of encozaging his men, ſent 
bys interpꝛeter C. Pompeius onto 
him, to deſter him that he wold ſparg 
him and his ſouldiers. Ambſoztr bes 
ing ſpoken vnto, made anſwere, that 
if he were deſtrous to common wpth 
him, he ſhuld haue good leane:fo2 he 
hoped he Choulde be able to wep ſa 
much with his people, as to ſaue his 
ſouldiers,and as fo2 hymſelfe, chuld 
haue no harme at all:fo2 thaſſurance 
wherof he gaue him his faith, Titu⸗ 
R. ii. rius 
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rius communicated the matter wpth 
Cotta, who was wounded,tbat if he 
thought it good they might depart 
out ofthe battel, and fointlp go talk 
with Ambtozix fo: he was in hope to 
entreate hym fo2 the ſaufgard of the 
ſcines 4 of their ſouldiers. Cotta ſaid 
plainly he wold not go to bys armed 
enemy,and ſtood ſtyfflye vppon that 
point. Sabinus commaunded ſuche 
of p Tribunes as be had about him 
at that pꝛeſtt, and the peticapteines 
of the chpef bandes, to wapte vppon 
him. and when he came nere to Am- 
biozir, being willed to put of hys ar⸗ 
moz he did ſo, and commounded bys 
men to do in likewiſe. In the meane 
tyme, while they debated among the 
ſelues, as concerning the codicions, 
4 that Amblozix foz the nones made 
a long pꝛoteſtacion, he was by littcl 
and littell encloſed about and llaine. 
Than accoꝛdinge to thepz cuſtome, 
thep crycd victo2y, and made a great 
ſhout, and therwpth geuing a freſhe 
charge vpon our men, bꝛake oure as 
ray, There Lucius Cotta ny 
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dalfantily was llapne, and the moſte 
part of his ſouldiers with him. The 
remnant rety2ed into they: camp trõ 
whence they came. Of whom IL. Pe⸗ 
troſidius, the chiefe ſtanderdbearer, 
when he ſawe himſelfe ouercharged 
wytb the multitude of his enempes, 
thꝛew the ſtanderde into the trench, 
and feighting right valiantip with- 
out the Campe, thero was flaine, 
Tbe others with mach a do endured 
thaſault vntil nygbt: 4 in the night 
time being in diſpaire of all ſuccour, 
they flew themſelues euerpchone. A 
few that eſcaped fro the battel,came 
by vaknowen wapes thzoughe the 
woodes,to Tit. Labienus where he 
wintred, and certified him bowe all 
things had falne out. Ambioztr be- 
ing puffed vp with this vidozpe, im⸗ 
mediatly with his hozſemen ſet fo2zth 
towarde the Adnatickes , who were 
bozderers vpon bys kingdome, e ne- 
ner reſted loneving day no2 night, 
tommaunding bis fotemen to folow 
after as faſt as they could. When be 
had opened the matter, & ſtyzred the 

N. ili. Adua⸗ 
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Avnatikes, þ next dap after he came 
among the Neruians , and erbozted 
them that they ſhuld not let ip this 
occaſton of ſetting themſelnes at ly- 
berty fo2 euer, and of reuenging the 
bpon the Komanes ko: the w2zonges 
they had taken at their handes.. Be 
told them that twoo of thep2Lieue- 
tenants were flayn, and a great part 
of their army bzought tonought, af- 
firminge that it were no matter at 
al to come ſodenly bpon the Legion 
that wintred wyth Cicero, & to — 
them all to the ſwozd, foz the perkoz⸗ 
mance wherof he pzofered himſelf to 
be their helper , With this ozacton, 
be eallpe perſuaded the Neruſans, 
Whervpon immediatlp diſpatching 
meſſengers to the Centrones, Gru⸗ 
dies, Leuakes, Plewmoſtans 4 Goz⸗ 
dunes, (all þ which were vnder their 
dominion) thep raiſed as great a po⸗ 

wer as they coulde, and vpon the ſo⸗ 
dein came ſpedelp to the place where 
Cicero wintred, befoze that any ink⸗ 
linge of the death of Titurius was 
bzought vnto hym. It happened * 
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to hym alſo (as it cannot-otherwyſe 
be) that many of his ſouldiers which 
were gone abꝛode into the woods to 
fetch fewel & timber, were cut ſhozt 
by the ſodepne appzoche of the enne- 
myes hozſmen. Thets being entrap- 
ped , the Eburones, Neruians, and 
Aduatikes, with the cofederates and 
clients of them all, began to aſſault 
the Legid wyth a great power. Our 
men toke them quickly'to thep2 wea 
pons, and gate them vpon the Ram- 
pier. Mith much a ds they helde out 
that dap, bicauſe their ennemies put 
all thepz hope in ſpeede, and if they 
mygbt get thys victoꝛp, they beleued 
they ſchuld be ſuperiours euer after: 
By and by Cicero diſpatched letters 
to Ceſar, pꝛomiſing great rewardes 
it anp wold couey them to him. But 
al the wales were ſo fozlatd, that the 
meſſengers were taken. Be ſopll not 
think what ſpede t diligece was vſcd 
in p camp:fo2 of that ſtuffe p had ben 
tonueied thither fo2 p foꝛztifling at it, 
were taiſed in þ night time about. crx 
Tobꝛes, and ä = 
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of tbe wozke was finiſhed. Dur ene- 
myes the nert dape aſembling a far 
greater power, aſſanlted oure camp 
agein, and filled vp the dich: and our 
men made reũſtence in like ſo2te as 
they had done þ day befoze. The like 
was done diners dapes after: no part 
of the nyght ſeaſon was diſcontynu- 
ed from labour:not the ſicke, no noz 
the wounded hadde any time to reſt, 
Whatſoener was nedefull to 5 next 
days aſſault, was ever laid fo2 g p20- 
ulded in a redines thenight befoze. f 
great (ozt of fakes hardned in þ fer, 
. great nũber of Pikes fo2 defence of 
p wal, were new made: tow2es were 
plauncherd, t battlements and pozt- 
colpſes of timber ſet vp. Cicero him- 
ſelke being a man very fickiy, tooke 
not ſe much leyſure to reſt hymſelfe 
as thenygbt time:inſomuch that bis 
ſouldiers of thep2 owne accozd, were 
kaine in maner tocompel him by en- 
treatance to ſpare himſelfe. The the 
Captapnes and noble men of the 
Nerufans, whych bad any entrance 
el commanycation and cauſe of — 
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tante with Cicero, bare him in hand 
that they were deſtrous to ſyeake 
wyth him . Haning leane to doe ſo, 
thep declared the ſame thinges, that 
ambiozir had talked of wyth Zptns 
rins.That is to ſap:bow all Gallia 
was in armes, ho we the Germanes 
were paſſed the Rhine, and how Ce- 
ſac and the reſt of the Homanes wer 
beſeged in thepz wintering places: 
making repozt mozeouer of p death 
of Sabinus. And foz the moze creott, 
they ſhewed them Ambiozir. They 
ſayde they were in a tozong box, pf 
they loked fo2 any help at the hands 
of them, whyche were in hazard and 
not able to belp themſelues. Nener- 
tholeſſe that they were ſo well mpn- 
ded toward Cicero and the people of 
Rome, that they woulde refuſe no- 
thig ſane only their wintring amõg 
them, the whpch cuſtome they wold 
be loth ſhould be continued. It ſhuld 
be lawfutl foz them wytbout anp let 
on their behalfe to depart in ſanftye 


out of theyz wpntering places, and 


to go into what quarters they wol 
with 
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wytbout feare. Cicero made none o⸗ 
ther annſwer herevnto but thys on⸗ 
Ip, that it was not the cuſtome of the 
people of Nome, to take any articles 
at they2 armed enempes hand: but it 
they wold lap down their weapons, 
and ble bys helpe in the matter, and 
ſend comiſſſoners vnto Ceſar, there 
was good hope (conſtdering his vp- 
rightnes)that they ſhonlde obtapne 
they2 — —— at his hand. The ger 
uians diſapointed of this their hope, 
encloſed the place where ß Romanes 
wyntred, wyth a Rampier of. ri.fote 
and a dich of rv. fote. Theis things 
they had learned of vs: partly bp be- 
ing conuerſant amonge vs certaine 
eares befoze,and partly by the in⸗ 
racios of certain of our army, who 
they had taken pꝛiſoners. Neuerthe- 
leſſe fozaſmuch as they had not ſufff- 
tient Jron toles neceſſary foz the cõ⸗ 
paſſing of p matter, they were dzine 
to cut bp turfes with thep2 ſwoꝛos, 
to ſcrape bp the earth with their ha⸗ 
des, to cary it away in their clokes. 
Whereby is geuen to — 
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what a multitude of men were of 
them. Fo2 in leſſe than thze howꝛes, 
they finiſhed a foztificatid of rv. foote 
ten myles compaſſe. The reſt of the 
dapes folowinge, they began to pꝛe⸗ 
pare and make Tow2es of p heighth 
of the Rampler, and hokes 4 vaultes 
of boozdes as thepz ſayde pꝛyſoners 
had taught them: The ſeuenth daye 
of this ſiege being a verp windp dap. 
They begã to call balles of wyidfier 
out of ſlings, and burning darts vp- 
pon our cabanes, which were coue⸗ 
red with thatche after the facion of 
Gallia. Theis cabanes tooke fier 
lightly, the whpch by violence of the 
wind was carryed oner al the camp. 
Dur enempes enſuing with a great 
noyſe,as if þ vicozy had bene theirs 
dut of all crye , began to dꝛiue they; 
Lowzes and engines fo2ward , and 
to ſcale the Rampier wyth ladders. 
But the valtantneſſe and courage of 
our ſouldiers was (ache , that when 
the flier rounde about them (co2ched 
them , and that the multitude of ar- 
tillery ouerwhelmed them, and 1 — 
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they ſawe all their baggage yea and 
all thep2 ſubſtace barned befo2e their 
faces, pet there was not anpe man 
that loonke a wap to ſane bimſelfe, 
no no: ſcarce anp that looked backe: 
but euerp man molt valtantipe and 
taurageoullp entended to their feigh 
ting. Thys was the ſozeſt dape that 
our men endured, hbowbeit this was 
the end therof,that p ſame day were 
the greateſt number of our enemies 
Wounded and ſlaine, as they had clu- 
fkred and thzonged themſelues vnder 
the Rampter, in ſuche ſozte that the 
fozmeſt could not retpze fo the that 
were behind. Nowe when the flame 
began a litie to fal, and that in a cer- 
teine place, a towe of our enempes 
was bzougbt ſo nigb p it toncbed the 
Uamure,the Capteines of the thpzd 
Cohozt, dꝛew backe out of the place 
where they ode, t remouing thep; 
ſouldiers, began with ſignes & voice 
to cal the enemy in, if he wold adue- 
tuce: but there was none of the that 
durſt app2oche , Then were they on 
all fides dyſtroubled with 1 of 

ones, 
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ſtones, and the Towze was ſet on 
fier. There were in that Legion two 
Centurions valiaunt Gentelmen, 
which at that time appꝛoched to the 
fozefront of the battel, whoſe names 
were Titus Pulfio, & L. Varenus, Theis 
twapne were at continnal debate a⸗ 
mong them ſelues, whyche of them 
ſhould be pzeferred befoze other, and 
at all times ſtriued wpth great con⸗ 
tencion and hartburning whbyche of 
them Could be placed hygbeſt. Row 
at ſuche time as thencounter was 
ſharpeſt about their fozt, Pulſto ſaid 
to Uarenus: Uarenus what ſtickeſt 
thouz02 what other place doeſt thou 
loke foz, fo2 the trial of thy manbod? 
this day ſhal decide our c trouerſtes. 
M hen he bad ſpoken theis woꝛdes, 
be pꝛoteded out of the foztifications, 
where he ſaw his enempe thickeſt, 
be ran fier ſip vpon them. Then could 
not Uarenus hold himſelfe wpthin 
the trenche , foz feare leaſt all men 
ſhoulde ſpeake ſhame of him, and ſo 
be folowed dym. Pulfio leaning a 
mcane ſpace betwene hym and hys 

enemyes 


fol.135 
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enemies, thꝛew a dart among them, 
and ſtrake one of them th2zoughe ag 
he was coming ont of the battell a- 
apnſt hym. Mis companions ſeing 
im dead of the ſtripe, did couer him 
wyth their ſhieldes, and the darts 
on al ſides at Pulfio, geuing dim no 
reſpit to retire backe. Pulfios target 
was ſtricken though, and the Dart 
ſtacke faſt in his ſwozd gyꝛzdel. This 
chaunce turned aſide hys ſcabberde, 
and ſo troubled his rpght band that 
be could not redilp dzalv his ſwozd, 
and his enemies beſet him about as 
be was thus entangled, That ſeing 
his ennempe Uarenns, ſuccozed hym 
and relieued him in daunger of hys 
Iyfe. Jmmedſatly all the pꝛeate tur⸗ 
ned themſelues from Pulſto to him, 
bicauſe thef thought that Þulfio bad 
ben ſtriken thzough wpth the Dart. 
Uarenus d:etv hys ſwo2d and came 
to hand ſtrokes, where, hauing flatn 
one, he put the reſt ſomWwhat backe. 
As he folowed oner gredelp bppon 
them, he lyded into a lowe plot and 
fell downe, Then Palfto — 
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him again being encloſed: & ſo bothe 
of them in ſaufgard, haninge fatfne 
many of their enemies, rety2ed with 

reat pꝛapſe ints their camp, Thus 
© ane toſſed them both, as well in 
contention as alſs in encounter, that 
eyther of them being enemies ſhould 
neuertheles help to ſane the others 
lpfe, in ſuche ſozt that it was not to 
be (ndged, whych of them was to be 
pꝛeferred befoze thother , The gre⸗ 
uouſer and ſharper that the aſaults 
daily was, (ineſpeciallp fozaſmuchs 
as a greate number of hys Son[dp- 
ers beinge eyther deade oz maymed 
wyth woundes, the matter was dzi⸗ 
uen to ſo hard a point, that fewe re- 
mayned able to make defence ,) ſo 
much the oftner were letters mcſ- 
ſengers diſpatched toward Ceſar; of 
whom ſome beyng taken by the ene⸗ 
my, were put to death with tozmens 
tes euen in the ſight of our ſonldiers 
There was wythin a Nerutfan cal- 
led Uertfco,bozne of a wozſhippeful 
ſtocke, who at the firſt beginning of 


the ſiege had fled to Ciceros, and had 
ſer⸗ 
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ferned him very faſthfully. This mi 
perſuaded a ſlaue of bis with hope of 
libertp and great rewardes, to cons 
uep letters to Ceſar, The fellow ha- 
ning them cloſed in a Janeling, wee 
bys way wyth them, and bicauſe he 
was a Galle, be was connerſant as 
mong the Balles without ſuſpicts, 
and ſo eſcaped vnto Ceſar . By bys 
meanes vnderſtandinge was geuen 
of the peryll that Cicero and his Le- 
gion were in. Ceſar bpon the rece!t 
of the letters, whych was about x, 
of the clocke in the mozning, dyſpat- 
thed out of hand a Purſſuant to hys 
Thꝛeaſoz0o: Parcus CraCus, who 
wintered among the Bellonacanes, 
about .rrv. myles of from hym. He 
commaunded him to ſet fozth w his 
Legion at midnight, « to come bnto 
him in all haſt, Craſſus came foozth 
with the meſſenger. He ſent another 


to his Lieuetenant C. Fabius, wyl⸗ 


b 


lyng hym to bzinge dis Legion into 
the boꝛders of þ Atrebattàs, thzougb 
which coutry be knew that bis wap 
dyd lpe. Alſo he wzats to * 
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that (i he myght doe it without dos 
mage to the comon welth,) be ſhulp 
come \vtth bys Legion into the coaft 
of the Rerufans. The reſt cf bys ar⸗ 
my, fozaſmuch as it was ſomewhat 
further of from hym, he thought not 
meete to tarpe fo2. He gathered bnto 
him about fowze hundzed hozſemen 
out of the nert garriſös. Abont th:ee 
of theclocke , beinge certified of the 
coming of Craſſus, he marched that 
day. xx. mples. Pe-gaue Craſſus the 
charge of Samarob ina, and left one 
Legion with bim, bicauſe he had left 
there, the cariages and baggage of 
bis armp, thoſtages of the cityes, the 
publick wzightings, and al ß graine 
125 he had pꝛoupded to ſuſtapne the 

nter wythal. Fabius as was cd⸗ 
maunded, making no long tarience 
in hys loꝛnep, met hym with bys Le⸗ 
gion. Labienus hauing vnderſtäding 
of the death of Habinus, and the 
I of the Cohozts, fozaſmuch 
as all the power of ß Treuires were 
aſſembled agapnſt him, fearing leaſt 


ik he ſhuld in ſuch ſozt haue n 
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weng 
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dut of garrpſon, as that be myghte 
ſeeme to be fled,he ſhoulde not haue 
bene able to ſuſtaine the fozce of bys 
enemyes, ſpecially whom be knewe 
to be puffed bp with they2 late vigo- 
rye, wꝛate againe vnto Cefar, howe 
daungerous a matter it was to lead 
bis Legion out of the place where be 
wintered: Certifiyng hym mozeoner 
what was done among p Eburones 
and declaring that all the whole po- 
wer of the Treuires, alwel hozſmen 
as fotemen, had encaped themſelues 
not paſſing thze myles of from hym, 
Ceſar allowing his coaſel,although 
he had no mo but two Legids where 
be loked fo2 thzee,yet notwythflan- 
dyng perceyuing there was none 
ther hope to ſane al, but only by nf 
king ſpeete,came by great ſoznepes 
into the bozders of the Nerutans. 
There he learned by bps pzpſoners 
bow the wozld went wyth Cicero, 
and in howe great perpll the matter 
foode. Then he perſuaded one of the 
Galltan ho2ſmen with great rewar- 
des, to conuey a letter vnto * 

the 
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the whych he w2ate in greke letters, 
to thintent that (f it houlde happen 
to be take by the wap, our purpoſes 
ſhould not be diſcloſed fo the enemy, 
And ik he could not come at Cicero, 
he adaiſed him to tie the letter to the 
thong of a Jaueling, t ſo to thzow it 
into his camp. The contents of þ let 
ter were, that he was come fooꝛth w 
bys Legfons,and would be ſhoztlye 
wyth him: erhozting him to perſeuer 
in bys accuſfomed valtantnes , The 
Gall foz feare of daunger, thzew in 
the letter wpth a Dart as was com⸗ 
maunded hym: The which by chafice 
ſticked in a towꝛe, & fo2 two days to⸗ 
gether was not perceiued of our me, 
vntil the third dap pa certain Soul- 
dier eſpted it, x taking it doun carted 
it to Cicero. Uh? be had red it oner, 
he reherſed it again in the open aTe- 
bly of hys ſouldiers, to the great cd⸗ 
fozt and reiopcement of them all, A- 
non after they might ſe the ſmoke of 
our fliers afar of: the whiche toyng 
put them clerelp ont of doubt of the 
Appꝛoch of our legions. The Salles 

&. li. hauing 
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hauing knowledge therof by they; 


ſcoultes,fo2ſoke the ſiege , and (th 
al theyz power went to mete Ceſar, 
They were to the number of thzce- 
ſcoꝛe thouſande armed men, Cicero 
after leaue geuen,requeſted of Uer- 
tico (whom wee ſpake of befoze) the 
fo:eſayd Gall to carp letters againe 
vnto Ceſar, warning him to be very 
circumſpect and diligent in makyng 
of his fio2nep. e wzate in bis letters 
howe they2 ennemits were departed 
from hys camp, and were bent who- 
ly towardes hym. Ceſar recepuinge 
theis letters about midnight, aduer⸗ 
tiſed his men therof, and encourages 
them to thencounter, The next moꝛ⸗ 
ning by the bzeake of the dap, he diſ- 
lodged hys camp, and p2oceving the 
mountenance of fower miles oz ther 
abouts, eſpped a multitude of hyse- 
nemies on the farther ſide of a great 
valley and a rpuer. It was a matter 


of great peryl, to encounter wpth ſo 


greate a power fn a place of diſad- 
vauntage. The whych conſidered, in 
aſmuch as he knew that 8 
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deliuered from beſeging, and that he 
had therefoze the lefſe nede to make 
haſt, he ſtaped and foztified hys camp 
in a place ot as much aduaũtage foz 
him as he could chooſe, The wbyche 
albeit it were of it (elf very ſlender, 
ſcarlly of ſeuen thonſand men, ſpect- 
allte haning no baggage: pet he ga- 
thered them as cloſe together as he 
coulde in the narrows wapes, of ſet 
purpoſe to bzinge him ſelte in moſt 
contept of his enemies. In the mean 
tyme ſending out bys ſcoults into al 
3 ſerched what way he might 

eſte take, to paTe the valley. That 
day after certeine lyght ſkirmpſhes 
betwene the hozſmen at the waters 
ſide, eche part kept ſtil their ground: 
The Galles bycauſe thep looked fo: 
a greater power whpch was not pet 
tome, x Ceſar, it perchance thꝛoughe 
the pꝛetence of fearfulnes, he myght 
allure bys enemies to aduetnre ouer 
to hys ſide, to the entent to encoun⸗ 
ter with them on the bpther ſide of 
the valley befoze his camp: Oz if he 
taulde not bzinge that to paſſe, than 
S. lii. that 
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that he mygbt trye out the wapes 
wher he might with lefſe perpl,paſe 
the Ualley and the Rpuer . By the 
bꝛeake of the next day the hozſemen 
of our enempes came to our Camp, 
and encountred wpth our hozſemen. 
Celar of ſet purpoſe comannded his 
bo2ſme to geue back and retire into 
thepz camp, Therewpthall he bade 
that bis Camp ſhould be foztified on 
al ſides with a bigher Kampler, and 
the gates to be damed vp, e in doing 
therot to make haſty thꝛonging and 
beauing and ſhoouing wypth as mu- 
che pzetence of feare as might bee, 
Through all the whych tbyngs the 
enemyes being entyced, conueped 0s 
ner thep2 armp, and put them ſclues 
in battell ray tn a place of diſaduan- 
tage. Alſo when they ſaw oure men 
Wwpthdzawen from the Rapper, they 
began to appꝛoche nerer , and thꝛew 
Dartes into our foztifications on all 
ſides . Pozeouer ſending Yerayltes 
about,thep made pzoclamation,that 
if there were anpe Gall, oz any Roy 
mane, that would turne to w_ 5 
| twen 
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twene that and th:ee of the clock, he 
ſhould be taken to mercy; but if they 
taryedafter that howze, thep ſhould 
haue no fauo2 ſhewed them. Finally 
they ſet ſo light by vs, that whereas 
our gates were damed vp but with 
fingle rowes of Turke ko a ſhowe: 
whiche they thought had bene done 
ſo ſubſkanctally, that it had not bene 
poſſible fo2 them to bzeake thzongbe 
them, ſome of them fel in hand with 
pulling downe the Kampſer, 4 ſome 
wyth fillpng vp of the diches. Then 
Ceſar (ſuing fozth at all the gates, 
and ſending out bis hozſemen, didde 
quickly 2 bys ennempes to flpght, 
in ſuch ſozt that none of them tarped 
to feight, of whom he killed a great 
number, t made all the reſt to thzow 
away thep2 weapons. Notwithfan- 
ding be wold not purſew them ouer 
kar, foʒ feare of the woodes and Ya - 
ryſſes that were betwirt them, wiſe- 
ly fozeſepng that it wold be greatly 
to hÞs binderaunce , to fozſake that 
Few and ſo wytbout anpe lofſe o: 

art of hys men, be came the ſame 
D. ti. dap 
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day in ſanfty vnto Cicero, Me won⸗ 
dꝛed to behold the Turrets, vaults, 
and fo:tifications that hys enempes 
bad made. And when the legion was 
bꝛought fozth;bhe fofid thac the tenth 
ſouldier was not left altue without 
a wound: by all the whych thynges 
be might eafly deme, with bow great 
perpll, and wpth how great valtant⸗ 
nes thyngs had bene attempted and 
pꝛopulſed. W berfoze he highly com- 
mended Cicero and his Legion accoz 
ding to thep2 deſert, calling out ſach 
of the Centurions and Tiibunes of 
the ſouldiers ſenerally by name, as 
he had learned by the repoꝛt of Cice⸗ 
ro, to haue behaued themſelues moſt 
valiantlpe. As concerninge the myl- 
chaunce of Cotta and Sabinus, he 
learned the trueth moze exaalpe by 
bys pziſeners. The next dap in an o⸗ 
pen aſſembly he declareth the whole 
matter as it was done, and comfozs 
teo and encouraged his ſouldiers- Be 
told them that the loſfſe whych was 
receyued th2onghe the faulte and 
rachneſſe of the Lienetenant, wm 
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ſo much the leſſer to bes made accopt 
pt, in aſmach as the diſpleſure being 

by the fauoz of the Godoes immozral 
and thzougy they2 pzowelle recoue⸗ 
red, nepther they enemies had anpe 
long continuance of their iope, noz 
themſelues long cotinuance of their 
ſoꝛqw. In the meane while, the men 
of Rhemes with incredible lwiftnes 
caryed tydings to Labienus of Ce⸗ 
ſars vicozy,tinſomach that whereas 
he was about thzeeſco;e miles from 
the place where Cicero wintred,and 
that Celar came topther after the 
nyneth howze of the dap, befoze the 
next midnyght, there aroſe a nopſe 
befoze the gates of his camp, wherby 
the men of Khemes gaue vaderſtan 
ding toLabienus of p vias2y , with 
great reioyting fo2 the ſame. M hen 
newes hereof was bought to the 
Treuires, Jnduciomarus(who was 
fully minded to haue aſſaulted La- 
bienus in his camp the next dap, ) fled 
away in the nigbt, e conueped home 
all bis army againe. Ceſar lent back 


Fabius wyth bys Legion into bys. 
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wintring place, and himſelf determf 
ned to winter about @amarobztng 
with thze leglons in thze ſeueral gar 
riſons. And fozaſmuch as all Gallia 
was in ſuch an vpꝛoze, be determined 
to tary with bis army al the winter. 
Foz after p time that the diſpleaſare 
which we had receiued by the death 


moſte all the Cities of Gallia be- 
gan toconſult of war, ſending meſ- 
Tengers and ambaſadours into all 
partes, laping wapte to know what 
others purpoſed, and deltberatinge 
where it were beſt to begin the war. 
Whey held night counſels tn places 
far from reſozt. Neither paſſed there 
anye part of al the whole winter al⸗ 
moſt, but that Ceſar was continual⸗ 
ly troubled with tidings of the me- 
tinges, conſppꝛzacies, and inſurrecti⸗ 
ons of the Galles. Amõg sther thin⸗ 
ges he was aduertiſed from 1. Roſ- 
clus Thzeſozor of the hoſt, whom he 
bad made captaine of the, riff. Legt- 
on, that a great power was aſſt bled 
out ot the Citpes of littel Bꝛita one 
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toaſſaile him, and that thei were not 
paſt an eyght myles from the place 
whece he wyntred: but as ſoone as 
they beard newes of Ceſars vidozp, 
they departed in ſache ſozte, as that 
thep2 departure myght ſeme to de a 
running awap. But Ceſar ſommo⸗ 
nyng befoze bim the noble men of e- 
uerp citie,partly by putting them in 
feare in declaryng that he knewe of 
their doings, t partly by entreating 
them gentlye, kept the greater part 
of Gallia in dew obedience & qutet- 
nes. Rotwithſtanding the Senones, 
whpch is a citie verpe ſtronge and of 
much authozitp among the Galles, 
lald wapt by commdo conſent to haue 
layne Cauarine whom Ceſar bad 
made kpng oner the, whoſe b2ocher 
Pozitalgus, held the kingdome at 5 
coming of Ceſar into Gallia,as ma⸗ 
ny ot his aunceſto2s had done befo2e. 
The which thing when be fozeſerng 
bad fled bnts Ceſar , they purſewed 
hym to þ vttermoſt bozders of they; 
territozy, and vtterlye expulſed bim 
both frd yys kingdome and country, 
15 and 
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and therwythall ſending Ambaſta-/ 


dours vnto Ceſar to excuſe the mat- 
ter, when as he commanded al their 
counſell to come befoze him, thep re- 
faſed to obep him. So much it auap⸗ 
led among thoſs barbarous people, 
that there were ſomefound, whyche 
durſt geue thaduenture to rebel. Foz 
berevpon enſued ſache an alteration 
of mindes tchzaughe all Gallia, that 
(ſetting aſtde the Hedaanes and the 
men of Rhemes whom Celar had e- 
uer in chief eſtim acid, thone foz their 
continual faithfalnes toward p peo- 
le of Rome fro of olde time,thother 
oʒ their late frendſhip in theis wars 
of Gallia) there was in maner no cſ- 
tye, whych we had not cauſe to ſaſ- 
pect. And J do not thynke that thys 
their doing is a matter ſo much to be 
wondzed at, partip fog manpe other 
cauſes, but ineſpeciallp, conſtdering 
ho we great a cozſpe it was to they; 
hartes fo2 them which bare awaye 
the reno bone ot cheualrp and feates 
of warre from all other nations, te 
baue loſt ſo much of that they; eſfy- 
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macſon, that they ſhould be bzongbt 
in ſubſection and bondage fo the peo 
ple of Nome, the Treutres and Att 
duclomarus, let paſſe no part of all 
the whole winter, wythout ſending 
gmbaſſado:s oner the Rhine , ſtpz- 
ring the Cities to war, and pꝛomo⸗ 
ſing monye , affirming that a great 
part of our army was flain,and that 
the remnant was berye ſmall. How 
beit they were not able to perſuade 
anye of the Germanes fo paſſe the 
Khine , who aunſwered, that they 
bad learned twyſe alredy by erperp- 
ence, namel pe in the war of Arioul⸗ 
ſtus, and. the paſſynge oner of the 
Lencheres , that it was not foz the 
to trpe the courtſpe of foztune anpe 
moze . Albeit that Induciomarus 
were diſappointed of thys hope, pet 
notwſtanding he nothing fozflowed 
to muſter ſouldiers, to train them be 
koꝛe hand, to get bo2ſeg of bys nefgh 
bozs, and to allure to him with pꝛo⸗ 
mis ot great rewards the ontlawes 
E condened perſons of al Gallfa, By 


meanes wherof he gate himſelf eb 
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eſtimacton thzough all Gallfa, that 
Ambaſſades reſozted to hm from al 
es, ſckyng bys fauoz and frend⸗ 

pp as wel in publyque affap2es ag 
Feng matters. When be ſawe 
uch voluntary reſozt bnto hym, and 
that on thone ſive the Senones and 
Caruntes were p2ycked fozward w 
remozce of conſcience fo2 thepz bep⸗ 
nous offens, and that on thotherſive 
the Nerufans and Aduatickes pze- 
pared war agaynft the Romanes,ſo 
that he ſhould haue pnow that wold 
be glad to aſſpſt hym of theyz owne 
accozde whenſoener bo began to ſet 
fozward, he ſommoned a'counſell in 
armour . This ts the manner of the 
Galles when tbey begin any wars, 
wherin by a common law, al þ pong 
ſtrpplinges are wont to come toge- 


ther in armoz: and he that commeth 


laſt of thepm, is in the open ſpght of 
the reſt, with all kinde of moſt cruell 
toꝛments put to death. In thys conn 
ſell he tondemned his ſonne in lawe 
Cingetozir, a Pztnce of the contra⸗ 
rye faction, (whom wee declared be⸗

foze to haue fozſake him and pelded 
vnts Ceſar)fo2 a trattoꝛ, and did con 
fiſcate bys Ou When thys was 
done,be declared in the counſel that 
he was ſent \o2 by the @enones and 
Caruntes and diners other citpes of 
Gallfa.Þe ſapd he wolde go thyther 
thzough the Countrye of the men of 
Rhemes and waſt thepz fieldes, and 
ere euer he ſo dyd, that he wolde al⸗ 
ſault the Camp of Labienus: t ther⸗ 
wpthall he gaue commaundement 
what he wold bane done. Labienus 
fozaſmuch as he bad encamped bym⸗ 
ſelfe in a place bsthe by nature and 
mannes hand verp ſtrong and defen- 
fible, feared not anpe daunger that 
could happen to bym & to hs Legi⸗ 
on. Nenertheles he minded not to let 
lp any occaſton, that might turn to 
bys furtherance. And therfoze being 
enfozmed by Cingetoztr e his altes, 
of the ozacion that Anductomaras 
had in the counſell, be ſent Peſſen⸗ 
gers to the cities nere hand, F called 
tbe hoꝛſmen about hym from al par⸗ 
tes, appopnting them a certapn dap 
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to mete together. In ß meane white 
Induciomarus wpth all bys hozſe⸗ 
men went vp and down almoſt ene 
ry day befo:e hys camp, ſometime to 
vew the ſituacion of the Camp, and 
ſomtpme to commune wyth them oz 
to put them in feare and diners ty- 
mes he wold cauſe hys hozſemen to 
thzow they; Dartes all at ones into 
the Trench. Labfenus held his men 
ſtyl] wythin the fo2tification,and by 
all meanes he could deuiſe, gaue his 
enempes occaſion to thpnke that he 
ſtoode in feare of theym: Now when 
Inductomarꝰ euerp dap mo2e pꝛoud⸗ 
ily and diſdeinkullp then other, came 
bekoze bys Campe, Labienus one 
night taking in the bozſemen of all 
the cities therabout which he had ſet 
foꝛ, lapd ſo narrow watch foz the ke⸗ 
ping of all his me wtthin the camp, 
that the matter coulde not by anye 
meancs be bozne ab:ode oz bee be- 
w2aped ts the Treutres. In p mean 
ſcaſon I nduciomarus accozdinge to 
hys daplpe cuſtome , reſozted to the 
Camp, and there pſent a great * 
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of the dap. His hoꝛſmen thzew thepz 
dartes, t wyth moſt ſpightful wozds 
zouoked our men to come foozth to 
eyght with them. When they ſawe 
that our men gaue them none aun- 
wer, at they2 pleaſure about the E⸗ 
uening, they bzake their arap, 4 de- 
parted wythout ozder. Then Labie⸗ 
nus ſending out ſodenly al his hoꝛſ⸗ 
men at two gates, gaue them com⸗ 
maundement and erpzeſlip charged 
them, that when their enemies were 
dyſcomfited and put to flyght, ( the 
which be fozeſaw woldcome to paſſe 
as it did in dede) they ſhould al ſet v⸗ 
pon Inducilomarus, and that they 
ſhould not hurt anpe other man, be⸗ 
foe they ſaw hym deade, bycauſe he 
wold not that he ſhuld haue lepſurs 
to eſcape while they were occupyed 
about thothers. Me p2omyſed great 
rewards to them that flew hym, and 
be ſent his fotemen after, to the ayd 
and ſuccoz of hys hoz\men., Foztune 
kauozed the denice of the man. Foz 
inaſmuch as all made aſſault vppon 
bem alone, Jnducfomarus was ta- 
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ken tardie even in the foo2d of the ri⸗ 
uer, and there lapne , and bys heade 
carfed into gur Camp. The hozſeme 
in theyz retire,ſlew as many as thep 
conlde come by. When this thyng 
was ones. knowen, all the hoſtes of 
the Eburones and Nerutans that 
werd aſſembled together, depar⸗ 
ted, and ſo by thys meanes 
oz a while after, Ce- - 
_- far had all Gal- 
lia in better 
qupet⸗ 
nes.

Neonſideratiös loking foz 
a greater bꝛolle in Gal- 
lia, determpned to make 
Amuſters by hys Lienes 
tenantes P. Sillanus,

ſtin1s. Yozeaner be requeſted ol Cn. 
Pompeius the P2oconſull , that foz 
aſmnch-as he abode woyth autbozity 
about the Citie-fo2 defence of the cõ⸗ 
mon weale. he ſhould commaund to 
repapꝛe ta theyz ſtanderdes, and to 
come bnto bym, all ſuche as beynge 
bound by othe ta the Conſul, be had 
leuped in Callia Ciſalpina. Foz he 
thought it chould be greatly auaple⸗ 
able herafter to make al Gallta fad 
in awe, if it might appeare ts thepm 
that Italy was of ſuch power and a

bilitye,as that it could not only res 
ay;e ànd amend in ſhozt ſpace any: 

oſſe reteiued by the warres, but alſs 
make it (ſelf ſfrenger than it was bes 
fo:e. The whych thyng when Pom- 
pep both fo2 the comon weales ſake, 
and fo2 frendſhips ſake, jad graũted 
brito, haning ſpedelye made-muſter 
by hys Capteines, and nut oniprat- 
ſed but alſo conneped thither as hee 
was; thzre Legions befoze wpnter 
was done, and alſo hauing dowbled 
the number of thoſe Cohoztes that 
be had loſt w N. Liturius, thzough 
hys celerity and power, he gaue to 
vnderſtand what the diſcipipne and 
ryches of the Romanes were able to 


doe. After that Induciomarus was 
flayn(as J tould pe befoze), the Tre⸗ 
utres tcõmitted the ſouereintp to bys 
nertkinſmen,whs ceaſed not to ſol⸗ 
lictt their neſghbozs the Germanes, 
and to pꝛomis theym monpe. When 
they could not obteine thzpz purpoſe 
of theyꝛ nepghbours,they ſought to 
them that were further of, At the laſt 
hauing found ſome ciiyes plpable to

theyz deſper, they bounde the one to 
— * by othe, and wiaught ſure 
wpth hoſtages and mon. They eny 
tred ſociety and aliance mth Amble, 
rir. The wbycb thinges when-Coſar 
vnderſtode, and ſawe mozeouer that 
on all ſides war re was rered againſt 
bym; that the Neruſans, Aduatickes 
and Penapians, with thaſiſfance-of 
all the Germanes an töps ſpde the 
Rhine were in armes: that the He⸗ 
nones cams not at ys cummaunde⸗ 
mont, but toke counſel with the Cay 
runtes and other boaderers- Agapn 
gym: and that the Trenires with ok⸗ 
ten.ambaCades went 1 rape 
the Germanes: be thong 
him in hand to lan fog the warres be: 
1 And therfo26.cre wynter was 
fully 1210 bought together fowze 
bella hah at; wert nereſt to hym. 
2 ge WRT "I the 
m" 8, and there 2 thep could 
eyther.aCemble to reſiſt bym, oz fiye 
to ſaue themſelues, hauing taken a 
great hootpe ot men and cattell, the 
WT gaue W ſouldpers faz a 
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p2ay,and waſted their/fieldes; he cö⸗ 
lled them to ſubmit themſelues to 
pm, And to geue hym hoſta i 
W ale oo dyſpatche ed! 
bullneg, he conveyed hys Leglons« % 
gapne into thepʒ win bern places. 
In the beginning of the ſpzing ſom⸗ 
moning a counſell of al allt, whe 
as all thother tame, ſautng the & 117 
nones, Catuntes and Treuiresje 
ieauring thys to dee a beging of 
war e rebelliö, te thintent de ighe 
ſeeme to ſeta l diher- things u phrt; 
he adſfournedthe parlament to Wti- 
tetia of the Pariſtans: They» were 
nyt Abe 558 70 che tet = 
Had pzth other it 
it's 2 50 eh e were ein 
as thought reno . 
kers of thys cdunfell. Phys matter 
being openiye 13 2 — the 
dal 5 the Ahe da 
yg ons'agayn 
and by great fon 2 d inven, 
Acco Paince vt the dere ebe 
— ini ve fo contin; 
commaunded the kommon people to 


get 


get them into the Townes. As they 
wer about to do ſo, befoze they could 
dyſpatch, tidings came that the Kos 
manes were at hande, by meanes 
Wwhereofconffirepned of neceſſitye to 
ceaſe from thep2 enterp2iſe, thep (ent 
meſſengers to Ceſar to entreat with 
him, They made thepz 'acceſſe vnto 
him by the Heduanes, whoſe toun⸗ 
trye had continued fapthfull from of 
olde time. Ceſar at the ſute of the 
Yeduanes was the wyllpnger to 
beate wyth them, and accepted their 
excuſe, foz as muche as he thongbt 
that the ſommer tyme was rather to 
beemploped aboute the warre that 
was at hand, then about eraminatt- 
on of matters. And ſo he commatided 
theym to geae bim a hundzed hbfa- 
ges, the whyche he deliuered to the 
Heduanes to be kept. Thitber alſo 
the Caruntes ſent Ambaſado2s and 
boſtages, vſing fo2 they; interceſloꝛs 
the men of Rhemes, bvnto who they 
were as it were reteyners, and they 
recefued like aunſwer, Cefar holdeth 
out his parlament til, and comann- 
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deth the cities to find hym ho2\men, 
Bauing thus pacified thys parte of 
Gallia, be applyed hymſelfe wholpe 
wyth thought and mind to the wars 
of the Treuires and of Ambiozir.He 
commaunded Cauarine to accompa⸗ 
ny hym with the hozſmen of the He⸗ 
nones, leaſt there ſhoulde ryſe anpe 
bp202e in pᷣ country,eyther thꝛoug be 
bis irefulnes, oz foz malice that they 
bare againſt him. When he bad ſet 
theis matters at a ſtap, fozaſmuche 
as he knew certainly that Ambiozir 
Wold not encounter with him in bat 
tell, be foꝛecaſt in dys minde how he 
might come to the knowledge of all 
bys other deuiſes. There were the 
Menapians bozdering vppon the Cs 
burones fenſed in wyth continuall 
fennes « woodes round about them, 
who-only of al the people of Gallia, 
had neuer ſent. ambaſſadozs to Ce - 
ſar to entreat fo2 peace , and he was 
ſure that Ambiozir ſoiozned amõgſt 
theym. Alſo he had —— 
that by meanes of the Treuires, be 
had entred in league wyth the Ger- 

manes. 
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manes. Be thought it mete to diſap⸗ 
point hym of theis belpes, ere he aſ⸗ 
ſailed him by battel:leſt either being 
bzought to vtter diſpapze, he mygbt 
hide btmſelfe among the Penaptas, 
oz otherwyſe he himſelle be compel- 
led to feight wyth thinhabiters on 
the further ſide of the Rhine, When 
he had determined bpon thys deniſe, 
be ſent all the baggage of bys army 
to Labienus amonge the Treuires; 
and bade two Legions go thyther to 
him. Himſelf wpth flue Legions bas 
uing nothing to comber the, ſet fo2- 
ward agapnſt the Penaptas: There 
hauing not raiſed any power Yeauſs 
they truſted in the; Crengthe of the 
place, they fled into the woodes and 
arpſſes, 4 conueyed al the pa goods 
thyther „Ceſar deayding bys armpe 
wyth C. Fabius bys Lieuetenaunt, 
t Pa. Craſſus hys Tbꝛeaſozer, and 
quicklpe makinge bꝛidges, aſſapled 
them on thzee parts at ones, and ſet⸗ 
ting their houles and villages a fier, 
gate a great bootye of men and teat⸗ 
tell. Wy meanes whereof the. Mona! 
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pians were enkozced to ſend Ambat⸗ 
ſadoꝛs vnto him to entreat foz peace. 
Receluing they? hoſtages, he thzeat⸗ 
ned to take them foꝛ hys enempes, it 
thep recepued epther Ambiozir, oz 
bys Ambaſado2s wythin they boz- 
ders. When he bad ſet theſe thyngs 
at la tay, he lełt Comius of Arras vj 
a troope of hozſemen,as a Warden 
among the Penapians, and him (elf 
went agapnſt the Treuires. Whyle 
Ceſar was doyng'theis thinges, the 
Treulres hauing.afembled a great 
boſt of hoꝛſmen and footemen, were 
about to ſet vppon Labtenus' who 
with one Legid had wintred in their 
boꝛders. And now thep were not paſt 
a two dapes ioꝛnep from him, when 
they vnderſtoode that two Legions 


manes. Labienus hauinge knowe⸗ 
ledge what bys ennempes purpsſed 


to do, and hoping that thꝛough their 
raſhnes ſome occaſſion of battel ol 
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be geuen, left flue Cobozts to defend 
the ſtuffe, and ſetting foozth toward 
his enemy wpth.rrv. Cohozts'and a 

reat power of hoz\men ; encampey 
12 within a mite of him. There 
— — and hys ons 
nemyes à riuer wpth ſteepe bankes; 
hard to be paſſed, This riuet he nei⸗ 
ther purpoſed to paſſe himſelfe, nep⸗ 
ther thought he that bys ennemies 
wold Euerpe dap thep were 
in greater hope than other of ayde. 
Labienũs ſapdan an opewalſembly/ 
that fozaſmache as it was — 
that þ Germanes were nere at hand, 
he wold not put both bis owa'gvods 
e the goods: of dys arm in harard, 
and ther toe wold the nert mozaing 
by bzealt of the day dfflodge his caps; 
Thetsthings'were ſone repoztedito 
the enemp,asitt is commonlye ſesne 
that amongiſo many Gafltanhodſes 
menias he had, E elleth 
ſomt of them to beate fatio; toithep; 
counttpeatfayzes:. Labfenus in the 
— time calunge to hum the {Tris 
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declared vnto them what he minded 
to do. And to thintent the eaſlyer to 
bleare hys ennempes epos wytb ſul⸗ 
piciõ of feartulnes, be bade that they 
ſhould remoue wyth moze noiſe and 
burlpburlp, than the cuſtome of the 
Romanes was to do. By thys meas 
nes, he made his remoning ſeme line 
a running awap. Theis tbings alſo 
(as it happeneth where two armyes 
encampe ſo neere together) were by 
ſpies befoze dapligbt caried to the e- 
nem. The rereward was ſcars out 
of the camp, but that the Galles eny 
couragyng one another, not to lette 
their hoped pꝛap ſlyppe out of they; 
bandes: Jn aſmuche as it wold be to 
long to waite, lingaring:fa2 the apd 
of the Germanes ſith the Romanes 
were in ſuch a fear, and it ſtode not 
wyth their bono; to be ſa cowardlp, 
that wyth ſo greate a power as they 
had, they ſhanla be afrapd te aſlaple 
ſo ſmall a handfull, ſpectallp beyng 
tronbled e flying away.: boldly pal⸗ 
ſed ouer the ciuer, 6 in à place of dii⸗ 
aduaũtage gaue vs battel.Labienus 
„sd miſtruſtpng 
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miſtruſtpng as much befoze,to then⸗ 
tent to toll them all oner'the'Riner, 
kept on his way ſoftly with like pꝛe⸗ 
tence offeare as he had vſed befoze: 
at length ſending the ſtuffe and ca- 
riages ſomWhat befo2e, and ſettyn 
them vpon alittel btl,ye haue (ꝙ he 
my Souldſers:, the occaſion that pe 
wytſhed koz. He hold your enemp tn a 
place vnhandſome and of diſaduaũ⸗ 
tage. Howe let vs peticapteines ſeg 
lpke valiantnes in pou, as pou haue 
oftentpmes: ſhewed befoze poure 
Graundcapteine:think that he were 
now here, and pzeſently beheld pour 
dopngs with his eyes. Mpth theis 
wozds he commaunded the ſtanderd 
to be turned toward the enemp, and 
the battets to be aduaunted. And ſẽ⸗ 
ding a few hoz\men away koz the de⸗ 
fence of the Carfages , he placed the 
reſt on the ſides of his battels, Pure 
men raiſing a great ſhowt,quicklye 
diſcharged theyz darts at thep2 ene⸗ 
myes. When contrarye to thepꝛ er 
pectacion, our enempes ſaw bs wh 
thep beleued to haue ben * 

pon 
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vpon them with fozte of armes, they 
were not able to abide ſo mach as þ 
onſet. but at the fyaſt meting taking 
themſelaesto their heles, fled to the 
nert woodes: whom Labtenus pur⸗ 
ſewyng wpth hys hoꝛſemen, ſle of 
them a great number, and toke ma⸗ 
np mo, and wythin fewe dapes after 
reconered the Citpe. Foz the Ger⸗ 
manes that were comming to thepz 
apde, hearyng of the diſcomfiture af 
the Treuires, retired home agapne; 
Thekinſfolk alſs of Inducfomarns 
who were thanthozs of thps rebell(- 
on, departed our of the City, and ac⸗ 
companted the Bermanes. And ſo þ 
ſouereinty and rule of the conntrye, 
was betakento ingeto ir, who (as 
we haue declared) continued alwats 
fapthuli from the beginning. After 
that Ceſar was come from the Pe- 
napfans among the Arenires, be de 
termined fo2 two cauſes to paſſe the 
Khine:ofthe which one was bicauſe 
they had ſent apd to the Treuires as 
gapnſt him: thother was to thentent 
that Ambtozir ſhould not haue anpe 

recourſe 
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recourſe vnto them. This matters 
being determined vpon, be purpoſed 
to make a bzidge a litteil aboue the 
ſame place, whcre be had paſſed hys 
armp befoze, When the maner how 
he wold haus it done was ones kno- 
wen and the thing ſet in had wyth, 
bys ſouldſers plied the wozke ſo ears 
neſtlpe, that it was finiſhed wpthin 
few dais after, Then leaning a ſtrõg 
garriſon a the Treufres fo2 the 
defence of the bꝛidge, leaſt they ſhuld 
make any aſſault vppon tbe ſodeine, 
he paſſed-ouer-the reſt of bys.armpe 
both hoz\men and fotemen. The Us 
blans who befoze had genen him ho- 
ſtages, and ſubmitted themſelnes vn 
to hym, ſent Ambaſadozs vnto hym 
to make their purgacſon , declarpng 
that they had nepther ſent anp ayde 
ont of thepz Citie to the renires, 
noz bzoken thep2 allegeance in anpe 
point:requeſting and beſeching hym 
to ſpare theym , and that fo2 the ha- 
tred of the Germanes fn generall be 
wold not puniſh the being innocen⸗ 
tes, as if they bad bene offenders; At 

if 
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it were his pleaſure to demaund any 
mo hoſtages, they were ready to de⸗ 
liner them. When Ceſar had exami⸗ 
ned the matter, be foũd that the aide 
was ſent by the Swenlans. Wher- 
bppon when he had recepued they; 
fatiſfaction,he enquired of the paſſa- 
ges and wayes into Swenta. In the 
meane time within few dayes after, 
the Ubtans aduertiſed him that all 
the Swenſans had aſſembled they: 
power together into one place, an 
that they bad ſent commanndement 
to all nations that were vnder they; 
dominion, to ſend them ayde of hozſ- 
men and footmen. When he knewe 
thys, he pꝛouided fo2 grayne, & choſe 
a place mete to encamp in. He com ⸗ 
maunded the Ubſans to wythdzawe 
they2 cattel ont of the fieldes, and to 
convey al that thei had into the tolw- 
nes, opynge that thoſe barbarous 
and vnſkylfall people, conſtrepned 
foz wante of vycualles , myght bee 
bꝛought to feight to they own byn- 
deraunce and vndoing. Pozeouer be 
wylled them to ſend often ſpyes into 
Sweuta, 
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another. In Gallia, not onely in all 
Citpes, and in al villages, e al quar⸗ 
dan but alſo almoſt in euerpe houſe 
are factions. And thebeades of theig 
facions are they, whom they eſteme 
wozthyeft to haue it: at whole arbi⸗ 
trement and determination, they; 
matters of greateſt weight and — 
poztaunce, as well in counſell as o- 
ther wile, are diſpoſed. And this mat, 
ter ſemeth to bee ſo o2deined of olds 
time foz this conſpderatis, that none 
nf the communalty ſhuld want help 
Againſt bys ſuperiopr , Foz no m 
- pll ſuffer thatſuch.as perteine.to 
bym. Would be oppzcfſed o: deluded 

lip kalſehod, if be-huld otherwiſe, 
be were like ta beare no ſway amo 
them. Tobe wort Sis the maner 
of all Calla. F the, Cities are 
deulded into two parter, When Co- 
ſar came ike Salli, the Be⸗ 
Ned 11 er o her 
andthe nancs of thotber,

rhemilues,by that of old fi ie 
? re auc 10 5905 to the be 
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dtianes,e many refeiners hung vpon 
their lleeue, alied vnto the Arfoutltus 
t the Germanes, whb to they: great 
loſe, with large pzomiſes they allu⸗ 
red vnto them. Now when they had 
fought many battelles luckelpe, and 
llapne all the Nobflity of the Bedu⸗ 
anes , they ſurmounted ſo muche in 
power, tdat they wythdzew to them 
many that were alped to the Hedu⸗ 
anes,and tooke theyz noble mennes 
ſonnes in hoſtage, e compelled them 
to ſweare openlpe that they ſhoulde 
take no counſel] agapuſt the Sequa- 
nes, and held in poſſeſſion part of the 
marches which they had tak? w2dg- 
fullp, and r the ſone- 
reinty of al Gallia, Though which 
neceſſitye Diuitiacus being d2yaen 
toſeke help, 4 comming to Rome to 
the Senate foz the ſame intent, re- 
turned home withont ſpeding of his 
purpoſe. Bat at the coming of Ce- 
ſar when thinges were altered, the 
Heduanes had thepz hoſtages redeli⸗ 
uered, theyz old alpes and conkedera⸗ 
tes reſlozed, new bzougbt in by Ce- 

N. ii. (ar, 
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far, (bitauſe that they whych bad en⸗ 
clined to their Trendſhip, lawethepm 
Telaes to be in better caſe, and mom 
vp3zpghtly dealt wpthall,) and they; 
eſtate enlarged in all other thynges 
wyth fauoz and dignitpe, ſo that tbe 
Sequanes were fapne to biſburden 
themſelues altogether ofthe Svne- 
reſntye. In their place ſucceded the 
men of Khemes: whom fozalmuche 
as it was perteſued to be as farre in 
faudz wpth Ceſar as any bother, they 
which by rraſon of old grudge, could 
by no meanes agre w the Beduans, 
pelded themſelues into the tuition ot 
the men of Rhemes , and they verys 
earneſtiy defended them therby cfta- 
bliſhing their new and ſodenly got 
ten ſouerelnty.

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by thoppoztunitye of the time. He 
aue him warning that he ſhuld net 
uffer anpe ſiers to bee made in hys 
camp, leaſt his comming ſhoulde be 
erteiued a farre of , ſapinge that he 
old folowe immedlatlipe after him 
bimſelf, Baſilius did as he was com 
maunded: and accompliſhing his t02- 
nep wyth moe ſpeede than all men 
thought it had bene poſſible foz him 
to do,toke manye tardpe in the fiel- 
des, by whoſe infozmation he went 
ſtreight toward Ambtozir in a place 
where he was ſapd to ſoto2ne with a 
fewe hozſemen. Foztune beareth a 
reat firske tn al things bat ſpectal- 
p in war matters. Fo2 as it was a 
great chaunce that he ſhould fall vp- 
pon him vnwares and vnpzomulded, x 
that they ſhould ſe him pꝛeſent with 
their epes, befo2e thep heard any in⸗ 
cling at all of hys coming: ſo was it 
a great chaũce likewiſe that he ſhuld 
loſe all the furnituge foz the warres 
that be had about him, and bys hoz- 
ſes and wagons bee taken, and pet 
bimſeife eſcape the death. But thys 
cams 


came to paſſe, bycauſe the houſe bes 
ing enuironed wpth wood, (as the 
boaſes of the Galles foz þ moſt part 
be, who to eſchewe the heate of the 
weather, commonlpe do butlde ners 
the woodes and riuers) hys friendes 
t houſhold ſeruants in that narrow 
roume endured fo2a while the bzunt 
of our hoz\me,during p which time, 
one of bys friendes ſet him on hozſe⸗ 
backe, and the woodes bpdb him that 
he could not be percepned as he fled, 
Thus both in kallinge into daunger 
and in auopdpng the ſame, foztune 
greatly auapled. It is to be doubted 
whether Ambto2fr of ſet purpoſe had 
not aſſembled his power about him, 
bicauſe heloked not foz any encoun⸗ 
ter, 02 whether the time diſapointed 
bym, and the ſodeine appꝛoch ot our 
dozſemen letted him, bicauſe be fea- 
red leaſt the reſt of our army had fo⸗ 
lowed immediatip after them. But 
ſurely he ſent meſſengers abzode in⸗ 
to the Countrye, to bid everpe man 
ſhyft foz hymſelf; of whom ſome fled 


into the fozeſt of Ardeine, and _

Suche 
as were next the Ocean, bid theym 
ſclues in the Jlandes wopeb the tide 
was wont to make. Pany fozſaking 
their own country, committed them 
ſelues and all that they had to ſtraũ⸗ 
gers, whom they neuer ſaw noz herd 
of befoze, Cativulcus king of thone 
balf of the E burones, who had afo- 
clated himſelf with Ambiorix, being 
now wozne wpth yeares, and not a- 
ble foz age to endure the trauell ep- 
ther of warfare oz of flyght,curſings 
and bannynge Ambiozir the authoz 
of that enterpzpſe, popſoned hymſelf 
with Jace of yewgh, wherof there is 
abundance in Gallta and in Germa⸗ 
nye. The Segnies and Condzuſes 
of the nation and number of Ger⸗ 
manes, whycbe are betwene the E⸗ 
barones and Treuires, ſent Ambaſ⸗ 
ſado2s to Ceſar, beſechyng hym not 
to take them as hys enempes, no; to 
eſteme all the Germanes that wert 
on thiide the Ahine, to be as in one 
caſe. Fo2 they thought of nothynge 


leſſe than of warre,neytber had they 
en 


. 


| 
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ſent any ſucco2 to Ambiozir, Celar 
hauing tryed the matter by eramp- 
nation of the paiſaners, commaiided 
that ff anye of the Eburones were 
fled bnto them, they ſhuld bzyng the 
backe agapn vnto hym, Jn ſo doing, 
be ſayd be wold wozk no dyſpleaſure 
to thepz countrye. Then deuiding 
bys army into thzee partes, he beſto⸗ 
wed the Tuffe of all bys Legions at 
Uaruta. It is the name of a caſtel al 
moſt in the middes of the country of 
the Eburones, whereas Titurius 
Aurunculeius bad wyntered befoze. 
Ceſar lpkyng well thys place foz 0-

The firth booke of 


aing thus parted hys ar mp, he com 
maunded Z,Labfenus fo ſet foo2th 
wytb thee Legions toward the H/ 
cean , into thoſe coaſtes that bozder 
vp6 the Penaptans. He ſent C. Tre: 
bonius wyth like number of legion 
to walt that country, that 1075 vp 
the Aduatickes. And he btmſelf with 


m 
thother thze,determfned to go to the 
Riner * Sabis whypch runneth into 
Maze, and to the farther parts of the 
fozeſt of Ardeine, whpther he hearde 
that Ambiozir was fled wpth a few 
boz\men. At his departure he pꝛomi⸗ 
ſed to returne agayne wythin ſenen 
days akter, at þ whych time be knew 
that coꝛne was to be deliuered to the 
legion that was left in garriſon, he 
requeſted Labienus and Trebonſus 
that (it they might do it to the behofe 
of the common weale) they ſhald al- 
ſo returneat the ſame daye, to then- 
tent that laying they; beades again 
together, vod ſerch made what theilt 
ennempes went aboute, they might 
take ſome other counſel how to pzo- 
cede in the warres . Where was 00 
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(as we chewed befoze) anpe hoſte of 
men, no2 anpe garriſon , no anye 
ne that was able to defend it ſelf 
battell ; But the common people 
being diſperſed, whereſoeuer was a- 
p blind balley,02 any wilde wood, 
92 anye bnhandſome marpſhe where 
they hoped to find any defece oz ſaufs 
gard, conueped themſelues thither. 
Cheſs places were knowen to the 
bozderers , and the matter required 
greate cirtumſpeanes, not ſo muche 
fo: the ſauinge of the whole armpe, 
(foz there could not happen anp peril 
to the whole power together by men 
amazed and dyſperſed) as foz pzeſers 
vation of. euerp ſouldier ſenerallys. 
Ind yet this thing alſo in part made 
to the ſaufgard of our army. Foz as 
the deſper of ſpoile egged foozth ma⸗ 
ny a great wap from the Campe, ſo 
the woodes w 
terteine pathes was a let that they 
could not come at them in any great 
companies. If thep were deſtrous to 
have the matter dyſpatched oute of 
hand, and to haue the ſtocks of ſuch 
wicked

th their blind and-bn- 
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wicked people vtterlye roofed bp, it 
behoued them to ſende foo2thmanye 
armies , and to let the ſoulbiergy 
uide themſelnes into manye compa- 
nes. Againe if(acrozding to the op 
dinances and cus ome of the Romain 
armp,) the bandes were to be kept ty 
tbey; ſtanderds: the place it ſelf was 
a defence to the barbarous people, 
who wanted no boldnes at al to lay 
umbuſhes pziuilpe, and to entrappe 
them being dyſperſed, W herefoze in 
ſuch diffreſſes, as much as mans po⸗ 
licy was able to reach, was fozefene, 
that (albeit their hearts burned with 
in them to be reufged)pet ſomWbhat 
ould rather be omitted in dopnge 
diſpleaſure to the ennemyes, than ſv 
fo diſpleaſe them as ſhould redound 
to the hurt ot dure ſouldiers. Ceſar 
ſent meſſengers to al the tityes nere 
abouts, to aſlure them foo2th'to the 
ſpople of the Eburones, p2omiſin 
the that all that they could get ſhul 
be their own:to thentent that in the 
kozeſts he might rather put ? Galles 
themſelues,than hys own —__ 
. 
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bpd tbe Rhine;{whbo we haue decla- 
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in hazard of their liues: and alſo ta 
thentent that being enuironed with 
a great number foz thaccompliſhing 
of ſuch an act, the ofſpzing t name of 
$ country might vtterly be deſtrop⸗ 
ed. Hervpd a great nũber aſſembled 
quickly fr d al coaſtes. Theis things 
were a dopng in all quarters of the 
Eburones, andnowe app2oched the 
vii. dap, at the whych day Ceſar had 
p;omiled to returne to his cariages, 
and the legion that be left wyth the. 
Here it map be percetued, how great 
a ſtroke foztune mape beare in the 
warres, and howe greate caſualties 
the may moue. Oure ennemies (as AJ 
baue ſhewed ) were ſcattered and a⸗ 
maſed in ſuche wyſe that there was 
not anyhoft of men, to put vs in app 
feare at all. The repozt was ſpꝛed o⸗ 
ner the Rhine amog the Germanes 
that the Eburones were put to has 
nocke, and thatenery man was cals 
led to the ſpople come who woulde.

Upon the hope of thys offer, the Ger 
manes leaupnge the pꝛape that thep 
had gotten,ina ſecret place, made to 
warde Uaruta,'vſinge him fo2 they? 
guide. by whoſe declaratis thef were 
infozmed ofthe matter. Cicero who 
all thother dayes befo2e , hadde ac⸗ 
coding to the commaundement ok 
Ceſar, with great adutiſcdneſſe kept 
bys ſouldpers wythin his camp, and 
had not ſuffred ſo much as a Uarlet 
02a Bage to palls out of the foztifp- 
cation, the. vii. dape dpſtruſting that 
Ceſar wold kepe pꝛomis with hym, 
bicauſe he hard he was gone further 
of, and no tidinges came fo hym of 
hys returne , and mo2eoner moned 
wyth the wo2des of ſuch as termed 
hys pacſence in maner a ſiege, ik 
they might not haue liberty to paſſe 
out of their camp, loking fo2 no ſuch 
aduenture afrer the dyſperſinge and 
almoſt btter deſtroying of hys enne⸗

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myes, agapnſt wh6 were gone fozth 
nine Legions,as to finde any thyng 
wptbin tbze miles ſpace that myght 
anoye bim, ſent out fiue Coboztes 
into the nert coznfieldes to fetche in 
grapne, betwene the whypch and bys 
camp there was no moze but one lit- 
tel bil onlp, Where were in the camp 
many that had bene left bebynd out 
of thotber Legids, bicauſe thep were 
burt and diſeaſed. Of the wbich ſozt, 
ſuch as within theis few dapes were 
retouered, beyng to tbe number ef a 
CCC. were ſent foꝛth bnder the bi- 
ner wyth the reſt. Mozeoner a great 
multitude of Varlettes and a great 
ſo2t of beaſts foz burthen whych had 
abiden tn the Campe folowed after, 
Tbe very ſame time by chatice,came 
the Germane bozſemen betweene 
them and home, and wpthoute tart- 
aunce witb like pace as thep bad rid⸗ 
den all the wap, enden ozed to bzeake 
into the camp at the chiefe gate: and 
they were not eſpied by reaſon of the 
woodes that were on that ſide which 


rettcd the view , befoze they were ſo 
ners

nere dur Camp, that the Perchant⸗ 
men whiche lape in hales vnder the 
Rampper ſide, had no leyſure to re⸗ 
coner themſelues wythin ſaukgarde. 
Oure men being taken .bnp2onſdep 
vppon the ſodein, were ſo troubled, 
that the Cohozte was ſcars able to 
wythſtand the fyzſt bꝛunt. Our ene⸗ 
mpes ſpꝛed theim ſelues on all ſides 
about, to ſee if they could finde anye 
entryng place, in ſo muche that our 
men had mach a do to defed þ gates: 
fo: the plate was otberwyſe ſo ſtrõg 
of it ſelf and ſo wel foztified , that it 
neded no defence. Al the whole ca 
was in a feare, and every one dema 
ded of another þ cauſe of the tumult, 
in ſo much that they wpft not which 
waye eyther to aduaunte their bans 
ners, oꝛ whither thep ſhould aſſem⸗ 
ble themſelues . One repoates fo2 a 
terteintp that the Camp was alredp 
taken: another holdes opſnſon that 
the Graundcapteine end bys armye 
being vtterly deſtroyed, ß barbarous 
were come thither as chquero2s:mas 
ny deuiſed new ſuperſtictos to them 

P. il. ſelues 
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ſelues by reaſon of the place, ſetting 
bekoꝛe thep2 eyes, the miſchannce of 
Cotta  Titurſus , who were flatne 
in the ſame Caſtell, Thzoughe thyg 
feare wherelopth all onre men were 
firycken, the rude Germanes were 
confirmed in their opinion whyche 
they had conceyued vppon the repozt 
of a pzyſoner, that there was no 
ffrength wpthin, Wherupon ende⸗ 
uozing to bzeake in perfozce,thepens 
couraged one another, not to let ſq 
good fo2tune ſcape out of they? ban- 
des. There was lefte behynde in the 
arriſon ſick.one P. Seſtius Baen- 
us (who had had the leading of one 
of tho chyef bandes vnder Ceſar , of 
whom we haue made metion in the 
fozmer battels) & he had faſted nowe 
fine dapes. He being in deſpatre both 
of hys owne ipfe, and of the liues of 
al his company, came out of his tent 
vnarmed and perceſutng hys enemi⸗ 
es to pꝛeate ſoze bpd them, and that 
the matter ſtode in vtter perpll, toke 
weapon from ſuch as ſtode nert him, 
and ſet him ſelf in p gate. After him 
folowed 
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folawed the Centurions of that Co⸗ 
hozt whych warded in the Campe, t 
fo2 a whyle endured the conflict with 
hom. But atp length Seſtius mas ſo 
ſoze wounded that bys courage fay» 
led him , and be ſanke downe, that 
mach a doe there was to dz4we him 
out of the pzeace and to ſaue his life. 
Durpng the time of this leyſure;the 
reſt toke Heart to theym! in ſomuche 
that they durſt ſet them (elues vpon 
the Kamplers, and make aſhowe of 
defence. Jn p meane — — ſoul⸗ 
diers that went out fo2 forage, has 
uing diſpatched that tbey went foz, 
in their returne heard p noiſe, wher⸗ 
vpon the hozſemen came a falſe gal- 
lop hefoze, t percepued in how great 
daunger the matter ſtode. But now 
was there not any place of defence, 
whereunto they migbt recouer them 

ſelues in thys thep2 feare. Suche as 
were but newly reteyned, and ther 
foza were not ſkilfall in matters of 
war, retired backe to the Tribanes 
and Centurions, looking to recepue 
commanndement at thepz handes 
| P. ili. what 
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What they ſhuld do, There was not 
any of them ſo font of ſtomack, that 
was not amaſed at the ſodeinnes of 
$ matter. The barbarons people per 
ceiuing þ banners a far of, ceaſed fr 
thaſſault. At þ firſt they belened that 
our legids had bene returned, which 
thei had learned bp their pztſoners'to 
bane ben gone a great way further 
of. Afterward diſdeining p ſmal nũ⸗ 
ber of them,they ſet vp6 them on all 
ſides. The barlets ran vp to the nert 
hill, from whence being eaſly dziuen 
done, they thzuſt thepm ſelues a⸗ 
mong the ſouldpers that were under 
their ſtanderds, and therby put them 
in greater feare then they were be- 
foe. Some thought it beſt to call ths 
ſelues in a wedge + to bzeak thzough 
their ennempes quicklye : affirming 
that fozaſmuch as their Campe was 
ſo nere at hande, althoughe ſome of 
them were cut of by the wap e ſlain, 
vet the reſt ſhould ſaue themſelues. 
Other ſome thoughte it beſt to get 
them to the top of the hyll, and thers 
to take what ſoener ſhuld bettve 2 
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all together. Tbys deuyſe liked not 
the olde ſouldiers that went ont vn⸗ 
der the tanderd wyth them, as wee 
told pou befoze . Wherupon encou- 
raging themſelaes , and folowinge 
Capteine C. Trebonius a knight of 
Rome who had the charge of them, 
they bzake thzoughe the myddes of 
their enemies, and came al ſauf into 
the campe, wpthout the loſſe of anye 
one man. The UMarlets and bo2z(men 
folowing after them with like fozce, 
were by the balſantnes of the ſoul⸗ 
dyers like wopſe pʒeſerued. But they 
which bad gotten themſelnes to the 
top of the hyl, bauing no vnderſtan⸗ 
ding at al how to demeane themſel⸗ 
nes, had neither the wpt to perſener 
in þ deuice which they firlt allowed 
in tanding ſtyli to their defence vp⸗ 
on the bygber grounde, no2 pet to 
ſethe-lyke fozce and celerity whnch 
they ſaw doe good to thep: felowes: 
but foz deſier to recouer to their cap, 
they caſte themſelnes into a place of 
diſaduauntage. The Centur ions (ot 
whom many foz they: p2olveſſo and 

P.1iUit, mans 
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manhod, had from lower roumes of 
the other Legions , bene pꝛomooted 
ta the hygher roumes of this legts,) 
leaſt they ſhoulde fo2go the honoz in 
armes which they had gotten befoze, 
feighting molt valiantlp ſpent their 
tives together. The enemyes being 
by their foꝛce dziuen aſide,it came to 
paſſe tbat ſome confrary to all hope 
and erpectation, came ſaufe into the 
Campe, and ſome envfroned by the 
Germanes, were btterly deſtroyed, 
The Germanes bepnge nowe paſte 
dope of winning our cap by aſſault, 
foꝛaſmuch as they ſaw our men pla- 
ced vppon tbe Rampp2es, with that 
pꝛap which they had beſlowed in the 
woodes, gaie-them ſelues ouer the 
Rhine againe. ÞHowbett when oure 
enemies were gulgbt gone, there res 
mained ſuch a ſeate among our me, 
that the ſame nyght when C. Molu⸗ 
ſenus ſent thither wypth the hezſmkẽ;, 
came to the campꝛhe could not make 
them believe that Ceſar was at hand 
wyth the army in ſaufgard.: S8 ſoze 
were al their mindes W +" 
\» Icares 
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feare,that in maner half beſide them 

ſelues, thep (aid plainlpe, all the ars 

my was put to the ſwoꝛde, and that 

the hozſemen had ſaued themſelues 

by flyght: foz it was not lyke that 

wbyle tharmy was in good caſe, the 

Germanes durſt adueture to aTault 

our camp. Thys feare the comming 
of Ceſar toke awap. Uppon bps re⸗ 
turne, being not ignozant how the 
wo;ld weut, befound fault at the ſẽ⸗ 
ding out of the Cobozts out of their 
fot t garriſon; affyzming that there 
ought no gap(though neuer ſo ſmal) 

to be opened vnto foztune:fozaſmuch 
as foztune by the ſodein appꝛoche of 
p enemy, bad bene able to baue done 
muche: pea and muche the moze, in 
that thei had repulſed the barbarous 
people welnere fram the very Ram⸗ 
pier and from the gates af the camp, 
Df all the whiche thynges this was 
molt to be wondzed at, that the Ger⸗ 
manes whpche had palſed the Rhine 
of none other purpoſe bat to waſte 
the countrpe of Ambiozix, bendinge 
theym ſelues agaynſt the Romane 
camp, 
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camp, pꝛokered therebp bnto Imbſo⸗ 
rir the greateſt good turn that could 
bane ben wilhed dim. Ceſar making 
another vopage to diſquſet hys ene⸗ 
mies, aſſembled a great power ont of 
the Cities nere at hand, and ſent the 
abꝛode into al quarters, Al p townes 
and all the bulldinges that came in 
any mans ſigot, were ſet on fier:bo- 
tyes vere dꝛpuen out of all places; 
tozne was not only bp ſuch a multt- 
tude of men ans cattel coſumed, but 
alſo was thzoughe thunſeaſonablg 
tyme of the pers,and thꝛough co nti⸗ 
nual rapne beaten out, oz rotten vp⸗ 
pon the ground: Inſomuch that if a- 
nye had hyd them ſelues oute of the 
way fo2 the time, pet were thep [pke 
afterward(when tharmp was depar 
ted) to peryſh foʒ want of foode. And 
oktentpmes it was come to Þ point, 
(by reaſon of ſo greate a number of 
boz\me ſent abꝛode into al quarters) 
that the pꝛyſoners ſayde erpzeſſelye, 
not only that none of them ſaw Am 
biozir fiyeawap, but alſo conſtantly 
affpamedthat he was not gone _ 
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of ſighte. Jnſomuche that vppon 
hope of ouerfakinge him, ſuche as 
thought to haue purchaſed greateſte 
fauoꝛ at Ceſars hande, endured inff- 
nite laboure, pea moze than nature 
could well haue bozne, but fo2 they: 
tarneſt deſter whych ſurmounted all 
things, beleuing alwapes that they 
were at the very point to haue obtef 
ned the happyneſſe that they ſought 
foz. And yet he wound hymſelk from 
them continnally into woodes oz fo⸗ 
reſtes, and hiding himſelf in p night 
time, wythdzew him out of one coaff 
into another, garded with no mo tha 
fo wer hozſmen, whom only ot al me 
he durſte put in traſt wpth hys lyfe, 
When Ceſar had in this ſozt walked 
the countryes, wpth the loſſe of two 
Coho2ts he reduced the reſt toxDu- 
roco:t amonge the men of Khemes: 
and ſommoning thyther a parlamec 
ot al Gallia, he determined to make 
fireight eraminacion cõ cerning the 
tonſpiracy of the Senones and Ca- 
runts,and ther gening charp iudge⸗ 
ment vpon Acco chyef —— 
f 
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that enferp2yſe, he puniſhed him ae⸗ 


co2dinge to the auncient cuſtome of 
thecountry. Pany fearing to ſtãd to 
the triail of the matter in tudgemet, 
fled awaye, whom when he had pzo- 
claymed traitozs, he placed two Le- * 
gios in the bozders of the Treuires, 
two amonge the Lingones, and the 
other ſir in the bozdersof p @enones 
at Agendicum to wpnter there: and 
bhauing made pꝛouiſion of graine fo; 
bys army, he went into Jtaly to 
holde a Parlament, as he 

was determined 
bekoze.

Mhen 
he had raiſed this power, he mec not 
any ofthe City, but he dzew bym to 
dis opinion. Be erhoꝛted them to pat 
on armoz foz the liberty of their toũ⸗ 
trye, and ſo hauinge gatten a great 
power, he dzyueth hys adaerfaries 
outof the city, by whom he had bene 
dzinen out a littel befoꝛe. Then they 
p:oclaimed him king:and he ſending 
foozth AmbaTadozs euerp ape, be⸗ 
ſought them to continue faptbful in 
that they had pzomyſed, Jt was not 
Z.l+ long 
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long cre be had alied vnto him, the 
Senones, the Pariſians, p Plctones, 
the Cadurkes, the Turones, the 
Auierkes;the Lemontkes, p Andieg 
and all the reſidewe that lpe vppon 
the Ocean. By generall conſent the 
gouernement was put into bys han⸗ 
des: vpon the offer of which authozi⸗ 
ty, be demaunded hoſtages of all the 
ſapd Cities, and tommaunded a cer- 
tapne number of men of warre to be 
leuped and bꝛoug ht vnto bim out of 
bad. Be appointed how mach armoz 
euerp Titre ſhould baue in a readp⸗ 
nes at home, and what the p ſhoulde 
do befoze the time. Chieflye he made 
pꝛouſſion fo2 hoꝛſmt. And as he was 
verp diligent in laying foz thynges 
befoze hand, ſo did he wyth great ſe⸗ 
ucrity execute hys authozity, 4 with 
ertremity of puniſhment compelled 
ſuch as were newters. Foz it there 
were any offence committed, he put 
them to death wpth fier and all kin⸗ 
des of toꝛmentes: and fo2 light faul⸗ 
tes be ſent them home agspne ſopth 
they; cares cutte of, o wpth 2 of 
ther; 
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theyꝛ eyes put ont : to thentent they 
ſhould be an example to the reſt, and 
make them afrapd wyth the great- 
nes ok their —— Haning by 
meanes of thets puniſhments ſoone 
gathered a great power, he ſent one 
Lucerius of Caho2s a man of ſpn- 
guler audacitſe with part ot᷑ hys ar- 
my amg tobe Ruthenes, and he him 
ſelf went agaynſt p people of Bour⸗ 
ges. At his coming, the mẽ ot Bour⸗ 
ges ſent meſſengers to the Bednans 
(vnder whoſe tuſcion they were ) to 
deſter ſaccoz, to thintent they might 
be the better able to wythſtande the 
power of thep2 enemies. The Hedu⸗ 
anes by thaduice of the Liuetenants 
which Ceſarbad left with the armp, 
ſent ſuacco2 both of boz\men and fote⸗ 
men to the men of Bourges: who 
when they came to þ ryner of Lope, 
whych denideth the Hednanes from 
them of Bourges, taried there a few 
dals, and bicauſe they durſt not paſſe 
the riuer, returned home agapne, de⸗ 
claring to thepꝛ Lieuetenantes, that 
b canſe why they did ſo, was by rea⸗ 
2. li. (on 
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ſon they feared that the mẽ of Bour⸗ 
= wolde betrape them, whom they 
newe to haue fullpe determined a⸗ 
mong theſelues, that it they bad paſ⸗ 
ſed the Rfner, they themſelues ſhuld 
baue beſet them on thone ſide, e the 
men of auverne on thotber . Whes 
ther they told our Lieuetenants this 
tale bicanſe it was ſo in deede, o2 of 
trecherp and falſhod, fo2 aſmuche ag 
the trueth is not knowen, J can not 
affirme it fo2 a certeinty; Jmmediat- 
ly after their departure, the men of 
Bourges fopned them ſelues wpth 
the menne of Auverne. When theis 
things were repozted to Ceſar in J- 
talpe, after the time be vnderſtoode 
that the matters about the city were 
thꝛougb p wiſe e valiant demeanoz 
of Cn. Pompeius bzought to a good 
popnt, he toke bys toznep into Gal⸗ 
ita bepond the Alpes. At ſuche tyme 
as he was come thyther; he was in 
great diſtreſſe , by what meanes be 
might come to bys armpe. Foz if he 
ſhould ſende foz hys Legſons to him 
into Pꝛouince, he was aſſured _ 
ey 
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they ſhoulde be encountred wpth by 
the wap, and he could not be there ta 
aſſyſt them: And ik be ſhould aduen⸗ 
turetogoto his armp, he ſaw manf- 
feſtly that it was not wpthout perpl 
foz hym to commyt his life into the 
bands, no notenen of ſuch as ſemed 
to bee at that time moſt in quiet. Jn 
the meane whyle , Lucerius of Ca⸗ 
bo2s who was ſent agapnlt the Ru- 
thenes , reconciled that Citpe to the 
men of Auverne, From thens conti⸗ 
nuing his vopage againſt the Nitios 
b:iges and SGabales, he tooke hoſta- 
ges of them hot he: and aſembling a 
greate power, purpoſed to make a 
rode into Pzoutnce towarde Nar- 
bone. When Ceſar hearde tidinges 
therof,all other deuiſes ſet a ſide, he 
thought it moſt expedient to pzeuent 
him in to Narbone. When he 
came thither, he chered ſuch as were 
fearefull, ſet garriſons amonge the 
Ruthenes in P2ouince, the Uolces, 
the Arecomikes,þ men of Tholous, 
and about Narbone, wbyche places 
bo;zdered vpon our enemies: and com 
Z. iii. maunded 


The motm- 
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neua oz ot᷑ 
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maũded part of hys power that was 
in P2ontnce, and the ſupplye whiche 
he had bought with him out of Ita⸗ 
lp, to aſſemble in the countrye of the 
Helutans whych bozders vppon the 
country of Auverne. Theis thinges 
being thus ſet in oder, and hauyng 
repꝛeſſed Lucterius , pea and remos 
ued him, as who thought it to daun⸗ 
gerous an enterpziſe foz him to enter 
among oure garriſons, he tooke hys 
to2nep againſt the Þelutans. Howe 
albeit that vpon the monntain+Ges 
benua, which diſſeueretb the men of 
Auverne from the Heluians, p (now 
lay ſo deepe in that dead time of the 
wynter, that it was bard fo2 bim to 
paſſe, yet notwythſfanding caſting a 
ſide the ſ\nowe ſire foote depe, and (8 
making wape, wyth great paine of 
bis ſouldiers, he came to the bozders 
of Auverne: and oppꝛeſling them vn⸗ 
bewares, bicauſe thep thought them 
ſelues as ſurelpe defended with the 
mountaine Gebenua as if it had ben 
wyth a wal, in aſmuch neuer erſt, a- 
ny one man alone had found paſſage 
ouer 
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auer ft at that time ok the peare, he 
tommaunded hys hozſmen that they 
ſhuld diſpers theſelnes as far abzode 
as they could, put their enemies in 
aſmuch feare as might be. Qayckip 
were theis things by fame and mel⸗ 
ſengers brought vnto Uercingetozir 
about whom flocked all the men of 
Auverne amazed , beſeching him to 
pꝛonide ſome remedie agapnſt thepz 
miſfoztane; and not to ſaffer them ta 
be ſpopled of their enempe, ſpeciallp 
ſeing he percetued that all the bzunt 
of the war was turned vppon thepz 
necks: Baned with their entreatace, 
be remoued his camp from Bourges 
towards auverne. Bat Ceſar after 
he had taxyed twoo dapes in thoſe 
quarters, fozaſmuche as hys minde 
myſgauehim befoze, that Aercinge⸗ 
tozir wold do ſome ſuch thynge, vp- 
pon excuſe ta rapſe a newe ſupple- 
ment, and to get mo hoz\men, he de⸗ 
parted from bps armpe, and left a 
ponge Gentplman named Bzutus 
to be Capteine in his ſtead. Him he 
warned ta let the bozſemen ſcowz3e 
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the Countrye euerpe wape as farre 
as might be, p2omifing ſo to vſe the 
matter, that he wold not be paſt thze 
dapes from the camp. When de had 
o20ered thets thinges in thys wiſe, 
none of hs me witting whereabout 
be went, by as greate tozneprs'as 
could be he came to Nienna. There 
hauing gotten a freſh crewof hozſe- 
men whichhe had ſent thicker many 
dapes befoꝛe, wpthout ceaſing bps 
trauel dap oꝛ night, be went thzouyh 
the countrpe 'of the Heduanes vbnto 
the Lingones, where two of Hys Le- 
gions wintercd : to thentent that pf 
the Þeduanes alſo ſhoulde conſpyze 
onye thing otherwpfe than well a- 
gainſt him, he might by celeritp pꝛe⸗ 
nent them. When became thyther, 
he ſent to thother Legions ,'and al⸗ 
ſembled them all together into one 
place,befoze that any tibings of bys 
comming could be bozne tothe men 
of Auverne . WUercingetozir hautnge 
knowledge hero, conueped bis arme 
again vnto Bourges: and pꝛoceding 
from thence, determined to aſfaulte 

Gergo- 
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them in the battell agatnſt the Bel» 
uetians) had placed there, and put in 
ſubiection to the Heduanes. Thys 
matter put Ceſar greatiye to bys 
ſhiftes what aduiſe he ſhoulde take. 
Fo2 yt he ſhoulde during the reſt of 
the wynter bepe bis Legions toge⸗ 
ther in one place, it was to be feared 
leaſt the hyzed ſouldters of the He⸗ 
daanes being diſcomfited, al Gallta 
ſhould rcuoit,fo;aſmuch as it might 
ſeme tohys frendes. that there mas 
no hape of help and comfo2t in him: 
agapnetfye ſhouid go ouer ſone out 
of garriſo, it was to be doubted leaſt 
be ſhoulde want v:cuall fo: lacke of 
cariage « Neuerthcles he trounght it 
better to endure al the diſtreſſes that 
might ve, then by rect iuing ſo great 
a fepte, to withdzaw the good wyls 
of al bys friendes from hym. M her- 
foze erboztinge the Peduanes to 
baing bicuals after him, he ſent meſ 
ſengersbefo2ze to the Bopans, to cer 
tifpe them of þys comming, and to 

Þ encourage 
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encourage theym to continue fapth, 
fall, and to ſaſfain the bzant of their 
enemyes vbaliantly. He left two Le⸗ 
gfons andall the ſtaffe of his armpe 
at x Agendicum , and wyth the reit 
went toward the Bopans. The next 
day ater, wh? he came to Uellauno- 
dunymatownecof the Senones, to 
thentent he wold not leane any back 
frend behind him, and that he migbt 
the moze ſpedelpe haue hys victuals 
conueped to hym, he determined to 
aſſault it: and therevpon he entren⸗ 
ched it abont wythin » ſpate ot two 
days:the third dap when commiſſio⸗ 
ners were ſent out of the Towneto 
entreat wyth bim fo2 the geuing of 
it vp, he commaunded them to bzing 
ali! they2 armoz in to one place, to 
bzing fo2th thepz beaſtes of ratiage, 
and to delfuer him ſir hundꝛed hoſta⸗ 
es: and foꝛ the accõpliſhing bereol, 
e left behynd hym his Lieuetenant 
C. Trebonius. Be bimſelfe to make 
the moꝛe ſpede in his voyage, to 
hys wape to Genabum amonge 
Caruntes, who befoze that time = 
5 one kin 
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ryng nothing of the ſiege of Nallau⸗ 
nodunum, foꝛ as much as they bele⸗ 
ued that the matter wold haue aſked 
a longer time to bzing it to pate, be 
gan to leuie a power ta ſend tox Ge⸗ 
nabum koz the dekence ot the towne. 
Ceſar in two dapes came hither, and 
itching his tentes befoze the town, 
ycagſe that dap was to farre ſpent, 
delaped thaTanalt till the nert moz⸗ 
ninge, wyllinge bys ſouldiers in the 
meane whpie to put all thyngs in a 
redynes fo2 the purpoſe. And foz bi⸗ 
caaſe the to ſone of Genabum had a 
bzidge ouer the riuer oł Lopze, Ceſar 
fearyng leaſt they ſhoulde ſteale out 
ol the to lune in the night time, com⸗ 
maunded two Legions to watch in 
harneſle. The towneſmen ſomwhat 
befoze midnight ſtealinge ſecretly 
out, began to paſſe the RKtner,, The 
which when Ceſar was inkozmed ot 
by hys ſcoultes, by and by burnings 
downe the gates he ſent in the Legi 
ons whypch he appointed befoze in a 
redinee, and wan the town: few oz 
none of his ennemies eſcapinge his 
| ä handes, 
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handes, but that they were all taken 
p2pſoners , bicauſe the B2tdge and 
be wayes were ſo narrowe , that 
thep could not readely paſſe awaye, 
He beat down the town and ſet it on 
fyer:gaue the ſpople of it to bis ſoul⸗ 
diers:paſſed-hps armye oner Lope: 
came into the marches of Berrep, 
When Uercingetozir vnderſtode of 
Ceſars appꝛoche, he rapſed bys lege 
and went to mete him. He was pur- 


a towne in the Countrpe of Berrey 
ſtandinge in bys wape , Out of the 
whych towne when ag ambaſſadozs 
came vnto him to entreat fo2 mertye 
and pardon of their lines, to thintet 
to diſpatche the reſt of bys affaires 
with like ſpede as he bad done many 
alredy,he commaſided them tobzing 
together they; armoz,reder bp their 
bozſes, 4 fo geue him pledges. Part 
of the hoffages being alredy dellue⸗ 
red, while thother things were in er 
ecuting, few of our Centurtons and 
ſouldiers beinge let in to fetche out 
tharmoꝛ and hozſes, the hozſemen — 
| 0 
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our enemies whypche were the koze⸗ 
riders of Uercingetozires hoſt came 
wothin vie w. Whom aTone as the 
Towneſmen had eſpſed, hopinge of 
reſcow and ſuccoz, they gaue a great 
ſhout, and taking them to thepz wea 
pons, organ toſhet the gates,and to 
place theſelues vpon the batlements 
of the wals. The Centurfons with⸗ 
in the towne baderſtanding by ths 
ſigniſication of the Galles theſelues 
that they went about ſome treaſon, 
dew they2 ſwoꝛdes, and recouering 
the gates conneped all thepz men a⸗ 
wap in ſauftpe. Ceſar commannded 
bis hoz\men to be led out of his cap, 
and encountred wpth them on hozſ⸗ 
backe. Row When he (awe bys men 
like to go by p wozle,he ſent to their 
reſcow the nober of a TCCC. Ger⸗ 
mane hoz\men, whyche from the be- 
ginning he had oppopnted to bee al ⸗ 
wapes about himſelfe. The Galles 
not able to ſuſtepne their fozce, were 
put to flpght, and wyth the loſſe of 
many retired to they2 maine battel. 


The which alſo being put to n. 
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the fowneſmen ffrſken agayne with 
great feare, app:ebeded fach as they 

ught were the ſtirrers of the peo⸗ 
ple to this trecherye, and bzinginge 
them bnto Ceſar , ſubmitted them⸗ 
ſelues vnto bym , When Ceſar had 
diſpatched thets matters, he went to 


Newealfel & Auaricum one of the greateſt and 


3 ſcrongeſt Townes in all the Coun- 
fry of Berrep, ſitnate in a moſt plen 
titull and ryche ſople: bicauſe that if 

emight come by that Towne, he 
as in good hope to bꝛing the City 
of Bourges itſelf in ſubſecion. Uer⸗ 
cingeto2tr hauing receyued ſo many 


diſpleaſures at Uollaunodunf, Ge- 
nabum and Nouſodunam, called bis 
men to couniel{ , He tolde them that 
they muſt take a cleane cofrarp way 
in their warres to that whiche they 
had hitherto done, Thys one thyng 
was to be endenozed by all meanes, 
that the Romanes migbt be kept fro 
forage and bictnales , The whyche 
thyng was eaſy to bzing to paſſe, in 
aſmuch as they had a greater power 


of hozſemen then they , and that the 
time 
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time of the pere ſhuld farther them. 
There was no fozrage abzode foz 
them to cut downe;but of neceſſifys 
they muſt diſperſe thẽſelues to fetch 
it out of houſes; in dopnge whereof 
they might daily be licked bp by bys 
hozſmen. Pozeouer foz the common 
wealthes ſaks, pzinate commodities 
ought tobe negleced , villages and 
bulldings ought to be (et on kper, in 
all the coaſt from Bola round about 
everp wape, as far as the Romanes 
might ſeme to haue anpe acceſſe foz 
fozrage. On tbe contrary part of all 
theis thinges thep themſelues ſhuld 
baue abũdance, bicauſe thep ſhuld bs 
founde wyth tbe goodes of them, in 
whoſe coiitry they ſhuld make war: 
Wheras the Komanes epther ſhuld 
not be able to endure the ſcarcetp, oz 
els in ſtraping far from their camp, 
ſhoulde ener run in daunger of coms 
ming ſhozte home. And it made no 
matter whether they llewe them out 
of hand, oz put them beſide their ca⸗ 
riages, the whpche beinge ones loft, 
tzel could in no wiſe be able to — 

ar. 
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war. Fur:hermoze all ſuch fowneg 
oaght fo be ſet on fier , as epther by 
koztiſtpng 02 ſituacton of the place, 
were not of ſufficient ſtrength to de. 
fend themſelues from all daunger: 
to thentent they ſhoulde not epther 
be lurking holes fo2 ſuch of their peo 
ple as co wardlpe ſlipt aſide from the 
wars, oz els be as things of ſet pur- 
oſe appointed foz the Komanes to 

acke, and vittaile themſelues with⸗ 
all. If theis thinges ſemed greiuous 
and bitter, much moze greuous and 
bitter were the conſequentes to bee 
eftemed:as namelp the dzawpng in- 
lo captiuitp of their wiues and chil⸗ 
dien, the laughter of themſelues, 
which miſeries muſt of neceſſitp hap 
pen to them that be vanquiſhed. B 
the conſent of all men this counſel 
was alowed : and in one dape were 
burnt mo than rr. cities of the coun- 
trye of Berrep. The lyke alſo was 
done in the reſt of the Citpes. In all 
partes were fliers ſene:the which al⸗ 
though it were a great grief to them 
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this cofozt they ſet befo2e their efes, 
that in getting thapper hande, they 
truſted to recouer quickly the things 
thep had loſt. There was much deba 
ting in the common counſel, concer⸗ 
ning Auaricum whether it were bet 
ter to burne it o2 to befende it. The 
men of Bourges fell downe at the 
feete of al thother Galles, beſeching 
them that they might not be compel⸗ 
led to ſette on flec wyth thepꝛ owne 
bandes the goodlpeſt citpe almoſt of 
al Gallia, which might be both a de 
fence anda beawtpe to the common 
wecale. Alledging that they mighte 
eallp dekende it, bicauſe of the ſttua⸗ 
tion of the plate, by reaſon that wel 
neert on all ſides it was enutroned 
with the rtner # with mariſground, 
and bad but onelpe one way tocoms 
to it whych was tecpe narrowe. At 
their ſute pardon was graũted, Uer⸗ 
cingetozir at the firſt perſuading the 
contrarpe, but afterward? relenting 


onto them vppon their earneſt en⸗ 


tretance and fo2 pitye of the people. 


Pereuppon were mete perſons aps 
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poſnted foz the defence of thefowne; 
Uercingetoztr by eaſp and (mall ioʒ⸗ 
neies folowed after Ceſar,and choſe 
a place to encampe in fo2tified wpth 

woodes and mariſgroundes, aboute 
rv. miles diſtante from Auaricum, 
There he vnderſtode by hys ſpyes e⸗ 

uerpe howze of the day from time to 

time what was done at Auaricum, 

and likewiſe ſent them wo2d againe 

what he would haue done. He wat- 
ched vs continuallpe when we went 
out foꝛ fozrage o2 fo2 co2ne , and ſo⸗ 
denly aſſapled our men ſcattered, as 
thep hadoccafion to go anye thynge 
far, and did bs great diſpleaſare. Al- 
beit as much as could be fozeſene by 
reaſon, our men pꝛeuented them, by 
gopng fozth diners wapes at times 
vbncertapn. Ceſar planting his ſiege 
agaynſt that part of the town where 
as was the narrow paſſage ( as wee 
ſbewed befoze)betwene the riuer and 
the marris, began to caſt vp a moũt, 
to make Uines , and to builde twoo 
Towꝛes: fo2 the nature of the place 
would not ſuffer him to entrench the 

round 
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round about. Foz victuall he ceaſed 
nof to call vppon the Bopans and 
Þ.ouanes ; of whom thone bycauſe 
they did it moze then balfe againft 
they2 wils,dpd not greatly help vs: 
and thother bicauſe they were of na 
great abilitie, inaſmuch as their citp 
was but ſmall and weake, had ſone 
conſumed that whych 8 had, Al⸗ 
beit that our army were bꝛought in 
greate diſtreſſe foz want of cozne, 
thꝛough the pouertp of the Boyans 
on thoneſide, and the llacknes of the 
Heduanes on thother ſide , together 
wyth the burning of the houſes, ins 
ſo much that manye dapes together 
the ſouldpers wanted bzead, 4 were 
fayne to appeaſe their ertreme hun⸗ 
gar wyth fleſhe of beaſtes onipe, the 
whpch alſo thep fet out of villages a 
great wap of; Pet notwpthftanding 
therewas not heard amongt theym 
any talke vnſemelp foz the maicſtpg 
of the people of Rome, oz they; foz⸗ 
mer victo2yes. But rather when Ces 
ſar as thep were at their wozk, wold 
(peake vnto them, and tell them that

pf they toke thys famine grienonflye 
be wold bzeake bp bys ſiege, they all 
beſougbt him he ſhould not ſo do, fog 
they had ſerued vnder him now ma- 
ny peres together in ſuche ſo;t,that 
they neuer pet tooke anye fople, no; 
neuer departed from any place wpth 
out accompliſhing thepz pourpoſe: 
Wuherfoze it ſhonld tourne to thep; 
great ſhame and repꝛoch, it thep left 
they; ſiege which thep had begon:it 
were better fo2 them to abſde all the 
ſozo bes that could be tentſed , than 
not to revenge the deathcs of their 
countrymen, that were murdered at 
Genabum thzough the treaſd cf the 
Galles. The ſame things alſo dydde 
they talke to their Captepnes and p 
Marſhals of the hoſt, to thentet ttep 
ſhould make repozt therof vnto Ce⸗ 
ſar. At ſuch time as our tolvars wers 
now nere bnto the walles, Ceſar vn 
derſtode by bys pꝛpſoners, that Uer⸗ 
cingetozir hauing _ al bys foz- 
rage, had remoned bis Camp nerer 
vnto Avaricum, and that be bi{mſelf 
wyth bys hoz\men and the lyght — 
me 
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med fofemen that were wöt to feſght 
among the hozſwmen, was gone fozth 
to lpe in Ambuſh, in that place wht- 
ther be thought our men ſhuld come 
the nert day 102 fozrage, Upd know⸗ 
ledge whereof, Ceſar letting foozth 
ſoftlp about midnpght, came in the 
mozning to the camp of hysenemt- 
67, They hauing ſpeedy warning by 
their ſkoutes of his coming, beſtoww- 
ed their caryages and ſfuffe in cloſe 
woodes, and ſet al thep; armp in 03- 
der of battel, in an high ano an open 
ground, When tidinges berof came 
vnto Ceſar, be commatſided that his 
men ſhould out of hand lap all their 
fardels on a heap together, and take 
them to their weapds. The bil was 
ſomwhat ryſing by littel and littell 
from the fote, and was enutroned als 
moſt on all ſides wyth a Lake verys 
harde and troubleſome to paſſe, not 
aboue fipftye foote bzoabde , On thys 
lame hyll hauſng firſt bzoken all the 
bzidnes, the Frenchmen truſting to 
the ſtrength of the place, kept them 
(clues, and deuiding themſelues in⸗ 
Aa. iii. to

fo companyes euerp city by bimſelf; 
kept all the ſhallowes and paſages 
of the lake wyth a good gard: fullyg

urpoſed in mind to aſſaple from the 
ygher grofid the Romanes kicking 
in the mier, if they attempted to get 
oduer by fozce: Do that whoſoeuer 
had ſene hobwe nere they ſtode toge- 
ther, would haue thought they bad 
ben almoſt redp to baue come to hid 
frokes:4 be that had knowen thad/ 
uauntage of thone part and the diſ⸗ 
aduauntage of thother , might well 
haue thought it to haue bene but a 
coſiterfer bang, Ceſar perceſuing his 
ſouldiers greatly offended, that their 
enemies ſhould be able to loke bpon 
the hauing no greater ſpace bet wirt 
them: and thervp6 deſiring earreſt- 
lya tokt of battel, declared vnto th# 
bow great loſe,4 bow great flaugb⸗ 
ter of balſant men 5 vicozy wold of 
neceſſity coſt him. and when he ſaw 
them neuertheles ſo affeatoned, that 
they wold refuſe no peril foz bys ho- 
no2, he thought himſelf woztbye to 
haus ben codemned of to much wyc- 
kednes, 


kednes,if he ſhnld not haue ſet moze 
by their lyfe, than by hys owne. And 
ſo comfo:ting them, he conueped the 
backe agapne the (ame dap into his 
tamp, and went in bad wypth the ac- 
compliſhing of the reſt of ſuch thin⸗ 
ges, as pertepned to the aſſault of 
the towne, Allone as Uercingetozir 
was returned home, he was accuſed 
of treaſon : as that he had remoued 
his Campe nerer to the Nomanes: 
that he had departed wyth all bys 
hozſemen: that he bad abandoned ſo 
great an army without leaning any 
deputy in his (Tead;that vpon his de⸗ 
— the Komanes came wyth 
uch ſpede and celer(ty:al the whypch 
thinges could not haue happened b 
chaunte: 03 wythout adulte, onlefſe 
he had bene deſirous to haue the ſo⸗ 
uereintpe of Gallia by Ceſars per⸗ 
million, rather than by they; bene-. 
fite. Be aunſwered to thys accuſatf- 
on in this wyſe, wheras he had remo 
ued hys camp, it was done foz want 
of fozrage, and that by their aduiſe. 
Fo; that he came nearer to the Ro- 

Aa. (lit. manes, 
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Manes, be was perſwaded ſo to doe, 
by reaſon of thaduauntage of the 
place, which was ſo ſtrong of it ſelf, 
as that it neded none other defence, 
As fo; the ho;\men there could be no 
miſtre of their helpe in a fennye and 
moorylh ground, and thep ſcrued to 

a good purpoſe in the place whither 
they went. In that at bys departure 
be left no deputy behind him, he dpd 
it fo2 thenones, leaſt the ſame what 
ſoeuer he were, thzough the wilful- 
nes of the multitude , ſhoulde haue 
bene compelled to feight: whereunto 
of à certein fapntneſſe of courage, he 
ſaw them all enclyned, bicauſe they 
were weary to endure that pain and 

trauel any lengar. Jf the Romanes 
came in the meane ſeaſon by chance, 
they mygbt thanke foztune : if they 
were called by any mannes declara- 
tion, pet they had cauſe to thanke 
bim,fo; that he had ſo placed theym 
that from the bygber grounde they 
might bothe view the leder number 
of their enemies and deſpiſe their va 
llantnelle, and who bauing not tbe 
courage 
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conrage to feight,retired (amefullf 


into their Camp. Jt was no part of 


his deſter to obtepne the ſouereinty 
at Ceſars hand by treaſon, which he 
might get by conqueſt, in maner al⸗ 
redy aſſured to hym t al the Galles, 
And pet he was contented to ſurren⸗ 
der it info thepz handes agapne, pt 
they thought that he recetued therby 
moze bononr , than thep did receiue 
ſauft by him. To thentent (ꝙ de) pe 
may vnderſtand that J fo:ge not a⸗ 
ny thing in this behalf , heare what 
the Komane ſouldiers ſay; And with 
that wo2zd, be bꝛought fozth certa ine 
flaues whome he had taken a fewe 
dapes befoze as they went a fozras 
ging, and had tozmented them with 
hungar & irons. Theis being taught 
befoz2 what aunſwere they ſhoulde 
make to the demaundes, ſayde they 
were ſouldiers of the Legions, and 
that enfozced by famin and penurſe 
they had Colne pziuilpe oute of the 
camp, to ſee if thep coulde find anye 
co2ne 02 cattell in the fieldes: all the 
Whole armye was conftreined _ 
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like diſtreſſe, in ſo much that enerps 
manns ſtrength began to falle him, 
and they were not able to holde out 
with their labo2 : Mhereuppon the 
Graundcapteine was determined to 
diſlodge bis army within the dates, 
ik he ſaw no good to be done in thal⸗ 


lault of the towne. Lo (ꝙ Uercinge⸗ 


to2ir) theſe are the good turnes that 
pe haue by meanes of me, whom pe 
appeache of treaſon, by whoſe woz- 
kinge, withonte ſheadinge of youre 
bloude, pe ſee that howge vicno:zious 
army, welnere pined with hungar, 
againſt whoſe ſhamefull flighte and 
retire, J baue pꝛouided befoze hand, 
that no citpe ſhall recepue him into 
their territozp. Than all the mult(- 
tude cried out, and after their maner 
craſhed their harneſſe together, (wht 
che thing they are wont to do in bis 
cace whoſe ozation they [ike wel of) 
ſaping, 5p Uercingeto2ir was thepz 
chief capteine, of whoſe faithfulneſſe 
there was no miſtruſt to be had, and 
that the warre coulde not haue bene 
bandled wyth greater pollicve and 

wiſdome.

wiſvom. They decreed that ten thou 
ſand men choſen out of al their hoſt, 
ſhuld be ſent into the towne:fo2 they 
thoughte that the ſaufgarde of the 
wholecomm9s weale, was not to be 
commited to the men of Bourges a⸗ 
lone, bicauſe thep perceiued that the 
whole tape of victoꝛpe reſted almoſt 
in the keping of that Towne, The 
pꝛo welle of our ſouldiers was not ſo 
greate , but that the deuyſes of the 
Galles bp al meanes p2cuented the: 
as thep are in dede a kinde of people 
molt politicke, and moſte apt both to 
tonceiue and to wozk whatſoeuer is 
taught them, Fo2 wpth coꝛdes they 
turned away our hokes, and hauing 
ſo ſtayed them, thep dzew them in to 
them wpth engines, and alſo abated 
our mountes wyth mines: ſo muchs 
the moze cunningly , bicauſe among 
thepm are great pꝛon mines, and all 
kind of mining is knowen and pꝛac⸗ 
tyſed among theym . Po2eourr they 
had rered vp towꝛes bppon the wals 
round about on al ſidss, and had co- 
uered them wyty leather, Farther 

moze

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moꝛe iſfuing out oftentimes both by 
day and nyght, they eyther ſet ſier on 
oure Rampier, o2 cls aſſaulted oure 
Souldiers as they were buſp about 
they2 wozk: Andloke how much our 
Turrets grew in heighth by daplye 
rapſing of the Rampier, ſo much did 
they build thepꝛes higher, by ptecing 
the timber wozke of them. Alſo ha- 
ning diſcouered onr mines, thep ſtop 
ped them wyth ſtakes ſharpened and 
hardened in the fier,anz with boiled 
pytch, and wyth ſtones of vnmeaſu⸗ 
rable weight, t wold not ſuffer them 
to appꝛoche nere the wallcs. All the 
walles of the Gallian Citpes are 
builded in maner after thys facion, 
Greate poſtes of freight timber ſet 
on à row equally dyſtant a two fote 
ſpace one from another, are let into 
the grounde and kaſtened agapne on 
the inſide, and rammed ſarely with a 
great deale of earth. The ſpaces be⸗ 
twene the poſtes are fiiled vp befo2e 
wpyth great ſtones, vpon the whyche 
being wel cowched and cemented, is 
wzought another layne , ſo that the 
fo;claids

fo:ſapd diſtance map be continnally 
kept,and the poſtes not touche one 
another: but bepng ſeuered wpth e- 
qual ſpace, euerp pete of timber map 
wyth the fone wooꝛke that i{eth bes 
twene poſt and poſte, be ſtreightlpe £ 
iuſt cloled : cotinuing after the ſame 
ſo2t, vntil the wall be finiſhed to bis 
full hetghth. Whys kynde of wozke⸗ 
manſhippe intermedled of ſtone and 
timber, keeppng thepz courſes enen 
and directly bp line and lencll, is no 
eatl ſpgbt:;partiy fo: the bewtpe and 
bartety therof, but ſpeciaily it is ve⸗ 
ry commodtus and — foz the 
defence of Cities, bycauſe that the 
ſtonewozk withſtandeth the fier, and 
the timberwozke the battell Ram, 
The which timberwozk being faſtes 
ned on the inſide wpth a like row of 
Rafters fo2 the moT part of rl. foote 
long, can neither be bart, nozpulled 
a (under. Albeſt that thaTault were 
wyth theis ſo many thinges encom⸗ 
bered, and that our ſouldfers during 
al the time were trouvled wpth con⸗ 
tinuall cold and raine, yet wyth m 
elle 
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les laboꝛ they ouercome al theis thin 
ges: t in xxv.daſes made a Pount of 
CCCrrr.foote bode and Irrr.foote 
byghe. Now when thys mount was 
at the point to haue touched the wal 
of the towne, and that Ceſar of o2df- 
nary kept watch himſelf at p wozk, 

erho:ting hys ſouldiers not to ceaſe 

at anpe time from their laboz,ſome- 
what befoze the thy2d watch, it wag 
percepued that the Bount ſmoked: 
fo2 hys ennemics-in dede vndermp⸗ 
ning it had ſet it on flier, And at the 
ſame inſtant rayſinge a great ſhout 
from all the wall,a ſalye was made 
out at two gates on both ſides of the 
Towꝛes: Some th:ew a farre of fler 
and d2v ſtuffe from the wal vnto the 
Mount: ſome powzed downe pytche 
and otber ſuch geere as lightlpe ta⸗ 
keth ſier: ſo that reaſon was ſcarce 
able to teache , to what place were 
beſt to run firſt, 02 what thing was 
firſt to be helped. Notwithſtanding, 
fozaſmuch as twoo Legions by Ce- 
ſars commaundement did continu- 


ally watch befoze the Camp,t mou 
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two by turnes labozed in the woꝛke, 
it quiklye came to paſſe that ſome 
reſiſted them that iNued out, and 0s 
therſome dꝛew backe the tow2es and 
cut of the Pount: 4 all the reſt came 
running out of the Camp to quench 
the fier. Wbyle in all places (the reit 
of the nyght being now ſpent ) there 
was feighting pet ſtyll, and that our 
enempes were euer in better hope of 
victoꝛp, ſo much the rather, bycauſe 
they ſaw the penthouſes of our tur⸗ 
rettes burned downe, and that oure 
men could not with eaſe go vncoue⸗ 
red to ſaue them, wheras they them- 
ſelues euer ſucceded freſhe in the 
roumes of them that were wearped, 
fo;aſmuch as they thought that all 
the welfare of Gallia lap bppon the 
ſacceſe of that inſtant of tyme:there 
happened euen in our ſight a thinge 
wozthy memozye, whiche J thought 
not to be paſſed ouer. A certain Gall 
who ſtanding befoze the town gate, 
reteiued by hand balles of tallows 
and pitch, and thzewe them into the 
fler directly againſt the Turret, was 
fiirpcken 
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them. Now were they about ſo to do 


The ſeuenth booke of 


frypcken thꝛough the rpgbt ſide with 
the quarrel! ofa Croſſebow and fell 
down dead. One of his next felowes 
eppyng ouer hym, N bys of- 
fice. Who being in like facion laine 
wyth the quarrel of a Croſſbow, the 
thpꝛde ſucceded, and ſo like wyſe the 
fo wzth: neither was that place lefte 
naked of defendantes, befoze ſuche 
time as the Mount being quenched, 
and our ennemres quight dziuen as 
waye from that parte, an ende was 
made of feightinge. The Galles has 
uing tryed all thinges and b:ought 
nothinge to good ſucteſſe, by the ad- 
uſce and commaunbement of Uer- 
tingetozix toke,counſell the next day 
after to flye out of the Towne. The 
which thing if they attempted in the 
ſtill of the night, thep thought they 
might do it wpthout any great loſſe 
of their men, bicauſe that rhe Cam 

of UGercingetozix was not far of fr 

the towne, and the marris whiche 
was al the way betwene the, ſhould 
ſtop the Komanes from purſewyng 


\». 
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in the night time: when ſodenlp the 
maried women came running fozth, 
and caſting tbhemſelues at the fete of 
thepz huſbandes wyth teares, be⸗ 
ſought theym molte piteouſlpe, that 
they would not abandon theym and 
thepꝛ childzen to the crueltpe of the 
enemy, wh6 the infirmitye of nature 
and want of ſtrength wolde not ſuf- 
fer to make anp ſhift fo2 themſelues 
by flight. When they ſaw them con- 
tinge in their purpoſe, (fo2 it is coms 
monlpe ſeene that in extreme perill 
feare oftentimes ercludeth merepe) 
they began to ſhꝛieke out, and ſo to 
geue knowledge to the Romanes of 
the towneſmens flight. Mherupon 
the Galles beinge ffrtken'in greats 
feare,leaft the wapes ſhould be fozes 
lapd by the Romane hozemen, deſt- 
ſed fro their purpoſe. The wert dap 
when Ceſar had moned fozward his 
cowze,and finiſhed the wozks which 
he had parpoſed to make, there fell a 
great hoe of rapne. The whpche 
be taking fo a fit occaſion to wozke 
ſome feat,fozaſmuch as he had a lit⸗ 

Bb.t, tell 
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tell befoze perceined the watch vpon 
the wall to be ſomwhat lightly ſet, 
tommaunded his men alſo to goe a⸗ 
bout their wozke moze lopteringlp, 
and ſhewed them what he wold haue 
done. After he had encouraged his 
ſouldiers ſtanding in a redines with 
in the Uines, nobe at the length to 
reap þ fruit of viqoꝛp due to their ſo 
great trauels, he appointed rewar⸗ 
des to ſuch as firſt ſcaled the walles, 
and therwpth gaue them a toke that 
they ſhould to thaſſault. Thep made 
no moꝛe a do, but bꝛake out ſodẽly on 
al ſides, ( quiklp toke the wal. Our 
enemies diſmapd wyth the ſodennes 
of the matter, and beinge beaten fri 
the wall e tbe towꝛes, cluſtred them 
ſe lues together in the market and o⸗ 
ther open places : of purpoſe that yf 
there were aſſault made vpon them 
from anp ſide, thep might be redp in 
ar ap to encounter them. Mhen they 
ſa we no man come doawne-into the 
plaine ground to them, but that they 
ſwarmed ſtill all about the walles, 
fearpyge leaſte there ſhouide be no 

| 4.0 meanes 
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meanes at al foꝛ them to ſcape, they 
th:zew away their weapons, and ran 
as faſt as they toulde to the furtheſte 
partes of the towne. There ſome of 
them as they peſtered one another ta 
get oute of the gates were ſlaine by 
the ſouldiers: and ſlome being gotten 
out were flaine by the hozſemen: fog 
there was not anye man that gane 
himſeife to the ſpople. So greatlpe 
were they moned to w2athe , what 
wpth the murder that was commit⸗ 
ted at Genabum, and what with the 
payne that they had taken in theyz 
wozke,that they ſpared nepther oldg 
men,no2 women, no2 childzen. Jn ſo 
muche that of al the whole number, 
whych was about foztpe thonſande, 
ſcarſe eight hundzed which at the hee 
ring of the firſt nopſe had wound the 
ſelues out of the Towne,came ſanfe 
vnto Uercingetozix. And pet he recei 
ned thoſe ont of the chaſe verpe lata 


inthe night and very ſecretlyc, caus 
fing them to be conueped ont of ſight 
and to be ſaufconducted fo thepꝛ ac⸗ 
quaintance by hys friends and noble 
Bb. ii. men 
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men of the Cities, wbom be bad pla⸗ 
ted far of in the wap, as euer Citys 
had bene lotted to anpe part of the 
camp from the beginninge, foz feare 
leaſt vpon theyz repapꝛe, thꝛougb pi⸗ 
tifulnes of the common people, there 
might rife any ſedicion in tbe camp, 
The next dape calling an aſebly,he 


tomfkfoꝛted and erhozted thepm that 


thep ſheuld not be to much diſcoura⸗ 
ged oz troubled fo2 the diſpleaſare 
that bad happened, fozaſmuch as the 
Romaneshad not wonne any thpng 
by manhod o2 feigbting in a pitched 
fieide, but by a certaine pollicpe and 
cunning in aſſaultinge, whcreof the 
Galles were altogether vnſktifull, 
They were muche deceined, if there 
were any that in warre wold loke to 
haue alwapes good ſucceſſe , As fo; 
bys owne part, be neuer liked it that 
Auaricum ſhuld be defended, as they 
themſeiues were able to wptneſſe 
w him, But it came to paſſe thꝛougb 
thunadutſednes of the men of Bour- 
ges, and the over lygbte conſent of 
the reit, that this harme 8 
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ned:and pet he wold find the manes 
ere it were longe to make all whole 
agapne, pea and that to they: furthe 
rance and commodity, Fo2 iuch Ci⸗ 
tyes as nowe diſſented from the reſt 
of the Galles , wold he by hys indu⸗ 
ſtrpe alpe bnto theym, and make one 
cofiſell of al Gallia, againſt the cons 
ſent whereof, all the whole wozlde 
ſhuld not be able to make reſiſtence. 
The wbyche thing be had in maner 
bought ts paſſe alredp. Nenertheles 
it was but right and reaſon that foz 
the ſauftye of the common weale, 
they ſhoulde condeſcende to fo2tifie 
their campe , to thintent they might 
the eallper withſtand the ſodeine in⸗ 
uaſtons of their enemies. Thps oꝛa⸗ 
tion dilliked not the Galles,chicfiye 
fo: that UMercingetozix was not dyſs 
maid in his minde at the receit of ſo 
reata loſſe, noʒ byd himſelf out of 
ghte, noz eſchewed the open face of 
the wozlde, Pea he was thought to 
be a man of the moze fozeſight and 
fozeknowledge , in that befoze anye 
thyng was amiſſe, he was of opinis 
Bb. tit, firſt 
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firff that Auaricum ſhould be ſet on 
fler, and afterward that it ould be 
abandoned. Therkfoze as aduerſity is 
wont to diminiſh the guthoaity of o⸗ 
ther Capteines, ſocleane contrarpe 

wyſe, his eſtimation was from. dape 
to dap augmented by receluing this 
diſpleaſure. And mozeouer vpon his 
aſſurance,they bad þ moze hope that 
the reſt of the Cities ſhould be alped 
with theym. Then firlt of all began 
the Galles to foztifye their campes, 
and they were ſo dilmapde in heart, 
bicauſe they were men not acquain- 
ted with papnes takynge, that they 
thought all tbinges that were com- 
maunded them, were to bee ſuffred 
and abiddẽ to thuttermoſt. And Uer- 
eingetozix endenozed to haue done 
no leſſe by his good wil, than he pꝛo⸗ 
miſed, whych was, to knit the reſl of 
the cities in leage together, alluring 
the P2inces and noble men of theym 
with giftes and large pzomiſes. Foz 
the perfozmance wherof he choſe out 
fit perſonages, euen ſuche as were 
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ulins Cxſam Commentaries; fol. 196, 


ſion oz coloz of frendſhip. Be cauſed 
al thoſe to be newe armed and appa⸗ 
relled, that had eſcaped when Auari⸗ 
cum was won. And therewythall ta 
thentent hys hoſt whyche was ſo2e 
dimpnpſhed, myght be ſupplped a⸗ 

aine, he appointed eacrpe Citpe to 

nd him a certaine number of ſoul- 
diers, the whiche he commannded to 
be bzought vnto his camp by a dape 
limited, Pozeouer he cauſed ſerch to 
be made foz al Archers (of who there 
was a greate companye in Gallta,) 
and made them to be ſent to him: Bp 
thys meanes was the loſſe taken at 
Auaricũ ſone ſupplied, In the mean 
ſcaſon Teutematug the ſon of Ol⸗ 


lonicon kinge of the * Nitiobziges, aye peopt 
(whoſe father had bene accepted by — Not 
our ſenate fog their friende) came to pellier, 


bim wyth a great power of his ho2ſ- 
men that he bad byzed ont of Aqut- 
taine.Ceſar tariyng many dapes at 
Auaricum, and finding there great 
abundaunce of cozne and other vpcs 
tual left by the citizens, releued bys 
armye of their trauell and penurye, 

Bb. iii. Now 
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Ho we at ſuche time as wynter was 
welnere ſpent, and that the very ſea⸗ 
ſon of the peare called him foo2th to 
warfare,ſo that he was fully purpo- 
ſed to go agaynll the enemye,epther 
to traine him out of his woods t ma- 
riſes by ſome pollicy:o2 els to enut- 
ron him with a ſiege if it were poſſſ- 
ble: The Heduanes ſent ccrtaine of 
their noblemen Ambaſadours vnto 
him, deſiring him to come and ſuccoz 
their city either tha out of had 02 ne- 
ner. Foz p matter lap in great peril, 
bpon this occaſion;:that whereas of 
olde time there was wont to bee but 
one magiſtrate created and he to ex⸗ 
erciſe thauthozitpe of a king foz that 
pere, now there were two that bare 
that office, both of them vaunted the 
ſelues to be created by oꝛder of law. 
Ok the which thone was called Con 
uitolitane, a noble and luſtpe ponge 
gentilman, thother Cottus, bozn of 
an auncient howſe, a man of berye 
great power and well alied, whoſs 
Bꝛother Ualetiacus bad bone the 
ſame offyce the peare befoze. = — 
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| hole Citpe was in armo2, the Se- 
| nate was deulded, the people was de 
| uided, and ech of the held hys faction 
| « part by himſelf. It this controuer - 
| ſp ſhuld be nouriſhed any long time, 
| it wolde come paſſe that the Citye 
| 
| 
| 


ſhould run together by the eares a- 
mong theſenes, The remedie wher- 
of lap onelpe in bis ſpedpe aſſiſtence 
t authozitp. Ceſar albeit be thougbt 
it a daũgerous mater to leaue of his 
warres and to depart from his eng- 
my:yet not wythſtanding bycauſe be 
was not ignozant how great incon- 
neniences were wont to grow of dil 
ſention , leaſte that ſo great and ſo 
neygbbozly a city as that had ben ta 
the Komanes, the whpch he had al- 
ways cheriſhed, and garniſhed by al 
the meanes he could deutſe, ſhuld be 
put to the hazard of battell, and leaſt 
the part that leaſt truſteb him, ſhuld 
ſende foz helpe to Uercingetozir , be 
thought it beſt to pꝛeuent the matter 
betimes. And foz aſmucbe as by the 
lawes of the Heduanes , it was not 
lawful fo; them that were chief ma⸗ 

| giſtrates, 
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coũtry, to thentent be wold not ſeme 
to diminiſhe any part of their right 
oz do any thing againſt their lawes, 
he went in pꝛoper perſõ bnto them, 
and called befo2e bim all their coun- 
ſell, and them betwene who the con⸗ 
trouerſte was. When almoſt all the 
Citpe was afſembled thither, & that 
infoꝛmation was geuen bhym , howe 
by the conſent of a fewe called toge⸗ 
gether pztntlp in other place and o⸗ 
ther time than was mete,thone bzo-s 
ther had ſubrogated thother in hys 
ſtead, contrary to the lawes whyche 
— two of one linage bepnge 

othe altue, not onelpe to be created 
magiſtrates, but alſo to be admitted 
into p Senate, compelled Cottus to 
geue bp hys offpce, and commaun⸗ 
ded Conuicolitane( who acco2dinge 
to the cuſtome of the Tity, vpon the 
ceaſing of the fozmer Pagyſtrates 
bad bene created by the P2teſtes) to 
entope hs authozitye. After that he 
bad made tbys decree, hauing erho2- 
ted the Heduanes to fozget all con⸗

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trouerſies and diſſenttons, and that 
al theils other things ſet a part, they 
ſhuld bend themſelues wholp to this 
war, aſſuring them that aſſone as he 
bad ſubdewed Gallia ve woide re⸗ 
ward the acco2ding to their deſerts: 
and willing them that with al ſpede 
they ſhould ſend him all their hozſe- 
men and ten thonſand fotemen, that 
he might place them in garriſon foz 
the defence of hys vicuals : he deui⸗ 
ded his armp into two parts. owe 
Tegions he committed to Labicnus 
to leade amonge the Senones and 
Pariſtans: and be himſelf led ſir into 
Auverne to the towne ofxGerqgouta 
along the riuerx E lauer: ot᷑ his hoꝛſ⸗ 
men, part he gane to hym, and part 
he kept to himſelf, The which thing 
being knowen, Ucrctngetozir bꝛea⸗ 
king all the bzidges that were vpon 
that ſtreame, began to make his to2- 
nep an thother ſide af Clauer. Now 
when epther army was in ſight of o⸗ 
ther, and that thep pitched their Cã⸗ 
pes one in maner right oner againſt 
another, the enemp continually ſen- 

ding

Tleremoum 
in Tuverne. 
The riuer ox 
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ding fozth ſconlts that the Romaneg 
ſhuld any not where frame a b:idge 
to paſſe oner their hoſt, Ceſars affai- 
res were in great diſtres, leſt þ riuer 
ſhuld cauſe him to loſe the moſt part 
of the ſommer, bycauſe that Elaner 
foz the moſt part is not wont to fall 
ſo low that men may wade thzough 
it, befoze the latter ende of Harueſt. 
TUAherfoze leaſt that ſhould happen, 
be pitched his cap in a woody groũd, 
directly agapnſtone of thoſe bzidges 
that Uercingetoztr had cauſed to bee 
hewed downe, and the nert dap laye 
in Ambuſhe wyth two legions, ſen- 
ding fo:warde the reſt of bys armys 
wyth all their cariages as had bene 
wont,ſaning a few Coboꝛzts, to the- 
tent that tharmp ſhould ſeme to con⸗ 
ſiſte of bys full number of Legions, 
Mauing genen theym commaunde- 
ment to go as farre fozward as they 
could, when as he confecured by the 
time of the dap that they were now 
lodged in camp, he began to repap2e 
the bꝛidge vppon the ſame ſtoulpes 
that ſtode pet whole within the wa- 
ter.

ter. The wbpch wozke being quſkly 
bought of of hande , he paſſed ouer 
bys army, and taking a mete groiis 
to encamp in, called backe again the 
reſt of bys hoſt. Uercingetozir vnder 
ſtanding the matter, to thentent he 
would not be compelled to feight a⸗ 
gapnſt bys wpll , went on befoze by 
great ioznepes. Ceſar at fineremos 
uings from that place came to Ger⸗ 
gouia, and there making a light ſkir 
miſh the ſame dap with his ho:\me, 
after be had wel viewed the ſituaci⸗ 
on of the Citpe, whpch ſtode bpon a 
very bighe hill, and on all ſides was 
harde to come bnto, be thoughte it 
was not poſſible to wpnne it by aſ⸗ 
ſault:4 he determined not to meddle 
with beſfteging it, beko ze ſuche tyme 
as he hadde well furniſhed htmlſelfe 
wyth pꝛouiſton of grapne. But Uers 
cingetozir pitchyng bis tentes ners 
bnto the Citye bppon the top of the 
hill, had placed rounde about him a 
littel wap one from another, the po⸗ 
wer of every Citye ſeuerally by the 
ſelues:ſo that it was a terrible * 
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fo beholde, hoo enery littell knap of 
the hyll, was occupted as farre as a 
mans eye could reache. Alſo if there 
were any thing to be conſulted bps, 
oz any thing to be put in execution, 
he commaunded the Pꝛinces of the 
Cityes whom he had choſen to be of 
his counſell , to come to him euerye 
moꝛning bp the bzeake of daye. and 
lightlp be did not let paſſe any day, 
but that in ſkirmiſhing en hozſback 
wyth archers mirt among them , he 
made a frfall what courage and va⸗ 
lfantneiſe was in euerp of hys men, 
There was ouer agaynlt the towne, 
A littel Hill hard vnder the foote of 
the mountain, notably foztified, and 
on all ſides, pared ſtepe, the whych if 
our men might come bp, they were 
Iyke to put they2 ennempes foz2 the 
molt part from wateringe and from 
forage at their pleſure. But p ſame 
place was kept by them with a flen- 
der rarriſon. Now in the dead of the 


night, Ceſar ſtealing ont of his cap, 


In caſt out the ſapd garriſon befoze 
Hat any reſcow could come from the 
1 towne, 


towne, and keping the place, lodged 
two Legions there, and dzew a dou⸗ 
ble trench of twelue foote from the 
greater camp to this leſſe, ſo that me 
myght walke frem thone to thother 
euen alone wythout pertl of ſodeine 
ſurp2ifinge by the ennempe. Whyle 
theis things were a doing at Gergs 
ula, Conuictolitane the Hedaane 
(whome Ceſar ( as we hane ſhewed 
befoze) denounced chief magiſtrate,) 
allured with mony by the men of Au 
nerne , fell in communication wpth 
certain pong gentelmen, of who the 
chiefe were Litanicus and bys bꝛzo⸗ 
thers pong gentelmen of a verp no- 
ble houſe. With theis he hath conke⸗ 
rence firſt, erbozting them to remem 
ber that thep were Gentelmen and 
bozne to beare rule. The City of the 
Heduanes was thonlp ſtay that diſ⸗ 
appointed all Gallta of moſt certain 
victozye,as by the authozity wherof 
al the reſt were kept in awe, and the 
whych being withdzawen from the, 
there ſhould be no place in al Gallia 


fozthe Komanes to reſt in. He con- 
feſſed 
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feſſed he had recepued a greate goob 
turn at Ceſars hand, but pet in ſuch 
wpſe, as that be conld haue done ne 
leſſe coſidering the right of bys caſe: 
Howbett be thought be was boũd to 
baue moze reſpect to þ liberty of hys 
country: foz why ſhuld the Þeduang 
rather reſozt to Ceſar to debate their 
lawes and cuſfomes befoze him, thi 
the Komanes reſozt to p Heduanes? 
Kbe pong men what wypth the oza⸗ 
tion of the magiſtrate , e what with 
rewardes beinge ſoone [lured , in ſo⸗ 
much that thep pzofefſed to become 
chief doers in the enterp2iſe, ſought 
meanes how to bzing the matter to 
effect. And fozaſmuche as they were 
not in any hope that the Citpe wold 
haſtelpe conſent to rere war, it was 
thought good that Titauicus ſhould 
haue the charge of thoſe tenne thou⸗ 
ſande that were to be ſent to Ceſar, 

and that he ſbeuld ſee them led, and 

that his bꝛothers ſhoulde run befoze 
vnto Ceſar. Bowe all other thinges 

ſhould be handled, thep determined 

alſo, Litauicus bautng receiued the 

Armyz 
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armpe, when he came witbin a xxr. 
miles of Gergouſa ,.called-his ſoul- 
diers together ſodeniy, wy hr ing 
ſayd; Whither go we mp, rs? 
all our hozſmen, all our nobilitpe is 
deſtroyed 4 Cpozedozir and Uirido⸗ 
marus Pa2inces of our Citye beings 
appeached ot treaſõ, are put to death 
by the Komanes, and thepz caſe not 
tryed:enquire the truth herok, of the 
that haue eſcaped fro the laughter 
theſelues, Foz Jam ſo ſtriken at t he 
bart with ſozow, foz loſſe of mp b29- 
thers and al my kinſfotk, which are 
murdered, that 3 am not able to vt- 
ter things that are done, Herewith 
al were brought foꝛth ſuch as he had 
taught befoze what he wolde bang 
ſaid: who made repozt to the people, 
of the lame thynges that Litauicus 
had ſpoken befo2e;as that al the He⸗ 
duan hozſ\men were ſlain, bpon p2e- 
ſumption that they had had commu⸗ 
nication-wpth the men of Auverne, 
and that they themſelnes by hiding 
them in the thꝛong of the other ſouls 
dyers , had eſcaped z euen when the 
Ct. i. laughter 
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baue 7 hym to toun⸗ 
ſell theni what they choulde doe, fs 
whoſhould-ſap (ꝙ he) that it were a 
matter to bee taken counſel] in, and 
that rather it ſtosde vs not in bande 
fo: our own ſaufty, to go fozthwith 
to Cergouia and ſopne our ſelues 
wytb the men of Auverne. Can we 
tbynke any other. but that after the 
tommitting of ſo heynous a — 
the Uomanes are comming bytber⸗ 

ward, to murder bs in like wiſe⸗ am 
therfoze if there be anye heart in bs, 
let vs reuenge the death of our fren⸗ 
. des that are mon ſhamefullpe mur⸗ 
1 dered, and bathe our \ſwo2des in the 
40 bloude of theis trattoꝛs. Wyth that 
woꝛd he pointed to certaine Citizens 
of Nome, who bpon truſt of bys de- 
fence were in companye wyth him. 
Wy and by he ſpoyled-a great maſſe 
of co:ne and vidualles: killeth them 
erueilp wpth tozments: and ſendeth 
meſſengers ouer all the tountrpe of 
the 3 1 therm 9

the ſane fo:ged tale of the flanghter* 
of theyz bo:\men and nobtemen:and 
erhozteth thepm to revenge thepz 
wꝛonges in like ſozt'as be had done. 
Epoꝛedozix an Hedaan a noble ybge 

man of great anthozitp in —— 
coũtrp, and one Uiridomarus of like 
age and eſtymation, bat bulpke of 
birth, whom Ceſar vppon the com⸗ 
mendation of Diuitiacus, bad raiſed 
from lowe degree te greate bonoz, 
came both together into the oꝛder of 
knighthod catied therunto of bim by 
name. 1Betwene theis two was cons 
tencion foz the ſoucretntpe , And in 
the fozeſapd controuerſpe of the mas 
gyltrates , thone of thepm had belde 
tothe t naple with Conuictolitane, 
and thother wpth Tottus. Now E⸗ 
pozedozirhauing knowledge of Li⸗ 
tauicus enterpꝛpſe, about mydni 
bare woozde of it to Ceſar ; Ve 
ſought bym that he wold not ſuffer 
the Citye to renounce the frendchyp 
of the people of Nome, thꝛoughe the 
lewd counſeli of light pong men: the 


whych be fozeſawe woulde come to

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paſſe,if ſo many thouſand men ſhuld 


es, the welfare of who nepther they; 
kinſfolke might neglect, noꝛ the Ci⸗ 
tye make (mal accompt of. C eſar bes 
ing ſtriken in great heauſnes at this 
ne wes, bicauſe be had always bone 
à ſpecial fauoꝛ to the common weale 
of the Beduanes; wpthout makinge 
any doubting in the matter, led ont 
of hys camp fow2e Legions wel ap⸗ 
pointed and al bis hoz\men; Nepther 
bad he icyſure to dzawe hys Campe 
cioſer together, in aſmuch as p mat⸗ 
ter ſemed to ſtand altogether bppon 
ſpedy diſpatch. So he leſt C. Fabius 
bis Licugtenant wpth two Legions 
to defend his camp:and when he had 
commaunded the bꝛotbers of Litas 
uicus to be appzrhended , he founde 
that thep were fled to the ennemve a 
littel befoꝛe. W ben be had encoura- 
ged bis ſouldirrs that they ſhuld not 
be diſcontented wpth the trauell of 
thepꝛ toznep in the time of neceſlitp, 
they went ali very willingip, and at 
a rxv. miles ende eſpying the you's 
e 


topne themſelues wpth bis enemp⸗ 
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uli: Cxfars Commentaries; 
the Heduanes, he ſent bys hoꝛſemen 
to them, to let them and ſtay thepm 
of they2 fourney , geuinge ffreprht 
charge to them all, that they choulde 
not flea any man. Epoꝛede ir and 
Utridomarus( who they thought to 
haue ben put to death) he wylled to 
ſhewe themſelnes amog the fozmoſt 
hozfmemn, and to cal to their acquain⸗ 
tance. When this was knowen, and 
the decetpt of Lifauicas bzought to 
Iyght, the Hednanes began to holde 
bp theyz handes, to gene ſfgnificatt- 
on that they wold pelde themſelnes, 
and thzowing away their weapons, 
to deſſer to haue theyz fines ſpared, 
Lifanfcus wyth bys retexyers , (to 
whome by the cuſtome of Me Galles 
it is not lawfult to fozfake they; 
maiſters euen in moſt ertremitp)fcd 
to Gergonta, Ceſar after he had ſent 
meſſengers to the City of the Bedu⸗ 
anes to declare bnto theym that bs 
had of his courteſfe ſaned them wh5 
by the lawe of armes he might haue 
ut to the ſwoo2de, and geuen thzee 
owes reſpit to bys armpe to take 
Cc.ttt. their

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they2 reſt in, remoned hys Campe te 
Gergoula . Ve was ſcarce halte on- 
ward on bys wap, but that boz\men 
came to him from Fabius, and told 
dim in holy great daunger the mat⸗ 
ter ode. They ſhewed hym that the 
Campe was aſfaulted with a great 
power, freſhe al wapes ſucceding in 
the roumes of the that were weary, 
and ouertrauelling oure men wpth 
continuall tople., who by reaſon of 
tde largenes of the camp, were fain 
to abide euermoze at one part of the 
Rampp2e wythoat ſhifting of they; 
places: manpe were wounded lpth 
thot of arrowes, and all other kinde

traffique.'And when they had theym 

wythourt dhep ſet ſodenly vpon them 
by the wap and Urypped them of all 
that ever they had. Toe Souldiers 

ſtandinge at defence they beſſeged a 

whole dape and a night, « after that 

many were flatne on both ſives, they 
rayſed a greater multitude agaynſte 

them. In the meane whyle when t(- 

dinges was bzought that all thepz 

Houldiers were in Ceſars power to 

do with them what he liſt, they came 

rfining to Ariſkias, and told him that 
nothing had bene dons by commati- | 
dement of the counſcll, pzomiſing to 
make inquiſition fo; the goods that 
had bene ryffled, They ceaſed vppon 
the goods of Litanicus and bys 030- 
thers as fo2feited, and ſent commil/ 
ſtoners to Ceſarto make thep2 pur- 
gation : Ali-thewbych was done fo; 
none otherentent but to get they? 
people ont of hys bandes. Foz being 
defiled with ſo-heynous a crime,and 
ied wpth touetouſneſſe of the ion

that tbet bad gotten, bicauſe the caſe 
appertained to » andmozeouer 
being afrapd of puniſhment they bs 
an to conſuit ſecretly of warre,and 
ollicited thother citpes by ambaſſa- 
des. The whyche thepz doinges al⸗ 
though that Ceſar vnderſtode, pet he 
ſpake vnto their Commiilloners as 
gently as be could deniſe , ſaping he 
dad not any thyng the wozſe optmi6 
of ths whole Citp, foz thoſe thynges 
that the common people had done of 
lightneſTe foz want of ſkill, noz pet 
that be bare the Heduanes any leſſs 
good wpl than he did befoze. Loking 
in debe fo2 a greater (nſarrecion in 
Gallia,leaſt he myght be'beſet of all 
the Cityes at ones, he toke counſell 
after what ſozt he might depart fr6 
Gergouta, and gather together all 
his whole power agapne, that bis 
departure riſtag vpon-feare of rebel- 
lion, mpghbt not ſeeme a running a⸗ 
way. As ve was deulſing berof, there 
ſeemed a fptte occaſion to happen of 
bainging p matter vel to paſſe. F03 
as he came into hs leſſer ** 
Gy et 
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ging. Wherefo:e Uercingetoztr/had 
place. When Ceſar knew thys mat- 
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ſec holy the wozkes went koz warde 
be perceyned that the byl! where ys 
enempes tap, the whyche herecofaze 
could ſcarſlye be ſene to ̊ multitude 
that (warmed vppon it, was nowe 
quite naked and vopd of men. Mon⸗ 
dering at it, he demannded the cauſe 
of hys runnagates.of inham a great 
number reſoꝛti d ta him dap by dap. 
It was the opinton ot them all, (the 
whyche thing Ceſar underſtoode by 
bys ſpyes alſo) that the backe of the 
ſame byll was in maner a lenell 
round, but pet wood ana narrow,

ter, he ſent foozth diuera troopes at 
9 hozimen 
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ho2\men about bt ta the ſame 
place: commaſiding them ts caunge 
abzode enery where, ſommbat moze 
diſozderlye than they? tuſtome was 
to do. And in p dawning of the day. 
be wille a great deale of ſtuffe to be 

taken ont of the Camp, and the B1- 
lettozs wyth ſallets on they? heads, 
as it wers foz a ſhowe of yo;\men,to 
coaſt about the bylies. Among theis 
he appopntcd a fewe ho2ſemen to 
raunge (omwhat ab;ade fozthe grea 
ter appearance, bidding them fetchg 
a windlaſſe a great wape abont, and 
to make al toward one place. Theis 
tbinges migbt be ſene a far of out of 
the town(as in — 4 duer⸗ 
loked the camp very far) but it could 
not well be diſcerned ſo far ot, what 
it ſhoulde bee. Mozeoner be ſent one 
Legion bp the ſame fide of the hyll:

The. Galles miſtruſted the matter

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frengthning of the place. Ceſar per 
cepuing the camp of hys enempes to 
be emptp, rolled vp his banners, and 
bid the penons and anteſtgnes of his 
ſouldiers, and conueping bys ſouldi⸗ 
ers by lender companies out of hys 
greater camp into the leTer, to then- 
tent it ſhoulo not be perceiued oat of 
the towne, ſhewed the Lienetenants 
ofeuery Legion, what he wold haue 
done. Firſt and fozmoſt he gaue the 
charge, to holde in thep2 Souldſers, 
that neither fo2 deſter of feightinge 
no2hope ok ſpoile, thep ſtrated to far, 
Declaring vnto them what diſplea- 
ſure the diſadnauntage of the place 
might wozke them, the which might 
be auolded by [wtftnefſe and none o⸗ 
therwyle. He ſapd this attempt was 
to take thaduauntage of a pꝛeſent oc 
caſion offered, and not to geue bat- 
tell. When he hadde geuen thets in⸗ 
ſtructions, he gane a ſigne, and at 
the ſame tyme ſent bp the Peduanes 
by another wape on the ryght ſide of 
þ hl. The wal of the town was dil- 
tant from the plapne and from yu 
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firſt riſing of it, but a thouſande and 
two hũdꝛed paces outright, if there 
bad bene no windinges by the wap. 
Now loke how much they were fain 
to fetch about fo2 the caſter climbing 
of the hyll, ſo much was the length 
of thepz wap encreaſed. The Galles 
had dzawen alonge almoſt from the 
mpddes- of the bpll, as nere as the 

grounp wold ſuffer it, a wal of great 

one of ſir fote bygh , to ſtop our ſo⸗ 

deine irruptions: andleauing al the 

neather part bare, had repleniſhed al 

the vpper part of the byl, enen harde 

to the wall of the towne, wpth tents 

and pauilions as thick as one could 
be ſtrapned by another, Our ſouldp⸗ 
ers aſſone as the watchewo2d was 
geuen, ſtept quiklpe to the wall, and 
paſſing flightlye ouer it, tooke thzee 
Campes. And they made ſach ſpede 
in perfozming thep2 enterp2yle, that 
Theutomatus king of the Nittobzt- 
ges being take vnwares in bis tent, 
as he lap at reſt about midday wyth 
the vpper part of hys body bare, had 


much a do to wynd hymſelk ont of 5 


handes 
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banees of ſouldiers, that had enfrey 
fo2 ſpoile, ę yet bis hozſe was woun⸗ 
ded vnder bym. Ceſar bauinge ſped ' 
bis purpoſe, commannded the retreit 
to be blo wen, and ther with the ſtan⸗ 
der des of the tenth Legion (to which 
be had gen? ; warning befoze, Tode 
ſtil. But the lduldiers ot thotber Le⸗ 
ous bearing not'tbe ſeunde of the 
rumpet;bicauſe there-was a good 
great bottom betwpre theym, were 
neuertbeles by fthep2 Lieuetenantes 
and Parlhalles( as Ceſar had com- 
ROY _ backe = a time. yu 
continuance puffed bp wpth-bope 
of ſpedy vigo pe t the flight of they; 
enemies bran wyth tbeyz pꝛol⸗ 
perous ſucteſſe in fozmer battelles, 
they thought there was not hinge ſo 
far aboue reach} whereunto by their 
zoweſſe they were not able to at- 
ain: ſo that in toncluon they could 
not be ſtaped from purſe wing, vntil 
ſuche time as thep appꝛoched to the 
walles of the Towne. Mhan in all 
partes of the Citp there aroſe a erp, 
inſomuch that they wbpch _ — 
| Art her 
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farther of: diſqraſd wpth the-ſodefne- 
vp202e, and miſtruſting that they2 e⸗ 
nemyes had gotten wpebin the ga⸗ 
tes,ran be gs out of the town, 
And the maryed women caſting ap⸗ 
parell and monpe from the wal, and 
ananncinge themſclues wyth bare 
bꝛeſtes, belde dp their dandes fo the 
Romanes, beſechinge them to ſpare 
the, and thattbey wold not (as they 
had done at Auartcum)deſtrop bothe 
women and childzẽ. Diuers of them 
alſo ſliding do one the wall by they; 
bands, pelded themſelucs to the ſoul 
diers. Luc. Fabius a Centurion of 
the eighth legion (who the ſame day 
as it is knowen, ſayd to hys compa- 
ny that be was ſo enconraged wyth 
bys rewarde at Auaricum, that be 
wold not let it come te paſſe, that as 
ny man ſhould get vpon the wal'be- 
foze him, )takinge vnto him thzee of 
bis band, and being litted vp by the, 
ate vp bpon the wal. Theis in ttke 
pſe did he dzawe vp to him one afs 
ter another, In the meane wbple, 
they whych were reſozted to þ _ 
Art 8

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fide of the town(as J ſhewed befoze) 
to ſtrengthen it, aſſone as thei heard 
the firſt crpe, beinge alſo haſted from 
thence by diuers meflengers whbyche 
told them that the towne was taken 
by the Komanes,ſent theyzbozſmen 
thither befo2e,and folowed aſter the 
ſelues as thick as hoppes . As every 
of them came-firfte thyther, ſo tooke 
be bys place vnder the wall, and en- 
creaſed the number of his fellowes 
that were feighting; of whom ſuhen 
a great multptude was aſſembircd, 
the women that late befo;e-firetched 
their bandes to the Romanes from 
the wall, began to entreat their huſ⸗ 
bandes, and after the maner of Gal⸗ 
lia to ſhewe thepz heare looce about 
they: ſhoulders, and to bzyng they; 
child2en inte they: ſighte. The Ro- 
manes were bnequallpe + matched, 
both in place and number, and ther⸗ 
wythal being moꝛeduer weary with 
trauell in running and feigyting ſo 
long a ſpace, they could not eaſly ens 
dure agapnſt thepm that were freſhe 


and luſtpe. Ceſar when he ſaw bowe 
then⸗

thencounter was in an bnindſ{ferenc 
plate, and that the power of hys en- 
nemyes continually encreaſed , fea- 
5 — ſucceſſe of bis men, ſent to 
T. Sertius his Lieuetenant, whom 
be had left behind foz the defence of 
his greter camp,that wythout delap 
be hould bzing fozth dys Cohoztes, 
and ſet them in arap bnder the foote 
of the hyll on the rygbt hand of bys 
enempes, to thintent that if he ſawe 
dur men dziuen from their grounde, 
be ſhuld put ß enempes in (uch fear, 
as they ſhould bane leſſe libertpe to 
purſew them. And he btmſelirema- 
uing a littel fo ward with his legis 
ont of p place where he ſtode, abode 
to ſee what end thecofiter wold come 
onto. At ſuch time as the feight was 
ſharpeſt,and that the ennemyes tru- 
ſted to the place and their multitude, 
and our men in thepz manhode and 
p:owelſe:ſodeinly on the open ſide of 
our menne appeared the Hednanes 
who Ceſar had ſent bp on the ryght 
fide by another wape, ts thentent to 
tay the power of oure enemies front 
Dd. i. commyng 
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comming thither . Theis by reaſon 
of the likeneſſe of they2 armo2 , did 
greatly abaſh our men, & albeit they 
were knowen what they were by 
ſhowtng thep2 right ſhoulders bare, 
whych is wont to be a token of them 
that are at peace wpth vs: yet not⸗ 
withſtanding our ſouldiers thonght 
it had ben done by their enemies, to 
thetent to deceine them withal. The 
ſame time . S abius the Centurl6, 
t ſuth as had attaſned the wal wyth 
him, were encloſed and ſlain and caſt 
do lone from the wall. P. Petreius 
another Centurion of the ſame Le- 
gion, as he was about to bzeak open 
the gates, being oppzefſed ofthe mul 
titude and deſpairinge in himſclfe, 
and beſides that ſoze wounded in di⸗ 
vers places, ſaid to his companions 
that folowed him: Fozaſmache as J 
cannot ſaue mp ſelfe and pon too, J 
wyll at leaſte wyſe pꝛoupde fo2 the 
ſaufgard of pou, whom J being blin 
ded wpth deſier of vaine glozpe baue 
b:onght in daunger. Dirs ſaue pour 
ſelues whple you map. nnn, 
a

al be thzuffeth into the middes of his 
enempes, and ſleaing a couple out of 
band, dziueth the reſt ſomwohat from 
the gate. As hys men went about to 
delpe him, it is but follpe fo2 pou(ꝙ 
he) to goe about to ſaue mp lpfe, in 
whom both blond and ſtrength fap⸗ 
leth, and therfoze get pou bece while 
pou may, and reconer pour ſelues to 
the Legion. Feighting in this wiſe, 
within a whple after he fell downe, 
and wyth hys owne death ſaued the 
liues of hys men. Dure men beings 
ouerlapd on all ſides, wyth the loſſs 
of.rlvi. Centurions were thꝛowen 
do bone from the place. Nenerthcleſſe 
the tenth Legion wypche ſtode foz a 
tale in a ground ſomwhat moe in⸗ 
different, ſtopped the Galles as they 
folowed the chace verpe whotlpe. At 
the receit of them againe ſtoode the 
Cohoꝛtes of the. riff. Legion, whych 
T. Sertius the Lieuetenaunt had 
brought out of the leſſer Camp, and 
placed in a higher ground. Aſſone as 
p Legtons came vpon platne groũd, 
they turned their faces with dilplaid 
Dd. ii. banners 
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banners vpon theyz ennemies: Any 
Uercingetozir wythdzewe hys men 
from the fote of the mountaine, into 
they; foztifications. The ſame days 
we loft littei teſe then ſeuf hundzed 
of our ſouldiers. The next day Ceſar 
calting hys army befoze op. repos 
ued the raſhnefſe and gredines of his 
ſouldiers, in that thep toke bpon the 
to be ter; owne maiſters howe far 
they ſhould go, oz what they had fo 
doe, and in that they would neyther 
na themſelnes whe the retreit was 
blo wen, noꝛ ſuffer theymſelues to be 
kept in ozder by theyz Parchals and 
Lienetenants, Be declared bnto the 
what the diſaduauntage of a place 
might do, and what he had counſel- 
led the at Auaricum, where findinge 
bys ennempes wythout a Captapne 
and without hezfemen; he bad let an 
aſſured victoꝛp ſlip out of hys hands, 
and all fo2 doubt leaſt neuer ſo littel 
loſe might happen in thencounter, 
by meanes of the dyſadnauntage of 
the ground. As much as he commen 
ded the hanlt conrages of them, = 
| n 


oz haultnes of courage. Mhẽ be had 


not tbe fo2tifications of the campes, 
not the beſghth of the Pountaine, 
no: the wall of the towne was able 
to ſtap:ſo much agapn he diſailewed 
theyꝛ diſozder and arrogancye , that 
they thought theſelues. able to foze⸗ 
ſee moze as conceruinge the viaozye 
and the ſequele ot things: than their 
Graundcaptetn:foz be thought that 
modeſtpe and obediens was no leſle 
requiſite in a ſouldier, than manbod 


made this ozation vnto them, and in 
the latter end encouraged them that 
they ſhould not foz this occaſion bee 
diſquyetted in minde, no2 attribute 
that to þ manhod of thenemy, which 
bad happened thzough the Maduaũ⸗ 
tage of the place, being of þ ſame opi 
nian foz big ſetting fozth yp he was of 
befoze,be led bis legios out of þ cap, 
Eſet them in o2der of battel in a mete 
plate. When he ſame be could neuer 
themoꝛs thereby allure Uorcingeto- 
rir into the indifferent grounde, be 
made alight ſkirmiſh. with his hoꝛſ⸗ 
men(but that pzoſperouſly), and con 
Dd. iii. ueped 
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neyed bis armye into they2 Camp a- 
gayne. Bauinge done as mucde the 
nert dap, deming it ſutficiẽt to abats 
tbe bzaggyng of the Galles, and to 
harten his ſouldiers againe, be diſ⸗ 
lodged from thence agaynf the He- 
duanes,and pet wold not hys enne⸗ 
myes even then purſewe bim. The 
thirde daye he repapred the Bzidges 
vpon the riuer CE lauer, and paſſed o⸗ 
uer his army; There falling in com⸗ 
munication wyth Uiridomarus and 
Cpozedoztr Heduans, be vnderſtode 
+ howeLitauicns wpth all bis hozſe- 

men was gone to ſiy2 the Heduanes 
to rebellion. Wherfoze it was nede⸗ 
full that thep went befoze, to keeps 
the CityEin obedience . Leſar albeit 
that by many ways he perfectly now 
vnderſtode the falſehod of the Pedu- 
anes , and: that by the departure of 
thoſe that were with him he thought 
the whole City wold make the moze 
haſt to rebell, yet notwpthſtandinge 
be thought it not good to kepe them 
ſtyl, le aſt he ſhoulo eyther ſeme to do 
them wong, oz geue them _—_ — 


thinke he ſtoode in feare of them. At 
thep2 departure, he b:tefiye reherſed 
vnto them boys deſertes towarde the 
Heduanes, as namely at howe lowe 
an ebbe he had found them, peſtered 
bp in thepꝛ Townes, amerced wpth 
the loſſe of their landes, bereft of all 
they2 men of warre, charged with a 
tribute, conſtreined to geue hoſtages 
with as mach ſhame as could be:and 
to what good foztune , and to hows 
great pzeferment he bad aduaunced 
the: inſomuch that they bad not on- 
ly recouered their afictent eſtate, but 
alſo (as it wel appeared) had aſpired 
to ſuche dignitpe and eſtimation, as 
they neuer knewe of in times paſt, 
Wyth tbis leo he gaus them leaue 
to depart. There wag a town of the 
Heduanes called Nopoune that ſtode 
bppon the river of Lopze in a conue- 
nient place. Ppther had Ceſar con⸗ 
ueped al y hoſtages of Gallia,grain, 

common thzeaſure,and a you part 

ofthe furniture as well of bpmſelfe 

as of hys army, Pither had be ſent a 

gceate number of hozſes, bought be-

The ſeuenth booke of 
koze in Spaine and Italp, purpoſely 
fo: this warre. Mhen Epozedozir 
and Uiridomarus came thit yer, and 
vnderſtode the ſtate of the City, how 
the Heduanes had recepued Litaut- 
cus at x Bibzacte, whych is a towns 
of chicfe authozity among them: and 
that Conuictolitane the Pagiſtrate 
and a great part of the Senate were 
come thyther to hym: and that am- 
baſfadozs by publike aſſt were ſent 
to Uercingetozir to conclude peace 
and fredſhip with him:they thought 
that ſuch an opoztunitye was not to 
bs let lippe. And therfoze ſleaing the 
kepers of Roulsdunum, and al ſuch 
às came thither to. bye and ſell, they 
parted the hozſes and thzeaſure a- 
mong them, thei cauſed the hoſtages 
of the Cityesto be tonueped to the 
Magiſtrate to Bibzacte:the town it 
fclf(bicanſe thei thought themſelues 
not able to kepe it) theꝝ ſet on fier, to 
thentet the Romanes ſhuld haue ns 
ood ofit;aſmuch ofþ grain as could 
8 ſhipped the ſodeine,they ca- 
ried a wap:the reſt they either w_ —

into the Kiner, oz els burned it:they 
themſelues lenſed men out of þ nerf 


wardes glonge the Rincr of Lopze, 
and ſent fo:th hozſmen to raunge o- 
ner all the coat; to thentent to cauſe 
vs to be afraid, if peraduenture they 
might kepe the Komanes from vic- 
taa(9,02els bzing them toſolow an 
ebbe thꝛoughe penurpe,as that they 
might be able to dzine theym out of 
the Conntrye, The whiche hope of 
theirs was greatip furthered, in that 
the riyer of oe was ryſen ſo high 
wyth ſnow, that there was not any 
foo2d to paſſe at, When Ceſar knew 
of theis thinges , be thought it mete 
fo make (pede, t to attempt to make 
Bzidges, to thentent be might en⸗ 
counter with them;befoze any grea⸗ 
ter power were thyther aſembled, 
Foz as to alter bys purpoſe, and to 
turne bys ioznep inte Pꝛouince, he 
thoght it behoued him not at 5 time 
ſo to do:partipe bicauſe the inkampe 
and diſhenoz at᷑ the dede, f the moun 
tayne Gebenna wbych was *

Pꝛouinces, and (et garriſons and 
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bim and thecofitry,and the crabbed⸗ 
nes of the wapes were a let to hym: 
but ineſpeciallp foz that he was ſ0:8 
afraid fo; Labienus, who was diſſe⸗ 
nered from him, and fo2 the Legions 
that he had ſent foozth vnder hym. 
Wherekfoze takpnge bnmeaſurable 
great fourneyes night and dap, con⸗ 
trarp to thopinſon of all me he came 
to the riuer of Lop2e: x finding there 
a fooꝛd by hys hozſmen ſach a one as 
wold ſerue the turne in ſuch a tyme 
of neceſſi:pe, (foz thep could haue no 
moze but they2 ſhoulders and armes 
free aboue the water to wielde their 
barneſſe and weapons wpthall)pla- 
ting his hoꝛſmẽ on ech fide to bzeake 
the ko te of the ſtreame, he ſo abaſ⸗ 

ſhed hys ennemies at the firſte ſight, 

that he paſſed hys armp ſauflpe:and 

finding plentp of cone and cattel in 

the fielbes, he furnpſhed hps armye 

therewyth,and tooke hys io2nep to- 

ward p Senones, Whilethets thin⸗ 
ges were in dopng wyth:Ceſar,La- 
bienus leauinge at Agendicum the 


ſupplement of Souldters that came 
lately

lately out of Italy, to thentent they 
ſhould be a defence to the carpages, 
went wypth fow2e Legions to Lute- 
tia, whych is a towne of the Pariſi⸗ 
ans ſituate in an Jland of the Kiuer 
of Seane. Whole comminge beinge 
knowe to the enemy, a great power 
reſozted thither out of p Cities ther 
about. The gouernment of p whole 
hoſt was committed to Camuloge - 
nus an Aulerk , who albeit he were 
almoſt wythered fo2 age, pet fo2 his 
finguler knowledge in feats of war, 
he was called to that honoz. He per- 
te iuing that the Lake which falleth 
into Seane was neuer dꝛye but kept 
alwapes at one beighth, and that it 
greatly anoled al that quarter, ſetled 
bimſelf there, intending to kepe our 
men from paſſing ouer. At þ fpaſt La 
blenus wet about to make Uinets, 
t to fil vp the lake with hurdles and 
turfe, & to fozce away to paſſe ſaufly 
ouer,but whe be percepued it was to 
difficult a matter to bing to paſſe, he 
went ſecretly out ot hys camp in the 
thyzds watche,and came to 2

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þ ſame wap that he had gone thenee. 
It is a town of p Senones fading 
in an Jland of Seane, as we ſapde a 
litteli befoze of Lutetia , There ta- 
king about fiftye Barges, and faſte⸗ 
ning them quickly together, and put 
ting bis ſouldtiers in thepm, he lo a- 
mazed the Towneſmen wypth the 
ſtraungenes of the matter, of whom 
the greater part had bene alredy cal-

led gut to the warres, that he tooke 


i 


the Towne wpthout reſitence; and 
repapzing the bzidge which hys ene- 
mies had b2oken certapne dayes be⸗ 
foze,conneped ouer hys :mp:4 kept 
on his foznep downe the ffreame to⸗ 
ward Lufetta. His enemies haupng 
knowledge of the matter by ſuch as 
fled from Pelune,confmaundedLits 
tetia to be burned , and the bzpdges 
of the towne to be cat downe: «+ they 
tbemſelues remouing from the lake 
that was vpon tbe bank of the riner 
of Seane, encamped directly ouer a- 
gapnſt Lutetfa in the face of Labie⸗ 
nus Camp, By this time thep heard 
that Ceſar was diflodged from Ger- 


go⸗ 
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gonſa,and rumozs were bzought of 
the rebelling of the Heduanes , and 
of the pꝛoſperous inſurrects of Gal⸗ 
lia. And nowe the Galles in theyz 
talke aſared themſelues foz a troth, 
that Ceſar beinge ſtopped of bis ioz⸗ 
ney, and of paſſage ouer Lopze, was 
dziuen foz want of cozne to make to⸗ 
warde Pzoupnce. The people of 
Beawuops alſo who of themſelues 
had befoze times bene diſlopall, bea⸗ 
rynge that the Þednanes had rebels 
led, began to rapſe men, and pꝛepare 
fo; the war openly, Then Labienus 
in ſo great alteration of things, per⸗ 
cepued that it behoued hym to wozk 
far otherwpſe, thi he had heretotoze 
done, eve er ſtudied he nowe anye 
moze how to conquer anye thing, oz 
bowe he might egge his enemies to 
oncounter,but how he might connep 
again bs army ſaufto Agendicum, 
Foz on thone ſide,the me of Beaws 
noys(which City is reputed in Gal⸗ 
lia to be of very great fozce) were re⸗ 
dy to fit on hs ſky2tes 2: and agapne 
Camulogenus held thotherſide _ 
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bys army redpe and well furnpched: 
Mozeouer there was a great Ryner 
betwene him and home, ſo that bys 
army could nepther reconer to thepz 
garriſo,noz come by their ſtuſte and 
cariages. Being beſet vppon the ſo- 
dein with ſo many diffreſſes, he ſaw 
there was no helpe to be ſought, but 
by valiantnes of courage. Bereupon 
he called a counſel toward the Eue⸗ 
ning, and erhozting thepm to put in 
execution diligentip and polletique⸗ 
ly ſuche thynges as be ſhoulde com- 
maund them, be appopnted the Ro- 
mane hoꝛſemen to take the Barges 
ſingle that he had bzought from Pe⸗ 
lune, and aſſoone as the firft watche 
were ended, to go thep2 wapes wytb 
them a fow2e miles down p ſfreame 
wythout any nopſe, and there to a- 
bide hys comming. Flue Cohoztes 
which he thought leſt able to endure 
the bꝛũt of battel, he left behind him 
to kepe his Campe. Thother fine of 
the ſame legion, he commaunded to 

go vp the ſtreame about midnight, 

wyth al the ſtutfe and cariages — 

a grea 
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x great nopſe. Alſo he gate together 
botes , and cauſed them to be rowed 
bp the ſtreame wyth muche nopſe of 
beating wyth the ozes. He bymſelf a 
littel while after, went fo2th ſecretly 
wyth thze Legions toward the ſame 
place where hee commaunded the 
Barges to ariue. M be he came thi⸗ 
ther,itfoztuned by means of a great 
ſtozme whpch roſe ſodenlpe:that the 
ſcoult watch of our enempes as they 
were placed alog the bankes on both 
ſides of the Kiuer , were ſurp2yſed 
bnwares by our men: and both oure 
fotemen and hozſmen by the lerupce 
of the Romane hozſemen whom he 
had appointed to haue the dooing of 
the matter, were quickly ferrried o⸗ 
ner. Almoſt at one inſtant a littel bs 
koze dap light, tidings was bzought 
to the enemy, that contrary to thep3 
cuſkome,the Komanes made an bp- 
roze in their camp, and that a great 
company was going bp the ſtreame, 
and a great noiſe of Ozes heard that 
way, and that a littell beneath, men 
of warre were ferrying ouer in Bars 

ges. 
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ges. When they had heard this, foz⸗ 
Amach as they thought that the Le⸗ 
gtons were paſſing in tbꝛee places, 
and that al of the fronbled wyth the 
rebellion of the Þeduanes, 282 
themſelues to ande, they alſo _ 
ded their army into thze partes. Foz 
leauing a conuentent number fo2 de- 
fence againſt onre camp, they ſent a 
ſmall bande toward * Þettoledum, 
which ſhould p2ocede no farther thi 
they ſaw the Botes go, and with all 
the reſt of their power thep went a- 
gainſt Labienus. By the bzeake of 
dap, bothe all our men were ferried 
Buer,and the battell of our enemyes 
appere d wythin ſight. Labienus has 
uing entouraged his ſouldiers to be 
mindfull of their auncient pzoweſſe, 
and of ſo manye pzoſperous fieldes 
that they had fought, and to thynke 
wyth themſelues that Cefar ( bnder 
whoſe banner they had many a time 
and often foiled their enemies, ) was 
there pꝛeſent, be bade blow bp to the 
battell. At the firſt encounter, on the 
right wing where the ſeuenth Legi⸗ 
on 
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on ſtode, oure ennemies were dꝛiuen 

backe and put to flighte: on the lefte 

wyng, (whycbe place the xb. Legion 
held, ) albeit that the fpzif rankes of 
our enempes were ſtriken thzoughe 
wyth Dartes and fell downe deade, 
yet neuertheles the reſt ſtode earneſt⸗ 
ly at defente, and there was not any 
man that made countenance to run 
his wap. The Capteine Camuloge- 
nus himſelfe was euer at hande, and 
encouraged them: While the vicozp 
hung pet in doubtfull ballance. The 
Parſpals of the vii. Legion hearing 
what was done in the lefte wpnge, 
ſhcwed the Legion at the backe of 
they enemies, and aduaunced their 
banners agaynſt theym. Pet foz all 
that, there was not anpe man euen 
at that time that fozſoake his ground, 
but were all encloſed rounde about 
and laine euerpchone. Camuloge⸗ 
nus alſo tooke ſuche foztune as hys 
ſouldiers did. Holde they that were 
lefte fo2 defence agapnſte Labienus 
camp, when they beard that the bat- 
tell was loyned, went to ſuccoz their 
Ce.t, fellowes, 
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fellowes,and tooke a hill: but they 
were not able to wythſtand the fozce 
of dur ſouldiers, ſpecially ny 
quero2s, So intermedling thelelneg 
wyth the reſt of thep2z company that 
fled, al ſuch fozaſmnch as there werg 
neyther woodes no2 mountapnes tg 
hyde them, they were al ſlaine. Mh 
Labienus had diſpatched this mat⸗ 
ter, he returned to Agedicum where 
the ſtuffe of p whole army was left, 
and from thence he tame with al his 
power bnto Ceſar. Upb knowledge 
that the Heduanes rebelled,the war 
was encreaſed : Ambaſſades were 
diſpatched into all partes: as far as 
eyther thep2 fauoz, authozitp. o mo- 
ny was able to ſtretch, they ireined 
themſelnes to ſollicit the Cityes. a 
uinge gotten into they2 handes the 
hoſtages that Ceſar had beſtowed as 
mong them, they put the nenters in 
feare that they would put them to 
death. The Heduanes requeſted Uer 
cingetozix that he wold come to the, 
and conſult wpth them foz thozber of 
the warre, When they had 3 

| ther 
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they? requeſt, they ſewed to haue the 
chief doing comitted to themſelues: 
and they bzought the matter ſo farre 
in controuerſp, that a counſell of all 


Gallia was called at x Bibzace, to 


the which place reſo2ted great num - 
bers of people from al quarters,and 
the matter was putte to voptces: bp 
which it was concluded generallye, 
that — tozir ſhuld be Graũd⸗ 
capteine ſtyll. From thys counſell 
were abſent the men of Khemes, ths 
Lingones, and the Treuires . The 
men of Rhemes and the Lingones 
were awaye bycauſe thep cleaned to 
the frendſhippe of the Romanes:the 
Treutres by reaſon they were farre 
diſtant, and were infeſted by p Ger⸗ 
manes, whyche was the cauſe, that 
they came not of all the tyme of the 
warre, noz ſent anye ayde to anye of 
bothe partyes, The Hednanes tooke 
the matter verpe heauilpe that they 
were ſet beſide the ſouereintpe: they 
lamented the chaũge of thep2 eſtate, 
wyſhinge that Ceſar would pardon 
them, And pet hauing enterpzpſed þ 
4 Ce.it, war 
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warre already, they durſt not wyth⸗ 
dꝛa bo thẽſelues to take counſel alone 
from the reſt. Epozedozix and Miri⸗ 
domarus pong gentelmen of greate 
towardnes , coulde ill abide to be at 
the commaundement of Uercinge- 
tozix. Yowbeit hee commaunded all 
thother Cities to geue bim pledges, 
and wylled them to bzinge them in 
by a day, Ouermoꝛe he bade that all 
thepꝛ hoꝛſmen to the number of, rv, 
thouſand ſhould wyth all ſpede poſ- 
ſible reſo2t hither to him. As foz fote 
men he ſayd he wold content himſelf 
wyth thoſe that he had alreadpe: fo: 
he wold nepther try the courteſpe of 
foztune,no2 put the matter to a pyt- 
ched field: But fozaſmuch as he had 
ſo good ſtoze of hozlemen, it was an 
eaſp matter to compaſſe, to pꝛohibit 
the Romanes from fetchinge cozne 
and foꝛrage, ſo that they could finde 
in theyꝛ hearts to abide the deſtrop⸗ 
ing of thep2 owne cozne and the bur⸗ 
ning of they2 owne houſes, though 
loſſe of which their p2tuate goodes, 
thep ſawe they ſhoulde attaine — 
reinty 


reintp and Itbertp fo2 ener. When he 
had ſet thpngs thus at a ſtap, he com 
maunded the Heduanes and Secu⸗ 
ſianes whych were bozderers vppon 
the Pꝛouince, to find him ten thon⸗ 
ſandfootemen,and fo2 an ouerplus, 
epgbt hundꝛed hoz\men,ouer whom 
he made captein the bzother of Cpo- 
redozir, commaundtug him to make 
war vppon the people of Allobzogi⸗ 
ans, Dn thother ſide he ſent the Ga- 
bales together wpth the nerte hun⸗ 
dꝛeds of Auverne againſt the Helui⸗ 
ans: and the Ruthenes t Cadurkes 
to waſt the boꝛders of the Wolces in 
Arminacke. Neuertheleſe by ſecret 
meſlages and ambaſſages he ſollici⸗ 
teth the Allobzogians, whoſe min⸗ 
des he hoped were not pet quietted 
ſpns the laſt war. Unto their noble 
men he pꝛomiſed monpe, and to the 
City, the ſuperioꝛity of al the whole 
countrye . Foz a defence agaynt all 
theis chafices , were pꝛouided befoze 
hand two # twentpe Cohoztes. The 
whych being rayſed out of the verye 
Pꝛouince, were by the Lienetenant 
Ht Ee. iii. v. Ceſar 
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A. Ceſar in all places ſet as a Bul⸗ 
warke againſt the enemy, The Hel- 
uians of their owne bead encounte- 
ryng wpth their bozderers, were put 
to the wozſe, and wpth ß loſe of the 
2ince of their Citpe C. Ualerins 
enotaur? the ſon of Caburus and 
manpe other that were lapne in the 
field, were dziuen to take their wal- 
led Townes. The Allobzogtans pla 
cing diuers garriſons vpd the Riner 
of Khone, defended their bozders 
wyth great care and diligens. Ceſar 
bicauſe he perceyued hys enemies to 
be better furniſhed of hoz\men than 
Himſelf, and that all the wapes were 
fo foʒlapd, that he could not be relie⸗ 
ned wpth any thing out of Pꝛouince 
o Italpe, ſent suer the Rhine into 
Cermanpe, vnto thoſe Cities which 
thother peres befoze he had paciſted, 
and demaũded of them hoz\men.,and 
fotemen light harneſſed which were 
wont to feight amongeſt them. At 
they; comming , fozalmuche as they 
bad not ſo handſome bhozſes, he toke 
the hozſeg fro the Parchals and — 
man 
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mane hoz\men , and from ſuch as be 
bad raiſed bpon the ſodeine , and di⸗ 
ſtributed them among þ Germanes. 
In the meane time that thets things 
were a doing, the fotemen out of Aus 
nerne and the hoz\men that were ens 
{opned to all Gallia aſſembled toge- 
ther. The number of theis men of 
war being bery huge whe they were 
come together, at ſuche time as Ce- 
ſar was paſſing toward p Sequanes 
by the bttermoſt bozders of Lagres, 
that be might the eallper ſaccoz the 
— preand Uercingetozix lodged in 
thꝛer campes about ten mples of frd 
the Komanes,and calling to coũſell 
the Capteines of hys hozfemen , he 
tolde them the time of victozpe was 
come: fo the Komanes were flpinge 
into Pzoutnce, and glad to get them 
out of Gallia. The whyche ſuffpyſed 
to obtein libertie foz the pꝛeſẽt time, 
but littel oz nothing auailed, to keps 
peace and quietnes in time to come. 
Foz thep wold retarne agapne with 
a greater power, and neuer make an 


end of the warre, And therfaze nowe 
Ec. itt. was 
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was time to ſet vppon them, whple 
thep were troubled wpth their cari⸗ 
ages. Fo: if the fotemen aduentured 
to reſcow thep2 goodes, and made a⸗ 
np tartence about it, they coulde not 
continue on their ioꝛnep. Againe pf 
kozſakinge their cartages(whyche be 
belcued wolde rather come to paſſe) 
they had regard to thep2 ltues, thep 
muſt nedes be ſpoyled bothe of they; 
furniture and of thepꝛ honoz. Foz as 
touching his enempes hoꝛſmen, they 
myght well aſſure themſelues that 
none of the durſt be ſo bolde as ones 
to put hys head out of þ battell. Che 
which thing to thentent they mpght 
with better courage attempt, he ſaid 
he wold ſtand befoze his Cap in bat⸗ 
tel rap, with al his whole power to 
put his enemies in feare. The hozſ⸗ 
men crped ont all at ones, that a ſo⸗ 
lemne othe onght to be taken of the, 
that heſhould not be recetued vnder 
anpe roofe, noꝛ haue recourſe to hys 
chyldzen, noꝛ to bps parentes, noꝛ to 
hys wpkfe,that had not twyce at the 
leaſt, rode thzongh the battell of his 
enemies, 
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enemies. Mhen the matter was a⸗ 
greed vppon and euerpe man put to 
bys othe, the nert day ſeuering their 
— into thzee battels, twoo of 
them ſhelved them lelues on the two 
ſides,and the thyꝛd meeting bs face 
to face aſſafd to ſtop vs of our ioznep. 
The whych thyng when Ceſar hard 
of, deulding hys hozſemen likewyſe 
into thze troopes, he cõmaunded the 
to pzocede agapnlt thepꝛ ennemies. 
Al the th2e battels fonght at one in⸗ 
ſtant, Our battell of footemen ſtode 
cloſe together, and receiued the cari⸗ 
agcs inamong the Legions. Looke 
whereſocuer our men ſemed to be in 
daunger oz to ſoze lapde at, thyther 
Ceſar wylled the ſanderdrs to be ad 
uaunced, and the battel tobe turned 
that wape. The whiche thinge was 
both a ſtop to the ennemies that they 
could not purſew, and a ſo an encou 
ragement to oure men wyth hope of 
ſucco2, At the length the Germanes 
on the right fide gettinge the top of 
the hyll, dzane thep2 enemies down, 
and folowpnge the chace vpon —_ 

ard 
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hard fo the riuer where Mereingeta⸗ 
rix abode with his battel of foteme, 
flew manye of them. When the reit 
erceiued that, fearinge to be enclas 
ed about, they tooke them to flight, 
Tha was there nothing but flaugh- 
ter in al places. Thzce of the chieteſt 
of the nobility of the Heduanes were 
b2ought p2planers bnto Ceſar: Cot- 
tus the Lieaetenant af the hozſmen 
who at the laſt eleaion tode compe⸗ 
titoʒ agapnſt Conuigolitane. Caua- 
rill who after the reuolting of Lita- 
uicus became captepne of the foote⸗ 
men, and Epoꝛedoꝛix who befoze the 
comming of Ceſar had ben Captein 
Generall of the Beduanes in theyz 
warres againſt the Sequanes. After 
that all hys hozſemen were put to 
flight, UMercingetozix retiring wpth 
bys armpe in the ſame o2der that he 
had ſet thepm befoze hys camp, bega 
fozthwpth to take bis (oznep toward 
Aleria a towne of the Bandublans, 
tcõmaunding his ſtuffe to be bzought 
out the campe wyth all ſpeede, and 
to folow after him, Ceſar „

hys carſages in the nert hil, and lea- 
aing there two Legions fo2 the de⸗ 
fence of them, folowed after him as 
far as the time of the dape wold ſur⸗ 
fer, and when be hadde lapne fo the 
number of a thꝛee thouſand oz there⸗ 
abouts of his enemies that were in p 
rere ward, p nert day after he pitched 
bs Camp befoze Alexia. When he 
bad viewed the ſituacion of þ town, 
and put his enemies in feare,bicauſe 
theyꝛ boz\men(tn whyche part of the 
armpe they put greateſt truſte) were 
put to flyght, encouraging bys ſoul- 
diers to the woozke,be began to caſk 
a trenche about Alexia. The towne 
(tſelf Node vpon the top of an hyll in 
a very bigh place, that it ſeemed not 
poſſible to be won, but by continew⸗ 
ance of ſtege. At the fote of the ſayde 
bil ran two riuers on two ſides ther⸗ 
of. Befoze the towne was a plapn of 
a thze miles long. On al other parts 
the to lone was enutroned wyth + 
vers hyls all ofa like heigbth, diſtat 
a good pꝛetpe ſpace one fro another. 
Under the wall, as mach of the byll 
as 
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as was foward the ſanne ryſing, the 
Galles had whollpe occupped wyth 
they2 tenfes, 4 bad dzawen a trench 
and a wall of fone wpthout-mozter 
of ſtr foote in hefghth all the wape. 
The compaſſe of that foztification 
whyche the Romanes were about, 
was elenen miles. Their tents were 
pytched in places conuenient, e there 
were rered thzee and twenty caſtles, 
in the whych men warded al the dap 
time, that there ſhuld not be any ſa- 
ly made out vpon the ſodein: and the 
ſame in the night ſeaſon were kept 
with a ſtrong watch and ward to de 
fend them. At the begpynninge of the 
woozke , there was an encounter 
of hozſemen in the playne that wee 
ſpake of befo2ze of thꝛee miles longe 
betwene the hylles. Great pꝛoweſſe 
was ſhewed on bothe partes. When 
gur men were in anpe daunger, Ce 
ſar ſent in the Germanes to thep: 
reſcow , and placed his footemen in 
battell rap befo2e his camp, leaſt the 
kootmen of hys enemies ſhuld ſoden⸗ 


ly bzeake out bpon them, Pure men 
* per⸗ 
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perceiuing that the Legions ffoode 
readpe to reſcowe them, tooke heart 
bato them: inſomuch that oure ene- 
mies being put to flight, did hynder 
one another wyth they2 multitude, 
and peſtred themſelnes in getting in 
at p narrow gates. The Germanes 
chaſed them egrely ene bard to theyz 
foztifications. Great flaughter was 
made;and many fozſaking their bo: 
ſes, went about to paſſe the dyche, 
and to climbe ouer the wall. Ceſar 
commaunded bis Legions whom he 
had ſet befoze the Rãpper, to auaũte 
theſelues fomwhat fozward. Whers 
at the Galles that were within hold, 
were no lefſe troubled tha thep that 
were wpthout., Foz they thought 
that we bad made toward them, and 
therupon cryed by and by to harnes, 
and diners of theym fo2 feare ruſhed 
into the towne . Uercingetoztr bade 
ſhet the gates, that the Campe were 
not left naked. The Germanes after 
they bad flafne a greate number of 
men, and taken a greate ſozt of hoz- 


les,retired, Uercingetozir tooke ad- 
ulce 
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wice to ſende away all bys hozfemen 
by nighte, befoze the Romanes had 
finiſhed their foztifications. At thep3 
departure, he gaue them comanunde- 
ment, that enerp man ſhould repatre 
bome to his own country, and tbzuſt 
foozth to the warres , all that ener 
were of peares able to beare armoz. 
Me putteth them in remembzance of 
bys benefites toward them, deſiring 
them hartelp that they would bane 
regard of his welfare,and not aban- 
don him into the handes of bys ene- 
mies to bee put to tozture , who had 
ſo wel deſerued in ſeking the liber 
of al Gallta:cofidering that thzoug 
their negligens fowerſcoze thouſand 
choſen men were like to periſh with 
bim. Uppon accompt taken, he ſapde 
be had cone ſcarſe ſufficient to fynd 
them. rrr.dapes: Nenertheles wpth 
ſpartng be thought be ſhould be able 
to dzawe it out ſomwhat further in 
length. When he dad genen theym 
this warning, he ſendeth awaye bys 
bo:ſmen ſecretiy in the ſecond watch 
by that way whither our wozk = 
N

not pet bought, E commannded all 
the graine to be bzought vnto him, 
bpon papn of death to ſach as wers 
diſobedient. The Cattell wherof the 
Pandublans bad dziut᷑ thither great 
ſoze , be diſtributed by the poll: the 
grayne he purpoſed to gene out by 
meaſure ſparelpe, and by a [fttell at 
ones: al bis army wbych be bad pla- 
ted wythout the walles, be receined 
into the towne. After this ſo2t be ads 
d:eſſed himſelf to abide the ſnccoz of 
the Galles, and to take o2der fo2 the 
war.Ceſar hauing knowledge here⸗ 
of by ſache as fled bnto him and by 
bys pziſoners , began a foztiſtcation 
of this ſozt . Be dzewe a diche of. xx. 
foote with ſtreight ſides: that looks 
bowe muche diſtance was betweng 
the vppermoft bzewes of the dyche, 
ſo b:zoade alſo was it in the bottom: 
All his other foztifications be with⸗ 
dꝛew CCCC.foote from that diche, 
He dpd it foz thys purpoſe, that foz⸗ 
bicauſe he was dztuen of neceſlitp to 


take in ſo greate a groundo , as that 
bes whole wozks thoulde not ralys | 
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be beſet rounde about, no; bys ene- 
mye come daſtelpe wpth anpe great 
number to his foztifications , epther 
on the ſodeyne oz in the night time: 
o2 be able to thzowe Dartes at oure 
me as they were buſp at their wozke 
in the dap time. Thps (apd ſpace of 
CCCC.fote being left out, he dzew 
two other diches of rv. foote bzoade 
a piece of the ſame depth:of the whi- 
che he filled the innermoſt wpth wa- 
ter conueped from the Rypner by the 
plapne and lowe bottomes. Behynd 
them he caſt bp a mount and a Ram 
pier of rii. foote . The wbych alſo be 
coped,e (ct bp Battylmentes vppon 
it, wpth great fozked poſtes ſtpcking 
Out at the lopning of the loopeboles 
and the Battilmentes, to hinder the 
coming bp of thenemy. Pozeouer be 
rered bp tow2es rofid about þ wozk, 
Irrr. fote diſfat one fro another, We 
were d:tue at that time to this extre⸗ 
mitp both to fetch in timber & grain, 
and alſo to make ſo great foztifica- 
tions all at ones, wherby our armye 


was diminiſhed by going karre from 
our 
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dur oP, And oftentimes þ Galles 
wold be buſy with onre wozkes, and 
make ſaltes vpd vs fozctbly at manp 
gates at ones. Wherefoze Ceſar 
thought it connentent to adde ſome⸗ 
what to theis wozkes, whereby they 
might be defeded with lelle number 
of ſouldiers. And hereappon cutting 
of fro þ bodies of trees ſuch boughes 
as were not very ſtrong, and ſetting 
the toppes of them freight and ma- 
king thepm verpe ſharpe , he cauſed 
long diches to be dzawen of fine fots 
depe: the trees being put into theis 
diches , and faſtened in the bottome 
that they ſhuld not be pulled vp, ſf{c- 
ked out wyth thepz boughes, There 
were fpne rowes of them iopned and 
twyſted one wythin another, ſo that 
whoſoener ventured in, muſt nedes 
goze them ſelues bppon the ſharps 
pointes of the ſtakes. Theis thep ter 
med by the name of ſtockes. WBefozs

theis were digged in rowes inden- ⸗ 


ted chequer wiſe of fpne pointes, pits 
of th;ee foote depe growpnge flops 
wiſe ſom what narrower toward the 


Ff.t, bottoms 
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bottom than aboue. Wherefn wers 
pytched round flakes of the bigneſe 
ofa mans thyghe , ſharpened aboug 
and hardened in the fler, in ſuch mas 
ner that thep ſtycked not paſt fowe 
fingars aboue the grounde. And to 
thentent they would tand the ſtrög⸗ 
lier and ſurer, euerp one of the were 
rammed wpth earth thze fote aboug 
the bottom of the pit. The reſt of the 
pit was conered ouer wyth twigges 
and bꝛuſhe, to byde the conuepance 
wythall. Of tbys ſezt were dzawen 
out eyght rowes wyth tbzee fote diſ- 
ſtance betwene eche of them. Thys 
denyſe bicanſe of the likeneſſe of it 
to a Lilly,they called a lillp. Befoze 
theis were faſtened altogether with 
in the grounde ſcatteringlpe euerpe 
Where wpth alittell ſpace betwpre 
them, ſtakes of a fote long ſtickt full 
of Jron hokes, and theis they called 
gaddes. After that Ceſar Had fini⸗ 
ſhe» tbeis thinges, folowpng the le- 
uelleſt ground he coulde finde as the 
nature of the 2 gaue, be tooke in 
fowertene miles compalſe, wy — 
N niihe 
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niched it wytb like kindes of foztifi- 
cations, on the outer ide of theis, a- 
gapnſt the foꝛreine ennempe, ſo that 
not euen wyth a greate multitude, 
(ir it ſhoulde ſo happen vpon his de⸗ 
parture)bys bulwarkes and foztifis 
cations could be aſſaulted rounde as 
bout. And to thentent they ſhuld not 
be conſtrepned at they perpll to gos 
abꝛode from thepꝛ camp, he commaũ 
ded euerpe man to conuey in befoze 
band, as much cozne and fozrage, as 
wold ſerue him foz. xrr.daps. Whilg 
theis things were a doing at Alexia, 
the Galles ſommonpnge a Parlas 
ment of their noblemen, decreed, not᷑ 
that ſo many as were able to bears 
armoz(as Uereingetozir had appoin 
ted) ſhuld be called together, but that 
enery citpe ſhould be charged with a 
tertaine number: leaſt in ſuch a cons 
fuſed multitude,they ſhould be abls 
nepther to rule them,noz to diſcerne 
one from another, noz to get ſuttici⸗ 
ent vicuall foz them. And therekoze 
they determined that the Þednanes 
and their adherentes the ecuſtans, 
Ft. ii. Ambt⸗ 
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Ambſnarets, Aulerkes, Brinonuſkes 
and Brannonuſans, ſhuld find. 35000 
men:tbe like nfiber was cnfopned te 
the men of Anverne, together with p 
Cadurkes, Þeleuterias, Gaballes, ( 
Uellannians, which were vnder the 
dominſon of Auberne: To the &e- 
quanes, Senones, Bituriges, Han⸗ 
tons, Authenes, Caruntes » I20 90, 
men a piece: To the Bellouacanes, 
loco: as manye to the Lemontikes: 
To the men of Popters, to the men 
of Turon, to the Pariſians , and ts 
Aol mee eight thenſanda piece: 


o the Sweſſſons, Ambianes, Pe- 
dlomatrikes, Petrocozians,

ans, Pozines, and the Ritiobzigias 
five thouſand a piece: Lo the Auler⸗ 
kes Cenomannues as man: To the 
Atrebatians ,4occ ; To the Bello⸗ 
taſſies, Lexobians, and Aulerkes E- 
burones, thze a piece: To p Raura- 
kes, and Bopans 2000. a piece: To 
al the Cities that bozder vpon þ O⸗ 
cean : lobyche after they: maner are 
called Armoꝛzike, in the whych num⸗ 
ber are the Cutioſolites, Abedones, 

: Ambiba⸗ 
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Ambibarians, Cadetes, Nſiſſines, 
Lemonikes, and Wnelles 6000, Ok 
theis , the Bellouacanes ſente not 
theyz number, bicauſe they ſaid they 
wold in their owne quarrell and at 
they2 owne pleaſure make war with 
the Romanes , and not bee at anye 
franngers commaundement. Neuer 
theles at thentreatance of Comins, 
in reſpec that he had ben a ſolourner 
among them, they ſent two thouſad; 
Thys Comius (as wee ſhewed be- 
fo:e) bad done Ceſar fapthfull and 
pꝛofitable ſeruis certapne peres paſt 
in Bzitaine. In recompence whereof 
Ceſar had pʒiuiledged his countrpe 
from trpbute, reſtozed them thepz 
lawes and cuſtomes, and genen him 
the Pozines in rewarde. Notwpth/ 
ſtanding all thys, the conſent of all 
Gallia was ſuche foz the defence of 
their libertie, and fo2 the reconerp of 
their auncient renowne in feates of 
war, that neither benefites no2 the 
remembzace of frendſhip could moue 
them, but that all together wpth life 
and goodes they bent themſelues fo 

| Fk. iff. tbys 
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thys war:inſomuch that they rayſed 
a power of eight thouſand hozſmen, 
and aboute two hundzed and foztye 
thouſand foteme, Theis were muſ- 
red in the boꝛders of the Beduans, 
and the number taken, and Cap- 
teines appointed thepm. Comius of 
Arras „ Uiridemarus and Epoze⸗ 
dozix Heduans,and Uergaſillaunug 
of Anverne Uerctngetozires ſuſters 
ſonne; were made Capteines Bene- 
rall, and vnto theym were aſſigned 
certayne choſen perſones of the Ci⸗ 
tyes as coũſellers foʒ the war, They 
went al toward Alexia w a chierfull 
courage in hope of a boone biage: fog + 
there was not among them al, that 

thoughte vs able to haue abidden ſg 

much as the ſight of ſo huge a mul⸗ 

titade , ſpectallpe in a'doubtfull en⸗ 

counter, where the townes me ſhuld 
b:eake oute and feyghte wpth vs on 
thone ſide, and ſuch a power of hozſ⸗ 
men and fotemen come vpon vs fro 
thope field on thother ſide. But they 
that were beſieged in Aleria , when 
the day was paſt that they 2 
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the ſuccoꝛ ot their country fol ke, ha⸗ 
uing ſpent al their coꝛne, t knowing 
not what was done among the He- 
duanes, ſommoned a counſell, and 
conſulted of the ende of their eſtate. 
After (ad2y verdits geuen, of which 
ſome perſuaded to peld, and ſome to 
pſſne out and feyghte wyth the ene⸗ 
mye, whple there remained ſtrength 
in them : one Critognatus made an 
ozation to them, wbpch foz the hoz- 
rible and ſinguler crueltp therof, ſes 
meth wozthy to be noted, This Crt- 
tognatus beynge bozne of a noble 
houſe fn Auverne, and acccompted a 
man of great authozitp ſaid: As tous 
thing the verdit of them that colour 
moſte ſhamefull bondage wypth the 
gloꝛious name of ſubmiTion,J haue 
nothing to ſay:fo2 J thynk them not 
wozthye epther to be accompted fo; 
onr countrymen, oz pet to be called 
to counſell. Mith theym haue 3 
to do that perſuade iſſuing ont, bp- 
pon whoſe adniſe ſemeth to be groũ⸗ 
ded the remeinbzance of the aüctent 
pꝛo welle of vs al. This is a faintnes 
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ol heart and not pzoweſſe,not to bee 
able to ſaffer penurp fo2 a wohple. It 

ts an eaſter matter to finde ſuche as 
will willinglpe offer themſelues to 
death, than ſuch as can endure grief 
pacietly. And ſurely J baue ſo great 
regard of my wo2ſhip, that J conlde 
wel allow this adutſe,if J ſaw there 
were no further loſſe than of sure 
lpues. But in taking counſell,let bs 
bane a reſpec to all Gallia, wbyche 
we hauerayſed to ſucco2 vs. A p2zays 
pou when fowerſcoze thouſand of vs 
ſhalbe lapne in one place, what cou- 
rage ſhall our nere friends and kinſ⸗ 
folke haue, bepnge conſtrepned te 
feight in maner vpon our carkeſſes? 
Bereue them not wilfullye of poure 
belpe , who foz voure welfares ſake 
haue not regarded thep2 owne peril. 
Noz go not about thzough pour own 
alhnes and folly, oz ratber thzough 
pour fatnt hartedneſſe, to bzinge all 
Gallia vndec fote, and to call it into 
perpetuall bondage. Are pe in doubt 
of their fapthfulnefſe and conſtancp, 
bicauſe they are not come at the day 
appointed? 
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appointed? Foz what parpoſe think 
pot then, ars the Romanes dape by 
day ſo buſilp occupied in thoſe thep; 
guttermoſte fo2tifications z is it but 
only fs2 pleaſure thynke pou-Seing 
port can receiue no comfoztable meſ⸗ 
ſage from pour Alies, inaſmuche as 
all the paſſages are fozlapd by the e- 
nemp, pou nede no better wptnes of 
their appzoche , than the Romanes 
themſelaes, who being fricke with 
feare therot᷑, ſticke to they2 wozk dap 
t nigbt. ou wil than aſke me what 
is to be done: It is mine aduice to do 
as our aunceſtozs dyd in the war of 
the Cimbztans t Dutchmen, though 
that war were nothynge like thps: 
who being dꝛpuen into their walled 
townes and conlſfreined with famin, 
did there pꝛolonge thep2 dapes and 
liue by the fleſhe of ſuch as foz thepz 
yeares were vamete foz the warres, 
and wold not peld thẽſelues to they: 
enempes. And pk we bad no ſuch ex- 
ample genen vs herctofoze, pet 3 
woulde thynke it the greateſt ho⸗ 
nog that conldbe, to haue it founded 


by 
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by bs and left to poſterity, in the be⸗ 
balfof our liberty. Foz what thinge 
was there ener like bnto that war⸗ 
The Cimbztans baupng waſted our 
countrye,and bꝛoughte vs to great 
miſerp, at length departed out of our 
coaſtes, and went into other landes, 
leaning ſtyl! vnto vs our lawes, cu⸗ 
ſtomes, poJeſſions,e libertyes. But 
the Komanes what other thing ſeke 
they,o2 what other thing deſler thet, 
but ene of bery ſpigbt to plant them 
ſelues in the landes and Citpes of 
ſuch, as tbey knowe to be renowmed 
and puiſſant in battell, and to bzing 
them info endlcſſe thzaldome , Fo2 
they neuer pet made war to anpe o⸗ 
ther end. And ik you be ignozant of 
tbey; dealing wyth Nations a farre 
of, loke bppon pour next neigbbour 
Gallia:the which being bzonght in⸗ 
to thoꝛder of one of their Pꝛouinces, 
bath altred her lawes and cuſtomes, 
ſubmitted her necke vnder the hea⸗ 
ding are, and is oppꝛeſled wpth con- 
tinuall bondage. 

Aftcr that euerx man had — 
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bps mind, they decreed that all ſach 
as epther by ſicknes 02 age were vn⸗ 
neceſſary fo2 the warres, ſhould vold 
the Lowne, purpoſing to make al þ 
ſhyftes that coul d be, ere they fel to 
the counſel of Critognatus. Neuer - 
theleſſe thep determined to bie that 
to, pt the caſe ſo conſtrepned them, 
and thep2 ſucco2s tarped ouer longe 
from them, rather than to admit a- 
ny condicion, epther of pelding oz of 
peace. The Pandubians who had 
recepued thepm into they} Towne, 
were compelled to depart out them⸗ 
ſelues wyth theyz wyues and chpl- 
dzen . Who comming to the fo2tifi- 
cations of the Romanes , beſought 
them molt earneſtlpe wyth teares in 
thepz eyes , that he wold take theym 
to be bys bondllaues ſo he helped the 
wyth meate and dzinke. But Ceſar 
ſetting watch in divers places of the 
frenche gaue freight commaunde⸗ 
ment that they ſhuld not be receiued. 

In the meane ſeaſon, Coming 
of Arras 4 the reſt of the Captepnes 
that were put in truſt wyth 2 
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of the warres , came wyth all they 
power to Alerta , and taking an ons - 
ter hyll, reſted not paſt a myle from 
our Camp. The next day after thepz 
comminge , bzinginge thep2 men of 
armes out of thepz Camp, they fyl- 
led all that plapne whych we decla- 
red to be thzee miles tn length: and 
thep placed their fotemen ſecretlp a 
littel fro thence in a higher ground, 
There was a p2oſpec from the town 
of Aierta down into the ſteld. Aſone 
as thets ſuccours wece ſeene, there 
was rannyngetogether : there was 
reciopcinge one wpth another: and 
euery mas mind was moued to glad- 
nes. And thereupon b2ingyng thepz 

ober fozth,they placed themſelues 

efo:e the town,and caſting bardles 
into the dyche that was nerte vnto 
them,filled it bp wpth turk, putting 
themſelues in a redpnes to yſſas out 
bppon vs, and to abide all haſardes. 
Ceſar placing al hys armye on both 
ſides of hys foztifications,to thentet 
that it nede ſhould ſo require, euerpe 
man might knowe bys ſtanding — 
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kepe bim to it, c6mannded bys ho2ſ- 
men to be led foozth,and to ſkirmiſh 
wyth them. There was from all the 
Campes whych were pitched vppon 
the top of the dpll rounde about, a 
pꝛoſpect downward, and al the ſoul - 
diers ſetting their mindes vpo then- 
counter , were deſirous to ſce what 
end the ſkirmtſhe would come vnto. 
The Galles had myngled here and 
there amonge their men of armes, 
archers and nimble footemen ligt 
harneſſed, to ſuccoz they2 owne men 
when they retired, and ts bzeake the 
fozce of our men when they purſew- 
ed. Manpe of our men being woun⸗ 
ded by them, dzew themſelues out of 
the battell. At ſuch time as pGalles 
were in hope that theyz men ſhoulde 
bane had thupper hand, and ſaw our 
men ouerpzelſed wypth thepz greats 
number, both they that were wpth - 
in car foztifications , and thoſe that 
were come to the reſcob of p town, 
wyth a great ſhout and crye hartned 
ech of them their fellowes. Now foz 
aſmuch as the thing was done N es 
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fight of all men, and that nothynge 
whether it were balfatly oz coward- 
Iy done, could eſcape bnſene, the de⸗ 
lier of pꝛapſe and feare of repzoche, 
enfe:ced either part to Valſantneſſe, 
When the battell had continued in 
doubtful ballance, from noone bntil 
the ſun was almoſt downe, the Ger- 
manes knitting themſelnes cloſe to- 
gether gaue a freſh charge vpd their 
enemies, 1 made them loſe ground: 
After whoſe flight the archers were 
by and by encloſed and laine. Poze⸗ 
over oure men out of thother partes 
folowing the chace bpon them enen 
bard to their camp, gaue them no re- 
ſpit to gather theymſelues together 
againe. They that were come out of 
Alexia, in manner deſpapꝛzing of all 
good ſucceſſe, retired wpth beaupe 
beartes into the towne. 

After one daſes reſpit, 5 Galles 
with a great number of hardles, (cas 
ling ladders, and hookes whych they 
bad made in that littel while, ſetting 
pꝛiuelp ont of theyz campe wythout 
any nopſe aboute midnyght, 22 
che 
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thed to dure foztifications that wers 
toward the champion fieldes: where 
ſodeinly geuing a great ſhout, (whi-s 


che was as a watchwozd to their fel- 


lowes that were beſeged, to geue the 
bnderſfanding of their coming) they 
** to thzowe in their burdles, and 
to beate our men from the Ramplier 
1 5 Uinges, ſhotte of arrowes, and 
caſting of tones, and to do all other 
things that appertain to an aſſault. 
Uercingetozir n ſhout, cal⸗ 
led bis men together by the ſound of 
a Trumpet, and tbe ſame inſfant led 
them out of the towne. Hur men acs 
coding as enerp mannes place was 
appointed bim a fewe dapes befo2e,. 
came to the foztifications . There 
with linges that went wpth wyn- 
ches, and ſtakes whych they had pit⸗ 
ched in a readineſſe, & wyth pellets, 
they put the Galles in feare. And bi⸗ 
cauſe the darkenes toke awape thepz 
fight, many woundes were receiued 
on both ſides, and a great number of 
artillery was diſcharged together at 
auenture with engines. But — — 
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tonius and C. Trebonins Lſenefes 
nantes to whom thoſe partes were 
allotted to defend, toke ſouldiers out 
of the further bulwarkes , and ſent 
them to the reſcow, wherſofuer thep 
percepued oure men to be ouerchar⸗ 
ged. As longe as the Galles were a- 
np thpng karte of from our fo2tifica- 
tions, they had thaduantage by rea- 
ſon of the great number of the darts 
that they thzew : but after that they 
came nerer wythin our daunger, ep- 
ther they gozed themſelues bnwares 
bpon the gaddes,o2 els they flided in 
to the pits and were thzuft thzough, 
oz elles were ſtrycken wpth ppkes 
from the wall and from the Tow⸗ 
res and ſo peryſhed ., When they 
bad taken manpe foples on all fides, 
and coulde bzeake thzoughe none of 
our foztifications , and that the day 
light began to appeare, fearynge to 
be beſet on thopen ſide by ſuche as 
might iſſue out of our bygher camp, 
they retired backe to the reit of they; 
company. And thoſe that were with 
in, as thep were bzinging fo2th ſuch

things as had bene pꝛepared by Uers 
tingetozix foz they: iſluing oute and 
were kylling of the vetermoſt dikes, 
about the whych thynges they were 
kapne to ſpende a good piece of the 
tyme, vnderſtode that thoy2 fells wes 
were departed befoze that they could 
come to our fo2tifications : 6 ſo with 
out accompitſhinge the thynge thep 
tame fo2, thep retired into the town. 
The Galles bauing twice with 

reat loſTe ben put to the wozſe,con- 
alted what they might do: and cal- 
led to them ſuche as were ſkitfull of 
the places. Of them they learned the 
ſituation and foztifipnge of thupper 
part of dur camp. There was on the 
No2th ſtoe a hyll, the whych bicauſe 
dur men fo2 the greate circutt ther 
bf, coulde not compzehende wythin 
thepz wozk, thep were compelled al⸗ 
moſt of neceſſity to pitch thepꝛ tents 
in an bnhandſome place 4 ſomwhat 
falling ground. The keping hergk 
had Ca. Antiſtius of Ubegium, and

ons. The Captepnes of our enemies 
learning the places by tbepz pber⸗ 
choſe gute of their whols number, 
thzee ſcoʒs thouſande men of thoſg 
Cityes that had the repozte of moſts 
pʒowes, and agreed ſecretly among 
themſelues what, and howe enerps 
thing ſhould be done, appopnting a 
time certapne when to gs about it, 
which was even whon it ſhuld ſeme 
to be hygh none. Of thys army they 
committed the leading to Uergaſil- 
launus of Auverne ons of the fower 
pꝛincipall Captepnes, the nere kinſ- 
man of Uercingeto2ir. M bo ſetting 
out of the Campe at the firſt watch, 
and hauing welnere come to bis (02- 
neps end by 4 bb bimſelf be⸗ 
bind a hyll, and bade hys ſouldiers 
reſt themſelues after thepz nyghtes 
loꝛnep. Now when mid day ſemed to 
dꝛaw nie, he made toward the vpper 
Camp that we ſpake of befoze, and 
at the ſame inſtant their bozſemen 
began to appzoche to oure fozficati- 
ons that were toward the plapnes,

Uercingetozir beholding bis c$panp 
ent of the towze of Alexia, marched 
out of ß tolvn, t bzonght fozth with 
hym bys Rakes, Poles, Puſcules, 
hookes & ſuch other things as he had 
purueied befo:e fo2 to ide ont with. 
Lhaſault was geut in all places at 
ones, nothing was left vnattemps 
ted. Loke what part ſemed weakeſt, 
thither was moſt reſozting. The koz⸗ 
tiſieations of þ Romanes were of ſu- 
che a copalle , tbat thepz power was 
difſenered far a ſũder, and could not 
eaſly defed many places. To put our 
me in feare withal , greatip auapled 
þ nople that was behind their backs 
as thei fought:bicanſe they ſaw their 
peril conſiſt in other mens p:oweſe, 
Foz commõly thoſe thinges that are 
not ſene, do moe bchemetly trouble 
mens minds than thoſe thyngs that 
are ſene. Leſar haning gotten a mete 
place fo2the purpoſe, hadde woozde 
bzought him what was done cuerye 
where, and ſet ſuccoz to ſuch as wers 
in daunger. Both partes did ſet be⸗ 
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The ſeuenth booke of 


koze theyz mpndes , that that wag 
thonlye time wherein it beboued to 
ſhewe moſt ſtoutneſſe. Foz p Galles 
knewe that thepz good dapes were 

aſt, if they bzake not thzough oure 

oztifications : and the Romanes pf 
they gate thupper hand, loked fo2 an 
ende of all they; trauels. The grea- 
(eſt daüger was at our vpper fozti⸗ 
fications, whyther we told pon that 
Uergaſillaunus was ſent , The 
grabbednes of the top ofa place to a 
falling grounde bath in it great ad⸗ 
uauntage. Some thzew dartes:ſome 
caſt theyʒ ſhiſeldes ouer their heades 
and pzeaſed vp ward: freſhe men ſuc⸗ 
ceded in the roumes of thepm that 
were tpyzed:the Rampier being cafte 
downe by them all into the trench, 
did bothe make wape foz the Galles 
to get vppe, and alſo didde couer ſu⸗ 
che thinges as the Romanes badde 
hidden in the grounde: and nowe 
our men had nepther weapons ng; 
ſtrength to helpe themſelues wpth, 
Ceſar hauing knowledge herof, ſent

reſcowe ſache as were in perpl[:;and 
commaunded that pf he were not a- 
ble to ſuſtepne bys ennempes, be 
ſhoulde ine out wpth his Cohoztes 
and feygbte wypth thepm abzoade: 
but he warned hym fn any wyſe not 
to doe ſo, onleſſe there wers none o⸗ 
ther remedpe. He him ſelfe goeth ta 
the reſfe, and hartened thepm that 
— ſhoulde not fapnt in thepz tra⸗ 
uell. He tolde theym that the frute 
ok all they2 fozmer encounters, con- 
ſiſted altogether in that dape and in 
that one how:e. Thoſe that wers 
wythin, deſpapzyng to do anpe good 
at the champion places, bicauſe of þ 
bougenes of onre fo:tifications , at- 
tempted to get bp to the ſtepe places, 
and thither they caried all thep2 pz0- 
uiſton. There wpth the multitude of 
dartes they beate the defendantes 
from the towzes: thet fil vp the dikes. 
wyth earth and hurdles : and wpth 

theyz bookes rend downe the Kam- 

pyer and the Aamure. Ceſar ſent 

thither kpzſt ponge Bzutus wyth ſir. 
Cohoztes: and afterward hys Lieue⸗

tenant C. Fabius wytd other dit. 
and laſt of all. Mhen thencounter 
wared ſomewhat to whot , be him⸗ 
ſelfe b:zougbt freſh men to their ſuc- 
co2, Wherebp renewing the battell 
and dziuing bys enemies backe, de 
went thither as be bad ſent Labie⸗ 
nus. He toke wyth bim iii. Cohozts 
. out of the next bulwarke, and com⸗ 
maunded part of bys hozſemen to fo⸗ 
lowe him, and part to fetch a circuit 
aboute the vttermoſt foztifications, 
and to ſet bpon hys enemies behind, 
When Labienus ſaw that nepther 
Rapſers ns2 dikes were able to hold 
againſt the violence of hys enemies, 
be aſſembled 4 ay t thirty Cohoztes 
whych he met by chaunce comming 
out of the next Balwarks, and ſent 
wooꝛde by a meſſenger vnto Ceſar,

Jmmes 
diatly vpon the receit of this —— 
tidings, the Galles fled out of they 
camp: inſomuch that if our ouldiers 
bad not bene foztrauelled wyth reſ⸗ 
cowing ſo many ſundzye places, and 
wyth the topple of that dape, all the 
whole power of our enemyes might 
haue ben diſtroied vtterly. Pur hozſs 
men bepng lent out after midnight, 
ouertoke thep2 rerewarde,and ſlewe 
and toke p2pſoners a great number 
of them:the reſt ſcaped out of þ chaſe 
into the next Titpes. 

The next dape, Uercingetozir 
calling an aſſembiye , declared vnta 
them how he had taken that war in 
hand, not fo2 anpe neceſſitye that be 
was dziuen to bimſelfe , but foz the 
liberty of the whole Kealme:and foz 
aſmuche as there was no ſhift but to 
geue place vnto foztune , be offered 
himſelfe vnto the both wales, chooſe 
wbether thep would ſatiſfy the Ko- 
manes w bys death, oꝛ peld bim inte 
their bandes aliue. Hereupon were 
Commiſſioners ſent onto Ceſa —

commanded them to deliuer vp their 
armo2,and to bzyng fozth thepz ng- 
blemen. Me (ate vpon the Rampper 
befoze bys Camp, and thpther were 
the Captepnes b2zought vato bym, 
Uercingetozir was pelded, and the 
armo2 caſte out befoze hym, Keſer⸗ 
uing the PDeduanes and the men of 
Auverne,to thetent to recouer their 
countrpes by them, if it might be, al 
the reſt of the pzyſoners he dyſtrpbu⸗ 
ted among hys ſouldiers every man 
one in name of a pzap . Whe be had 
diſpatched tbeis matters, he went a- 
monge the Heduanes, and recouered 
thepꝛ Citye agapue . Thyther came 
ambaſſadours to hym from the men 
of Auverne, pꝛoferpnge to be at hys 
commaundement. He put them to a 
great number of hoſſages , and ſent 
hys Legions into garriſon,'Þe deli⸗ 
ncred about twenty thouſand pꝛiſo⸗ 
ners of the Beduanes and menne of 
Auverne without raunſome. T. La⸗ 
bienns he commaunded to take hys 
loꝛnep wpth twoo Legions and hys 
hozſmen agapnſt the @equanes, aps 
poynting

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pointinge 28 Nutllus 
to aſłiſt hym. Me placed his Lieuete⸗ 
nant C. Fabius and Ly. Pinuttus 
Baſilius with two Legions among 
the men of Rhemes, ts thentet thep 
chould not take anye wꝛonge at the 
bandes of the Bellonacanes they; 
nert nepghbozs . Be ſent C. Antiff(- 
us of Abegium to the Ambiuarets: 
Litus Sert(l9 to the people of Ber⸗ 
rey, and Caninius Rebilas to the 
Ruthenes,e# wyth ech of them a Le- 
gion. He placed Q. Tullius Cicero 
und P. Sulpitius, thone at Cabillon 
and thother at Matiſcone, amonge 
the Heduanes by the riuer of Scan, 
to make pzoniſion of cozne and vicu⸗ 
als: and he bymſelfe determined to 
wypnter at Bibzacte. When theis 
things were knowen at Rome by 
bys letters, common ſuppli⸗ 
cations were pꝛoclap⸗ 
med fo2 twentye 
dapes.

Neyther yf many Cityes 
at ones made warre in diuers places 
at one inſtant, could the army of ths 
people of Rome baue ſufficient, ey- 
ther of apd oz of time, oz of menne of 
war fo purſew al at ones: And there 
ought not any City to refuſe the lof 
of thepz miſfoʒtune, if bp ths reſpit 
therof, the reſt might ſet themſelnes 
at libertye , The wbyche opinſon to 
thentent it Chonlde not ſettle in ths 
mynds of the Galles, Ceſar leaning 
P. Antonius bys Thzeaſozer wyt 
charge of hys winter garriſons, wet 
wyth a ſtrong company of hozſemerr 
the laſt daye of December from Bi⸗ 
on, whyche be 
had placed not far from the bozders 
of the Pednanes in the Countrye of 
Berrep , and taketh thereunto the 
zi. Legion whyche was nert vnto it. 
Leauinge two Coboztes to defende 
bys ſkuffe and cariages, he ledde the 
teſt of bys army into the moft plen⸗ 
f{full fieldes of Berrep: the whyche 
being a large Conntrys and full of 
Townes, 
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Townes,coulde not be kept in awe 
Wyth the garriſon of one Legion, 
bat that they pzepared oz war and 
made conſpyzacyes. By the ſodeine - 
comming of Ceſar , it came to paſſe' 
(whyche muſt nedes happen to ſuch 
as are unpꝛouided and ſcattered a⸗ 

bzode)that ſuch as were tillynge the 

ground wytbout feare, were ſurpzi⸗ 

ſed in the fieldes by our hoꝛſmen, be⸗ 

foe thep conlde get thepm into the 
Townes.

in daine. Fo2 Ceſar by great iozneis 
came ſo ſodeinly bpo all places, that 
be gaue not any city leiſure, to think 
ok the ſaufgard of other folks rather 
than of themſelnes .

Ceſar fozaſmuch as 
be woulde not put hys ſouldfers to 
thabiding of thunreaſonable ſharps 
fo2zmes Whych chiefipe at that . 
fell, encamped hymſelf wythin Ge⸗ 
na bum a tobon of the Caruntes and 
houſed hys ſouldſers partipe in the 
buildings of the Galles, and partlpe 
in ſuch bunldinges as beynge vnft- 
nyſhed thep thatched in haſte wpth 
the ſtra lo that was bꝛought in to co⸗ 
ner thep2 tentes and Cabanes. Nes 
vertheles he ſendeth abzode his hozſ- 
men and fotemen ſtraungers, into al 
coaſtes whyther he heard hys enne⸗ 
mies reſozted : and that was not in 
bapne. Foz commonly oure men res 
turned ener wyth a greate bootpe. 
The Carunts being opp:eſſed with 
the hardnes of the wynter, and the 
terto of the daunger, betnge dziuen 
Vb. li. out

ent of bouſe and home, and darings 
not ſtap anp where anpe long time, 
the woodes being not able to defend 
them fromthe cruelneſſe of the ſtoz⸗ 
mes. were ſtattred abzode, and with 
the loſſe of a great part of them, diſ- 
perſed into the next Cities. Ceſar in 
that hardeſt time of the peare, thyn⸗ 
king it mnougb to diſperſe p powers 
that were aſſembling, to tbentent no 
beginning of war might ſp2ing vp, 
fo:aſmuch as be could not percepug 
ſo far as reaſon was able to reache, 
tbat anye great warre of the whole 
tcountrpe conide bee rered in the bes 
ginning of the nert ſommer: he pla⸗ 
ted C. Trebontius in garriſd at Ge- 
nabũ wpth thoſe two Legions that 
be had there about him: and foz aſ- 
muche as he was by often meſſages 
certified from the men of Rhemes, 
that the Bellouacanes(who ercelled 
all the Galles and the Belgies alſo 
in the renowne of chenalrpe)and the 
Cities adiopning bnto them, by the 
conduct of Cozbep of Beawvops and 


Comius of Arras,lentedmen of — 
an

and aſſembled them into one place, 
to thentent with thep2 whole power 
to inuade the marches of Sopſſons, 
whypch was an appurtenance of the 
men of Khemes: thpnkinge it foods 
not only vpon bis bono}, but alſo v- 
pon hs good ſucceſſe hereafter , to 
ſaue hys alies whiche had deſerued 
wel of the common weale, from diſ⸗ 
pleaſure and domage, be called the 
eleventh Legion agapn ont of garri⸗ 
ſon. Pozeoucr be wꝛate to C. Fabi⸗ 
us to bzing the two Legions that be 
had, into the marches of Goyſſons!: 
and ſent fo2 one of thoſe two Legt- 
ons that were wpth T. La bienus. 
Oo aceo:ding as his garriſons lays 
fo: the purpoſe, and as the ſkate of 
war required,. to his owne continua 
papne „ be put ſometime one ſoꝛte of 
bys Legions and ſomtime another, 
to make vopages by turnes. Wpth 
thys power that be had aſſembled he 
went againlt the Bellonacanes:and 
pitching hys camp in thep2 conntrp, 
ſent abzoade hys hozſemen into alt 
quarters to licke vp ſome of thepm, 
Bb. til, by 
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The eighth booke ot 
by whoſe. meanes be myght learn 
what hys enemies purpoſed to doe. 
is hozſemen dopnge thepz dutpe, 
20ught wozd how few were found 
in the houſes, and thoſe not of ſuche 
as had abidden behinde to tyil the 
ground,foz they were aduiſedlpe re- 
moned out of al places: but of ſuche 
as bad ben ſent backe agian to ſpie. 
Ok whom Ceſar enquiring in what 
place the power of the Bellouaca⸗ 
nes were, what was thep2 intent, 
founde that all the Bellouacanes 
were gathered together into one 
late: and that the Amblanes, Au- 

erkes, Caletanes, Velocaſſias, and 
Atrebatians had choſen a very high 
ground to encamp in, encloſed with 
a troubleſome marris, and had cons 
ueped all thepz ſtuffe into woodes 
that were further of, of the-whyche 
war there were manp nobleme that 
were ringleaders, but the multitude 
obeped Cozbep moſt, bicauſe they vn 
derſtode that he hated moſt the name 
of the people of Rome: and that Co- 
mius of Arras was a felve dapes be⸗ 


foze 
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foze gone to fetch ayd of the Germa ; 
nes, who were their nert netghbo2s. 
and ſwarmed in multitave of peo- 
ple. He learned mozeouer at they; 
bandes, that the Bellouacanes by 
the conſent ok all the noblemen at 
the earneit inſtance de the commons, 
were determined if Celar came(as it 
was ſapd be woulde) but-wpth thze 
leglons, to affer him battel, leaſt at⸗ 
terward to moze diſaduauntage and 
hinderance they ſhould be compelled 
to encounter wpth bys whole boſe: 
And yf he bought a greater power 
wyth bim, then to kepe themſelues 
ſtyll in the ſame grounde that they 
bad choſen, and to lay ambuches to 
kepe the Kamanes fro/fo2:rage(wht- 
che by reaſon of the time of the-peare 
was.ſcarce,and alſo lave ſcattering) 
and from £c92ne and other viquaties 
and thinges neceſſary fo2 thepꝛ hoſt. 
The ſubpeb things when, Ceſar-vu# 
dorſtsode by, the agreabte repozte ot 
many-conlidering bow the deaſce ot 
them was kull of wyſdome and farre 
from the raſhneſſe that barbarous 
10 Hh. ili people 
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people are wont to vſe , he determp, 
ned to take opoztunity in al things, 
to thentent bis enemies diſdapning 
bys [mal company, ſhould make the 
moꝛe baſt to come into the field. Foz 
he had th:ee olde pꝛadiſed Legions 
the. vii. viii. and. fr. of fngnler mans 
bod and —— and the. ri. whpch - 
was of chofen ponge men of qreate 

hope and towardnes,the whpth ha- 
ninge at that tyme recepued eyghto 
peres wages, was notwithſtanding 
in compariſon of thothers, not pet 
come to the like wazſhpp of continu 
ance and pzoweſle. Wherefoze ſom- 
moning an aſſemblye, and there de- 


claring all things that had bene re⸗ 


b 


ozted vnta him, he ftrengthned the 
eartes of the common ſouldiers , pf 
peraduenture wpth the number of 
thee Legions he might tol ont hys 
ennemies to feight wyth bim in the 
field. He ſet his battelles in ſuch 02- 
der, that the. vil. vift. and. iy. Legi⸗ 
ons went befo2e al the cariages, and 
that the xi. cloſed in the arape ot all 
the cariages, n

ding was but meane, as is wont to 
be in rodes:leaſt the enemies myght 
thinke they ſawe a greater number 
than they required themſelues . By 
thys meanes, in a ſquare battell al- 
molt, he bzoughte hps hoſte in ſight 
of hys enempes ſooner than they lo 
ked foz him. The whych Legions ſo 
ſodenly (et in ozder, whe the Galles 
behelde marchpng towarde them a 
meaſurable pace as it had bene in a 
pitched field, whereas it was repoz⸗ 
ted to Ceſar that they had purpoſed 
matters befoze of à ſtout courage, 
whether it were fo2 the perill of thẽ⸗ 
counter, oz the ſodetnnelſe of sure 
tomming, oz that they looked to ſee 
what we entended to do, they ſet the 
ſelnes in o2der of batteil befeze their 
tamp, and wold notdifcend from the 
bigher grofid, Albeit that Ceſar was 
peſp20us to haue fought with them, 
vet bicauſe he maruelled at p greate 
number of hys ennemies, be pitched 
bps campe diredlipe oger agapnſte 
theirs, on thother fide of a valley; 
whych'was moze in depenes down- 


ward 
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ward than in wydenoſſe any way in 
the bottome. Thys Camp he com⸗ 
maũded ta be foztified'wpth a Rams 
pier of. rit.foote; and an opt gallery 
to be builded vp pon it accoꝛdinge to 
the mealure of the ſame heighth:and 
a double dike to be made of rv;foote 
a peece wyth ſides plomme-downe: 
and manye turrettes to bee rered of 
thꝛee ſtoꝛyes heyghtb, and to be tops 
ned together wyth dzaw-b2ydges to

thynge far fo2 fozrage.o2 vbiduals, he 


ſawe that the camp might be defen- 


ded wypth a ſmal poiver,the {rength, 
of the foztificatios was fo great. Jn 
the meane while, divers times a few 
of bothe fides wold go out an? ſktr- 


mich in-p-marris that was betwene 


dur two campes, the whyvch oftenti⸗ 
mes epther the Galles 4 Germanes 
that were of our hoſt wold paſſe and 
egrely purlew they: enempes: oz els 
in like maner our enempes palſpng 
ouer it, did ſend our men further ot. 
t happened in our daplp fozraging 
as there was none other ſhpft, foz⸗ 
aſmuchs as we were fapne to fetche 
foʒrage at houſes that ſtoode ſcatte- 
ring far a ſunder) that our fozragers 
being diſſeuered in vnhandſome plas 
tes, were entrapped. The whpche 
thinge as it was ſome loiſe to vs of

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it kindled the fooliſh courages of the 
barbarous Galles;and that ſo much 
the moze, bicanſe Coming of Arras 
(whome we declared befoze, to haue 
bene gone to fetche apde of the Ger- 
manes,) was come wpth hozſemen: 
of whom although there was not a- 
boue the number of ſiue hundzed, pet 
the Galles were puffed bp at the c⸗ 
ming of the Germanes. 

When Ceſar percepued holve 
hys enemies held themſelues manye 
dayes together wythin thepz camp, 
whyche was foztiffed bothe wyth a 
marris and alſo with aduauntage of 
the ground: and that he coulde ney- 
ther aſſault them wpthoiut manifeſt 
perpll , no2 incleſe the place where 
they were wpth anpe foatifications, 
wpthout a greater army, he directed 
bys letters to Trebontus, that be 
ſhonlde wyth all haſte poſſible ſende 
foz the riif. Legion whyche wintres 
in Berrep under T. Sertius bys 
Lienetenant,and ſo with thze Legi⸗ 
ons make longe fozneyes to come to 


him. In the meane ſeaſon he (ent out 
ever 
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fulius Calars Commentaries, 
ener by turnes the hoz\men of Rhes 
mes and Langres and of other Ci⸗ 
tyes, of whom be had callcd foozth a 
great number, to ſaufcondutt the fozs 
ragers and to wythſtande the ſodein 
aſſaul tes of the enemy. The whyche 
being done dap by day, and our men 
takinge nowe leſſe bede , bicauſe it 
was an o2dinary matter with them, 
whiche thing foz the molt part com- 
mcth to paſſe by dailpe cuſtome , the 
Bellouacanes wpth a band of choſe 
fotemen, knowing the places where 
our hozſemen dailpe kept thepz fans 
dinges,layd ambuſhes in woody pla 
tes:and the next dap, they ſet thither 
their hozſemen, firſt to toll out oure 
men into the daunger of they buſh- 
mentes, and than to aſſaple them as 
thep were encloſed, The lot of thys 
eutll lucke lighted bpon the men of 
Rhemes, whoſe turne it was to ſup⸗ 


plp that roume that dape. Foz they, 
ben they had eſpied the hozſmen of 
theyz enempes vpon the ſodein, dyſ- 
8 them bicauſe they were not of 
ike number to them, folowsd them 
ouer 
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duer gredelpe and were ene loſed by 
the fofemen, Mberby being put out 
of araye , they retired moe baſtelpe 
than ho2\men are actuſtomed to dee 
in batteli, wpth the loſſe of Uertiſco 
the P2tnce of their Citpe, and Caps 
tapne of theyꝛ hoꝛſmen. Who being 
ſcarce able to ſit vpon a hoꝛzſe bp tea⸗ 
ſon of hys age, would notlopthſtan⸗ 
ding acco2ding to the tuſtome of the 
Balles, nepther ſecke fo diſburden 
hymſelk of the Capteinſhip by ercuſe 
of hys agc;no2 ſuffer thencotinter to 
be fought wythout hym, Myth this 
Iuckpc battcil wherein thep fic the 
| and Captepne of the men of 
Khemes, the courages of our enne⸗ 
mpes were inflamed and -quickened! 
and our men were taught bp they; 
owe harme, to ſerch þ places better 
where they ſboulde kepe they2-ſfan- 
dinges, and to folowe thep2 enempse 
moe aduiſedly vihen be fled. In the 
meant while ceaſed not p datipſkir- 
miſhes in the ſiightbf both our cam- 
pes, which were made at the foo2bes 
and paſſages- of the marris. In the 
wbych 
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Germanes(whom Ceſar had foz the 
ſame purpoſe:fet ouer the Rhine, 
that they chould kepght intermedled 
wpth hys hozſcmen in the battell,) 
had al ſtautip paſſed the marris, and 
lleaing a fewe in making reſiſtente, 
folo wed egrely vppon the reſt of the 
multitude: not onlpe they that were 
ouerthzowen at band oz wounded as 
loof, but alſo they that were wonte 
to ſucco2a farre ot, were ſo firycken 
wyth feare, that they-ranne awape 
ſhamekullpe: and neuer left fliipnge, 
from higher ground to higher which 
thep oftentimes loſt, befoze thep ep⸗ 
ther recouercd into theyꝛ Campe, oʒ 
(as ſome did foz very ſhame) flea furs 
ther of, Myth the daunger of whom 
the reſt of the boſt was ſo ſoze trou⸗ 
bled , that it can ſcarſipe be (judged, 
whether good ſucceſſe (were it neuer 
ſo (mal) wold make them moꝛe arro⸗ 
gant, o a miſfoztune ( were it neuer 
ſo meane,) would make theym moze 
kearetull. 
After they bad lurked many _

 wbych kind of ererciſe, when as the 
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ſtode that C. Trebonius one of Ce- 
ſars Lieuetenants was at had with 
mo Legions, fearinge the like ſiege 
as was at Aleria, thep ſent away in 
the night all ſuche as bp reaſon of 
peres 0; otherwiſe wanted ftrength, 
and all ſuch as wanted armoz amog 
them, and with them thei ſent away 
alſo thep2 tariages: of whom whple 
thep were (etting fozth the troubled 
and confuſedcdpany, (foz the Gallts 
euen whe they go ligbteſt, are wont 
to haue a great multitude of Cartes 
folowing them) dapligbt came vpon 
them, and therfo2e thep ſet they mẽ 
in battel ray in thepꝛ camp, leaſt the 
Romanes ſhould purſewe them, be- 
foʒe the companye of their cariages 
could get anp thyng fozwarde , But 
Ceſar thought it not good to aſſaile 
them being ready at defence, bauing 
ſo bygh a hyl to mount vp vnto the, 
and pet he thonghteto tome ſo nere 
them wyth bys boſt, as that dur ene- 
mies might not departe oute 1 the 
place 


in the ſame Campe. when the Cap⸗ 
tepnes of the Bellouacanes vnder⸗ 
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place where they were, wythout daũ 
ger, our men'being bard at hand ro- 
dye to fall-vppon them. Wherefoze 
wheras be perceined that — 
ſome marris parted Camp mp, 
(the onbandſome , paſſage whereo? 
might byndev the ſp edpe purſe lot of 
gur enemies) and that the ſame ridge 
of the hyll which went from the ſur- 
ther ſide of the -marris almoſt to the 
Camp of hys enempes, was parted 
from the ſapd Camp fwpth a mean 
valley: He made bzidges quer the 
marris and palling ouer his armpe, 
ome quicktye into the plaine of the 
ide ridge, the whych: on two — 
was foztified ſuyth à ſtepe fallinge.

Whoſe wilfulncs Ce- 
far perceſaing, kept. rr.Coboztes in 
a readſneſſe, and pytcbing bys tents 
in the ſame place, commannded byg 
Camp ſhould be foztifled . Aſone ag 
the wozkes were — — be ſet bys 
Legions in arape befoze the Ram- 
pier, and nted the hozſemen to 
thepz ſtandinges wyth tbey2 hozſes 
redp bzidled. When the Bellonaca- 
nes ſawe the Romanes in a readp- 
nes to purſew them , and that them 
ſelnes coulde not wpthout peryll ep- 
ther lodge that night, oz continue a- 
nye lengar in the ſame place where 
thep were, thep deniſed thys ſhift to 
recouer themleines . In the place 
where they were ſet together, ( fo; 
it is declared in Ceſars fozmer com- 
mentaries how the Galles are wont 
to fit downe in the battel) they go 
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ned fcom hand to hands one of ano» 
ther, bundels of ffralpe and fagots, 
whereof there was te toe iu 
their Camp, and caſt it all on a heap 
befo:e thepʒ battoll,and in the latter 
end of the day, by a watchwozd that 
was geuen , they ſet it on firs all at 
one infant : by meanes whereof the 
contingal flame ſodetnly toke away 
the ſight of all their armpe from ths 
RKomanes:and therwithall þ ſauage 


legges could beare them; Albeſt 
Ceſar could not percopus the depar⸗ 
ting of bys enemies bp reaſon of ths 
flame that was betwyrt thepm , pet 
notwpthtandinge fozaſmach as be 
ſuſpeced it to be a pzaniſe wzoughte 
by them, that they might the ſaufiſer 
fipeaway:be remoued gs footemen 
fozwarde, and ſent bys hozſemen to 


purſne thepm . Yowbett foz feare of 
treaſon, leaſt perhaps hs ennemies

nye were ſo tarneſt as to enter 
they could (carce-ſee the fozmeft 
tes ot their owner hozſes,fo2 doubt to 
be betrapped, gaue p Bellotacaneg 
free libertye to reconer themſelnes 
whither:they Wold. Thus aur enne⸗ 
mies thzough their fligbt which was 


full botb of feare and wilyneſſe ;ef- 


taping without any /lofſe; went but 
ten miles of and encamped themſel⸗ 
nes in a ver ſtrong grounde. From 
whence by laping buſhments often⸗ 
times both af hozſemen and fotemen 
in diuers places, they did the Roma- 
nes great diſpieafures as they went 
a'fozraging; After-it had happened ſo 
man and ſund p times, Ceſar lear⸗ 
ned of a certaynepaiſoner,thatC ozʒ⸗ 
bep Captepne ot the Beilouacanes, 
bad choſen dut ot hys whole hoſt; ſir 
thonſand ofthe-valeanteſt fotemen, 
and a thouſand hozſmen, the whyche 
he had laide tn ambuſhe in the [ſame 
place whither(fo2 the plentye ot fo 
rage and come that was there); he 
iudged the RKomanes wolde ſend £3 

ozrage. The 
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de whyche purpoſe bepnge 
knoten, Ccſar bzoaghtfozth mo le⸗ 
gions than he was wont, and ſon? 
deth befoze hys hozſemen after the 
ſame maner be was wont to ſende 
theym to ſauftondua hes fozragers. 
Among the he intermedled foz their 
altiſtence a number ot lighte armed 
footemen; and himſelf wyth hys Les 
gionsfoloweth as nere theym as he 
can; Mis enemies that were lapd in 
ambalh ; vauing choſen! a flelde fo: 
their purpoſe , nor'paſynge a mpls 
wide accompting every wape, enul⸗ 
roned round about; tyther'wpth'cd- 
| bettome woodes, o; vols berpe depe 
| ryuersbeſet it with thepʒ buſhnrent, 
0 as it had bene wyth a fople.'Dur! 
, fozafmurch as they were pzinie to the 
deuiſeof their enemies befoze hand; 
being readype bote with heart t han 
to fetght;feing their Legions follo- 
wed hard after them; wold reſuſe no 
encounter: but went ranke by ranke 
downe into the ſaid place. At the c · 
ming of whom. Coꝛbep thinking an 
occaſion ot good _ to be falne in⸗

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fo bys handes, is one of the firff that 
ſhoweth himſelfe wyth a fewe, and 
geueth charge vp6 the nert troopes. 
Our men ſtout ly withad the bzunt 
of thoſe that lap in wapt foz theym, 
and flocke not manye into one place 
at ones: wbich thing in ſkirmiſhes 
on hozſbacke is wont commonlpe to 
happen bppon ſome feare, and they 
claftringe together turneth to their 
owns loſſe. At ſuche time as ſetting 
themſelnes in ſeueral places bi their 
troopes , they fought a fewe at ones 
turnes, and wold not ſaffer their 
lowes to be aſſaulted on the ſides,

Coꝛbep was feigbting. Then was 
thencounter whote and diners, After 
it bad continned indifferent a good 
ſpate, by littel and littell came their 
fotemen in arap out of the woodes, 
whicbe compelled oure bozſemen to 
gene backe.

In the meane whbyle oure Legions 
dꝛew nerer hand, and diuers meſſen⸗ 
gers bzought wo2d both to our men 
and to our enemies at one time, that 
the Graundcaptein was at bad with 
bis hoſte in battell ray. Tbe wbyche 
thing being knowen,oure bozſemen 
truſtyng to the belp of the Cohozts, 
layd their bandes about them verpe 
egerly,leaft it they ſhoulde bane foz- 
flowed the matter, they mighte ſeme 
to haus made the fotemen partakerg 
of thonoz of the bico2p. withal 
our enemies hartes began to Ine: 
and ſougbte to five by diners 
wayes: but all was in vaine. oz by 
the diſaduauntage of the ſame pla- 
ces in whych thep wolde haue incla- 
ſed the Romanes , were they thent- 
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ſelues taken tardy and could not get 
out. Potlopthſtandinge, being dan» 
quiſhed and altogether dfſcouraged, 
when thep had loft the gtreateſt part 
ol their companpe, like men amazed 
they gane themſelues to flight, and 
ſome made toward the woodes, and 
ſome towardes the riuer, the whiche 
bepng overtaken by dure men that 
folowed egerly bpon them, were all 
lain: when in the meane time, C 02s 
bey whoſe heart could by no miſtfoz⸗ 
tune be ouertome, neuer departed 
out of the battell, no made towarve 
the woedes,nepther coulde by then⸗ 
treatance of oure men be perſnaved 
to yeld himſelfe: but that fetghtirige 
moſt valiantly, and hurting'many of 
our men, he ſet the coquero2s in ſuch 
an anger, that he entozced theym to 
th ow dartes at him. | 
When the matter was diſpat⸗ 

ched in thys wiſe, Ceſar entring in- 
to the plate tmmedfatiye'after the 
battei was ended, fo2 aſmuche as be 
thought that bis enemies being diſs 
couraged wyth ſo greate a myſfo2-» 
| ; tune,

tune, would immedlatlye bpport the 
newes therof, foꝛſake p place where 
they were encamped wbich was ſatd 
to be not aboue eight miles from the 
ſame plate where the laughter was 
made, although be ſaw it woulde be 
ſome trouble to him to palle þ rtuer: 
pet paſſedhe hys army ; marthed toy: 
wardes them. But the Beltouata⸗ 
nes and thother Cities vpon the ſo⸗ 
deine retire of a few and thoſe woun 
ded, out of tbe chaſe; whypch had ſca- 
ped the miſchaunce by benefit of the 
woodes, underſtäding by them thepz 
owne great miſtoztune and miſerp, 
as by the deathe of Tobey, the loſſe 
of thep2'hoz\men, and the llaugbter 
of thepp ſtouteſt footemen, and miſ-⸗ 
truſkinge that the Romanes wonlde 
oat of yand come vpon them, imme⸗ 
dlatly called an aſſembly bp the ſoũd 
of a Trumpet, and ceted al with one 
voice to ſend ambaſſadozs and hoſta⸗ 
ges to Celar. M den Comins of Ar- 
ras pertepued that thys deutſe ſhuls 
take place , he fled to thoſe Germa⸗ 
nes of whom. he had bozowed 3 
| that 
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Rat war. Zbereft ſent ambaſadozs 
out of bad vnto Ceſar , deſiring bim 
to content himſelf with that punich⸗ 
ment of hys enempes, the whpch pf 
be might baue lapd vpon them with 
aut battell in tbep2 t of protperitys 
they were well allured that of bys 
genteines and courteſy he wold not. 
The Bellonacanes ſatd their power 
was abated by the loſſe of their hozſ- 
men, many thouſandes of their cho⸗ 
ſen footemen were periſhed , ſcarce 
eſcaped anye to b2yng tidings of the 
flanghter:and yet conſidering they; 

reate miſtotune, they had by that 

attell receyned a great good turne, 
fo that Cozbey the autho2 of the 
warre and rayſer of the multitude, 
was flaine. Foz as longe as he was 
aline,the Senate could neuer beare 
fo _m— ſway tn the Citp, as the vn- 
ſkilfull commenalty, As thambaſCa- 
do2s were ſpeakinge theis thinges, 
Ceſar put them in remembzice,that 
about tbe ſame time the laſt pere be⸗ 
ſoze, the WSellouacanes and tbotber 
Cities of Gallla rered war, and —

tbey aboue al others ſtode moſt ftifly 
in their opinion, and would; not be 
bzought to confozmitpe bp the ſub⸗ 
miſſion of the rest. Ge told thepm he 
ne w and vnderſtode it was an eaſp 
matter, tolaye the fault of theyz of- 
fence vp6 them that were dead. And 
he was ſure that there was no man 
of ſo greate power, that agaynll the 
noblemens wylles , the Senate re- 
ſiſting dim, and all good men wpth- 
ſtanding bim, coulde wpth a weake 
bandfull of the commonaltye, rayſe 
war and go though with it. Neucrs 
tbelefſe he was contented wyth that 
— — which they had bzougbt 

pon themſelues. The nyght folio- 
wynge, thambaſſadozs bzought an- 
ſwere to their heades, and made ho⸗ 
ſtages. Then alſo thambaſſadozs of 
thother Cities whych lay in þ wind 
to ſee what ſucceTe the 1Bellouacas 
nes ſhuld hane, came thither a pace, 
deliuering boſfages and 2recutinge 
bis commaundement, ſauing Comt- 
us who durſte not fo2 feare commit 
hys life into any mans handes. F &

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the pere befoze, Titus Vabfenns per 
ceiuing howe whple Ceſar was mi⸗ 
niſtring tuſtice in the hither Gallia, 
Comius ſtirred vppe the Cities and 
made conſpiracies againltFe"Teſar;, 

thought he might wythout arp ſpot: 
of vnkapthfulnes reuenge his traite⸗ 
rous demeanoꝛ. and thereuppon bp⸗ 
cauſe he thought he wold not at bis 
ſending come into the tampe to the- 
tent de would not by tempting him 

make hym-mo2e ware, he ſent C. No 
luſenus Na#dzatus to murther him 

vnder p2etence of tommunptatlon 
with bim: andfo2'the perfozmanee of 


the matter, be appointed certain

4% had caught Lomtus by the right 
hande, one dk the peticapteſnes as pf 
be bad bene moued af ſome ſkraunge 
matter, gane-Comiug a ſoze blowe 
on the head with hys ſwozd; howbe- 
it he could not kill him oat of band, 
bicanfe hys friendes ſept in and ſa⸗ 
ued bym.

hind than thep ſaw. Upon the which 
fact it is repozted;that Comiꝰ vow⸗ 
ed he wold neuer come in the fight 
. -When Ceſar had ſubdued the 
Natids that were moſt maritke, per⸗ 
teiuing thers was nod no City that 
5 war, to ſtand againſt bim, 
at that man ts eſchue the pzeſent 
yoke of the Komane Empier, fleted 
out of thep2 townes and fled oute of 
the fields, be determined to ſend bis 
armyeAbzode into diners quarters. 
P. Antonius bps Tbzeaſezer wth 
the xi. Legion he tooke to bimſelte. 
C. Fabius ;hys Lieuetenant -wyth 
rv. Cobazts be ſendeth into the fur⸗ 
theſt parte of all Gallia, bicauſe be 
heard ſay that certains Cityes were 


there in armes, and that be thought 


ves 
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his Lleuetenant C. Caninius Rebf- 
ius had not a ſufficient ſtrengtbe of 
thoſe two Legions that were 
dim already. T.Labtenus he called 
from the plate where he was bnto 
bim:and the rii. Legion which win⸗ 
tered bnder him, he ſent into Togas 
ta Gallia to defend the townes that 
the Romanes had newipe peopled 
wyth their owne Citizens,leaT any 
like harme houlde happen to them 
by inuaſton of the barbarous peo- 
ple,as had happened the ſommer be- 
Cheir Citye toe to the „Tergeſtines, who were 
to now called ſurpziſed and ſpotled of thep2 goodes 
Friel, Hy they2 ſoteine inuaſlons. Me hin? 
ſelfe ſet fozward to waſt and ſpoyle 
the-bozders of Ambiozir , whom flp- 
inge fo2 feare from place to place 
when bheſatve there was no hope to 
get into hys bandes , he thought it 
was moſt fo: bis henoz, in ſuch wiſe 
to ſpoile his country, of — . buil⸗ 
dings, and cattell, that his countrp⸗ 
men might ſo hate him (if foztunere 
ſerued anpe countrye men foz hym,) 
that foz þ calamities he do 
CUT po 
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bppon dis coantrpe, he might neuer 
haue acceſſe thyther agapne. After 
be had ſent abꝛode his hoſte into alt 
artes of Ambſazires countrpe, and 
ted all places wpth laughter, 
lier, and rauiching, hauing flain and 
taken pziſoners a number of 
men, he ſent Labſenus wyth two les 


gions amonge the Treuſres: whoſe 


countrye by reaſon of the nereveſſs 
therof onto Germany, being daplys 
\nured to þ warres, is not mach vn⸗ 
like to the Germanes in ruds trade 
of liuing and ſauagenes, neither did 
they obep the commaundementes of 
Ceſar at anye tyme, lengar than we 
had an army in their country to com 
pell them. 

In the means ſeaſon Ca. Cas 
ninius the Lieuetenant , underſtan⸗ 
ding by the meengers and letters 
of Durace, (who had continuallye 
periſiſtey in the frendſh(p of the peo- 
ple of Rome, )that a great number 
of enemies were aſſembled in þ boz- 
ders of the Pidones, fozaſmuch as a 
piece of that Citye hadde _ 
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they? obedience . went to the totum 
of Lemouſcum: hen he came nere 
the town; and had vnderſtode by his 
pꝛiſoners, how that Dumnatus cap⸗ 


taine of tbe Andians, with manpe 


thouſandes ot men had enciaſed Du⸗ 
rate, and tharLemoutcum was bes 
ſie ged: he dur ſt nat wyth his weake 
Legions aduentute vppon his enne⸗ 
mies, but pytched his Campe ina 
ſtrong ground. Dumnacus bearpng 
of the appꝛoche of Caninius, turned 
all bys power againſte the Komane 
goſt, determining to aàſſault them in 


their Camp. After he bad ſpent ma⸗ 


ny dapes therein, and had loſt many 
of hys people, & pet could not bzeake 
down anp part of their foztificatibs, 
he returned againe to beſtege Lemo⸗ 
uicũ. The ſame time, C. Fabius te⸗ 
tetueth man cities by compoſition, 
und byndeth tbeym wyth boſtages: 
and is aduertiſed by 'Canmius let⸗ 
ters, of thaſa things that were done 
among thePicones. Upon þ hnow⸗ 
lege wherof, he ſetteth fo azth to reſ⸗ 


cow Darace, But Dünacus hauing 


vnder- 
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vnderſtanding of Fabius comming, 
fozaſmuch as he thought he ſhoulde 
be in hazarde to loſe all, if at one in⸗ 
ſtant be ſhould be compelled both to 
abide the Komanes bps fozrein ene- 
mies, and alſo to haue an eye t and 
in feare ofthe townes men, retpꝛed 
ſodeinlpe wyth all bys power out of 
the ſame place, t he could not thiake 
himſelf to be ſafficietly in ſanfty,bes 
foze be bad paſſed his army ouerp ris 
uer Lopꝛe, which bicauſe of p greats 
nelſe thereof, was to be paſſed by a 
bꝛidge and not otherwyſe. Although 
that Fabtus was not yet come with 
in fight of bys enemies,noz bad top 
ned himſelf wyth Caninius, pet foz- 
aſmuch as he was thzoughlite enfo2- 
med by ſuch as knew the coaſt of the 
countrye, he beleued verely that bys 
enemies wold not goe to that place 
to warde the which they made thepz 
ſozaep. Therfoze be marcheth wpth 
bis armp too the ſame b2idge where 
his enemies had paſſed, and com- 
maunded bis hozſemen to go no furs 
ther befoze the battell of his foteme, 
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than they might when thep were af 
the furtheſt, retire into tbe ſame cap 
wythout tiring of their hoꝛſes. Pur 
men of armes as was commaunded 
them,onertoke the hoſte of Dumna⸗ 
tus and ſet vppon the, and aſfapling 
them flying and amazed vnder their 
fardelles, as they iozneped, llewe a 
great nüber and tooke a great pꝛap: 
and ſo wytb good ſacceſſe retired in⸗ 
to thep2 camp. The next nygbt folo⸗ 
wyng, Fabius ſent bis hozſmen be⸗ 
foze, ſo furniſhed, as that they might 
encounter, and ſtap al the whole ar- 
my vnttll be might oucrtake them. 
Q. Titatius Uarus the Lienetenat 
_ of the bozſemen, a man of ſingular 
courage and wiſdome, erhozted his 
company to follow thps bps coſe]: 
who ouertaking the hoſt of bys ene- 
mies, diſpoſed certain of bis troopes 
in places conuenient, and wpth the 
reft of his hozſmen yu charge vpõ 
bys enemies. The hozſemen of the 
enemy fought wpth them ſo muche 
the moze boldlp, bicanſe the foteme 


ſcrued them by turnes, who W

| the whole battell as often as they; 
hozſemen had occaſion to tape, did 
fuccoz them againſt our men. Then- 
counter was verpe ſharpe , Foz our 
men deſpiſing they2 enemies whonr 
they had vanquiſhed the day befoze, 
and remembzing that the battell of 
their footemen folowed at hand,foz 
ſhame to geue grounde, and fo2 deſi⸗ 
er to dyſpatche the battell befozs 
theyz comming, fought verpe vali⸗ 
antly againft the footmen, Dn tho- 
ther ſide oure ennemies beleuinge 
that no greater power moze bad fo- 
lowed after, accozdinge as they had 
ſene the dap befoze, thought a meets 
oppoztunitpe bad bene offred them, 
to deſtrope dure hozſemen vtterlpe. 
When they hadde foughte a good 
whple verp egerly , Dünacus made 
a battel to reſcow his men of armes 
by turne. But ſodeinly our enemies 
eſpied our Legions come cloſe toges 
ther, at the ſight of whs, thepz hozſs 
men were ſtricken in ſuch a feare, Et 
the foocemen were ſo amazed, that 
bzeaking thzough the aray of they 
| Ak. i, cartages, 
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carfages, with a greate noyſe and 
- trampling they gaae themſelnes e- 

uerp where to 7 Ten our men 
of ar nes, who a littell befoze hadde 
thepz Jandes full , being beartned 
with iop of the vinozp; raiſed a great 
ſhout on all ſides, and caſtinge them 
ſelues about the as they gaue wap, 
made flaugbter of them as farre as 
they; bozſes bzrathes wold ſerue to 
purſue them, and thepz armes wold 
ſerue to ſtrike them. Inſomuch that 
bauing flapne aboue twelne thouſid 
of armed men and of ſuch as foz fear 
bad caſt away their armoꝛ, t hep toke 
all thepʒ cariages as many as were 
of them. Out of the whych chaſe,fo; 
aſmuch as it was certainly knowe, 
that there eſcaped Dꝛapes the Se- 
non, who aNone as Gallta fpaſte be- 
gan to rebell, gatbering to him the 
ruſflons out of al places, calling the 
bondmen to libertpe: and entertep⸗ 
ning the outlawes of all countryes!: 
had like a thief cut of the carſages & 
vicuals of the Romanes: was going 
to warde the Þzoutnce wyth - — 
| ; y 
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thouſand men and not abone, which 
be had gathered out ofthe chace,any 
that Lucerins of Cahozs aſied hym 
ſelfe wpth him, who in the fozmer 
treatpſe is knowen to haue made a 
vopage f1ito P20utnce at the firft in⸗ 
ſurrecion of Ballia : Canintas the 
Lieuetenant with two Legios,pur- 
ſued after them, leaſt to the diſquiet⸗ 
nee and loſſe of the Þzoutince,ſome 
great diſhonoz might be receiued by 
the theuery of thoſe lewd vnthzifts. 
C. Fabius with the reſt of thar- 
my, went agapnſt the Cacuntes and 
thother Cytyes , whoſe power he 
knewe to be abated in the ſame bats 
tell that was fought agaynſt Dum⸗ 
nacus. Foz bedoubted not, bat he 
ſhould find thepm moꝛe treatable to 
deale with, by reals of the late ouer⸗ 
thzow: wheras if he ſhould gene the 
time of rei; it, by thinſtigation of the 
ſayd Dumnacus, they might be rap⸗ 
ſed agayn. In the wbych enterpziſe, 
Fabius bad maruelous good lucke 
and ſpede to recouer the Cities. Foz 
the Caruntes, who bad bene diſqui- 
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efted oftetimes befoze,and yet wold 
neuer make mention of peace,nowe 
gening hoſtages, came in ſubſection, 
And the reſt of the Cities whycb are 
ſituate in the furtheſt partes of Gal⸗ 
lia bozderpng vpon the ſea, whyche 
are called Armoztke,folowing tber⸗ 
ample of the Caruntes, at the com- 
ming of Fablus wyth his Legions, 
condeſcended to bys commaundemẽ⸗ 
tes without delap. Dumnacus being 
dꝛiuen out of his owne countrp, wa- 
d:ing and lurking in cozners alone, 
was compelled to ſeeke thattermoſt 
countryes of al Gallia. But Dzapes 
and Lucterius, whe they bnderſtode 
that Cantnius appꝛoched ' wyth bys 
armp, percepuing they could not w- 
out manifeſt perpll enter wythin the 
bounds of the Pꝛouinte, conſidering 
how tbe armp parſewed the, noz pet 
raunge abzoade and go a theuinge 
at theyz pleaſure, ſtaped together in 
thc tountrp of the Cadurkes. There 
Lucerius, who in times paſt whyle 
he was in his pꝛoſperitpe, was able 


to wey greatlpe wpth hys countrye 
| men. 
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men, and had gotten great eſtimati⸗ 
on amonge the rude people, as ons 
that was ever a pzactiſer of new de⸗ 
uiſes:he toke wyth bs owne power 
and the power of Dꝛapes, a Towne 
called Ureliodunum, whych had ben 
in hys tuicion,a place ercellecly wel 
foztified, by the ſituacion therof, and 
cauſeth the towneſmen to take part 
— him. Unto the whpche to wne 
when Caninius oute of bande was 
tome, pertepuinge that all partes of 
the ſame were fo2tified with cragged 
ciyffes,inſomach that though no mi 
were there to defend it, yet were it a 
barde matter foz men in harneſſe to 
get bp, and ſeing that the monables 
of the townes men were great, the 
whych if thep ſhoulde goe about to 
ſteale pzinely away wyth, they conld 
not only not eſcape thepz hozſemen, 
bat alſo not eſcape they; fotemen: be 
deuided his Cohozts into the parts, 
and made thzee Camps vpon a verp 
high ground: from the whych by lit - 
tel + littel as much as hs hoſk was 
able, he determined to caſt a Räpter 
Ak. ili. rounds 
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round about the town. The tolwneg 
men percepuinge that, and remem- 
binge the miſerable caſe of Aleria, 
feared the like chaunce,and that a- 
boue all others Lucerius who had 
taſted the ſmarte of that miifoztunc 
warned them to lap fo2 cone befo2ze 
bande , they determined by generall 
conſent, that leauing a part of thar- 
my there fo2 the defence of the town, 
Lucerius and Dꝛapes wyth the beſt 
furniſhed, ſhould go fozth to fetch in 
cone. Thys counſel being allowed, 
the nert nyght, Dꝛapes and Lucert- 
us leaning two thouſand armed me 
behind theym, led the reſt out of the 
towne. They after a fewe dayes ta- 
riaunce,bzonght in a great maſſe of 
grapne out of the country ofthe Ca- 
durkes, who partly were Wplling to 
belp them therwith,and partly durſt 
not gainſape they2 takinge of it, by- 
cauſe they were not able to make 
their part good againſt them. Often 
times alſo thep wold make rodes in 
the night, and aſſault the caſtles of 
our camp. Foz the whych * 

on 
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ratid C. Caninius taped in making 
foztifications roũd about the towne, 
fo2 doubt leſt he ſhuld not be able ei⸗ 
ther to defend ß whole wok whe it 
was finiſhed,o; els ſhuld make him 
ſelfe weake by ſettings. his men to 
warde in ſo manpe places at ones. 
M ben they had bzought together a 
great maſſe of grapne, D2apes and 
Lucertus tooke bp thep2 ſtandinges 
not paſſing tenne miles from the 
towne,to thentent by littell u littell 
to conuep it in: and thep parted the 
charge betwene them. Dꝛapes tarp⸗ 
ed behinde wpth parte of tharmpe tg 
kepe the Camp. Lucterius dꝛaue the 
beaſtes wyth thepz 2 to ward 
the towne: and ſettinge ſtales there 
fo2 his defece, about ten ot the clocke 
in the nyght purpoſed by narrows 
wapes though the woodes , to cons 
uep the cone into the Towne. Toe 
trampling of whoſe feete the watch 
men of our Campe hearpng. and the 
ſcoultes beinge (ent out repoztinge 
what was a dopnge, Caninius cau- 
ſed his Cohozts to arme them ** 
Ps 


fol. act. 
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ly. and about the bzeake of day made 
aſſault out of the next caſtles bppon 
the fozragers . Who beynge feared 
wyth the ſodeinneſſe of the miſchfef, 
fled to they2 ſtales. The whyche aſs 
ſone as our men percetued, thep flew 
moꝛe fiercelp vppon the armed men, 
and ſuffered none to be taken aliue. 
Luaerius fledde from thence wyth a 
ke w, but be returned not to his Cap, 
After thys good ſucceſſe, Caninins 
bnderſtoode by bys p2iſoners , that 
part of the army was behinde in the 
Camp wyth Dꝛapes „not paſt a xi. 
miles of, The whych thing when he 
bad learned by many to be of truth, 
percepuinge that one ofthe 118 
nes being alredye put to flyght, the 
remnant of the companye afiightey 
might eaſly be oppꝛeſſed: he thought 
ſt a token of great good lucke, that 
none eſcaped from the laughter ints 
the Campe, to carpe tidinges of the 
miſhap vnto Dzapes. And fozaſmu⸗ 
che as he ſaw there was no daunger 
in puttinge the matter in p2oofe, he 
ſent all bys hozſemen and the Ger- 
mane 
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mane fotemen ſwyft and nimble fel⸗ 
lowes, befoze,to the Campe of hys 
enemies. One of bys Legtons he di⸗ 
ſtributed in hys campe , and thother 
diſburdened of all cariages he tooke 
wyth hym. When be came nere hys 
enemies, hs ſcoultes that be had ſc 
befoze him, bzongbt him worde that 
(as the cuſtome of the barbarous na⸗ 
tions commonlye is) thep had abans 
doned the bygher ground, and encã⸗ 
ped themſelues by the Riuer ſide, £ 
that our hoz\me and the Germanes 
had flewen bppon them ſodenlip ere 
they were aware, and geuen charge 
bpon them. Allo ne as he knew that, 
he baſted fozward wyth bys Legion 
well armed and well appointed: and 
ſo geuing ſodeinly a token on all ſts 
des , the higher places were taken, 
At the doing wherof, the Germanes 
and our men of armes ſeing the ſtan⸗ 
derdes of our Tegio, fought very ve⸗ 
bementty:and by and by all our Cos 
hoztes gaue charge vpon them rofid 
about,ſo that in concluſion, al were 


epther flaine,o2 caught pziſoners , F 
a great 
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a great booty taken. Dꝛapes himſelf 
was alſo taken in the ſame con lia. 
Caninius hautng accompliſhed bys 
matter moſt luckely wpthout almoſt 
any hurt at al to his ſouldiers, retur 
ned to beſiege the townes men, and 
no w hauing deftroted his fozretne e⸗ 
nempe, fo2 feare of who he durſt not 
beretofoze deuide hys garriſons, no 
enulron the towne wpth foztificati- 
ons, be commaundeth the wo:kes to 
be gone fozwarde wpth round about 
the town. The nert day came thither 
C. Fabius with his power, and toke 
another part of the town to beſiege. 
In the meane time, Ceſar left 
P. Antonius hys Thꝛeaſozer wyth 
rv. Cohoꝛtes amonge the Belloua⸗ 
nes, to thentent the Belgies ſhoulde 
not haue anp liberty to pꝛactiſe new 
deuiſes agapne: and be himſelf went 
vnto thotber Cities, and there chars 
geth them with mo boſtages, e with 
comfo2table wo2ds healeth the fear- 
full hartes of th al. When he came 
among the Caruntes, in whoſe coũ⸗ 
trpe (as Ceſar hath declared in bps 
kozmer 
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fozmer treatiſe) the war firft of al be- 
gon,fozaſmuche as de percepued the 
to be chiefly afrayd foz remembzance 
of theyz cryme,to thentent be might 
the moze ſpedely deliuer the country 
from feare, be required to haue Gus 
turnate the chief wozker of that mil 
chief, + raiſer of the rebellion deliue⸗ 
red vnto him to bs puniſhed: who al⸗ 
beit be betoke not himſelf ene to bys 
owne country men, pet al men made 
ſo dilfget ſearch fo him, that he was 
ſoone found ont and bzought to the 
camp. Ceſar contrarpe to hys owne 
nature, was compelled to punniſhe 
bim whether he would oz no, by the 
impo:tunateneſſe of bys ſouldpers, 
who imparted al the perils and loſſes 
that they toks by this war vnto Gu⸗ 
turnate:inſomuch that hs body af 
ter it aſtonied wyth whipping, was 
beheaded. There by many letters fr 
Canintus, he was aduertiſed whaf 
was done about Dzapes and Lucte- 
rius, and in what minde the townes 
men perſeuered: the ſmal number of 


wos although be deſpiſed, yet — 
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med their wilfulneſſe woꝛthye grie⸗ 
uous puniſhment: leaſte they might 
gene occaſton to all Gallia, to think 
that they wanted not ſtrength, bat 
conſtancie to withſtand ß Komanes: 
o2 leaſt by their example, other cities 
of Gallia truſting to thoppoztanity 
of the places, ſhoulde attempt to ſet 
themſelues at libertp:ſpetiallp ſeing 
be was ſare that all þ Galles knew 
howe his commiſſion laſted but one 
ſommer longar , the whyche if they 
could holde ont , thep ſhonld nede to 
feare no daüger hereafter, And ther⸗ 
foe leauing his Lſenetenant C. Ca 
lenus behind with hys footemen to 
folowe lepſurely after him by reaſo- 
nable ioznepes, he himſelfe with all 
hys men of armes went in al haſt to 
Caninius. 

M hen Ceſar cdtrarp to al mens 
expectacion was come to UMxellodu⸗ 
num, and ſaw the tolone enuſroned 
with foztifications, pertepuing that 
it was not foz him to bzeake bp his 
ſicge foz anp condicion, and lerning 
mozeouer by runneawapes that the 

| townes 
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townes men had great abundance of 
victnals:he aſſayed to cut of the was 
ter from his enemy. Now there was 
a riuer that ran thzongb the bottom 
of the valley,the wbpche enuſroned 
welnere al the hyl wheron the town 
ſfode rough « ſtepe on all ſpdes, The 
nature of the place would not ſuffcr 
thys ſtreame to be turned any otber 
way. Foz it ran in ſuche ſozt at the 
verp fote of the hyll, that there could 
be no dike cut low inough to dzayne 
it. The townes men had harde and 
very Tepe comming down to it, in ſg 
much that if our men withſtode the, 
they could not wpthout woundes oz 
daunger of their lines, epther come 
down to the riuer, oz get bp the ſtepe 
byll againe. The whych diffreTe of 
theirs Ceſar knowing ok, diſpoſed ar 
chers # 22 t other artillery alſo 
againſt ſuch places wheras was eaſt 
eſt coming downe, to kepe p townes 
me fro the water of thertuer:who af 
terward reſozted foz water al to one 
place, Foz almoſt hard bnder p wals 
of the town there guſhed out 5 — 

zing 
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zinge of water, on that ſide where 
there was a ſpace almoſt of thze hũ⸗ 
dzed fote vnenuir oned wyth þ riner, 
Now when al the reſt wiſhed, only 
Ceſar perceiued, that thps ſp2ynge 
might be taken fro the townes men, 
he began fo rapſe Utnes diredly a- 
gainſt it toward the hil, and to make 
mountes, wpth great trauel and c6- 
tinnal feighting. Foz þ townes men 
came running downe fro the bigber 
ound, and fought wpth our men a 
oof without daunger, and wounded 
many of the that pzeaſed bp wilfully 
otwithſtanding. our men were not 
eared from bzinging fezward thep2 
Uines, endeuozing to ouercome the 
crabbednes of the place, with verpe 
laboz g wozkes. The ſame time they 
dzew ſecret mines to the bead of the 
ſpꝛing, the wbych kind of wozk they 
might do wythout anye daunger 02 
myltruſt of their enemies. A mount 
was call vp of a ſir fote digb, + ther 
vpon was raiſcd a Tow2e of ten ſto⸗ 
ries, not ſuch a one as might reache 
to the beighth of the wals, (fo: — 
as 
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Was not poſſible to bee done by a 
— ſuch a one as mi on_ 


the top of the ſyʒyng. Krb the whiche 
when darts wereiſent-wpth — 
to the bzym of the ſp2yng, ſa that the 
townes men conlde not fetche water 
wythout vaunger, not only all ſoztes 


t cattell, but uſo a great number of 


men died foꝛ thy zit. Uith the whpch 
diſtres the townesmen being greatl 

feared; filled barrels w greaſe, pitt 

and ſhingles and ſetting them on fler 
rolled them down vpon our wozkes, 
and at the ſame time alſo fought very 
earneflp,tothentent wyth ß peryl of 
keighting, to kepe the Romanes from 
quenchinge the fler. Sodeinlye there 
was a great flame in our wozks, Foz 
whatſoever was thzowen downe fro 


| that ſtepe place, the ſame being ſtapd 


agapnſt the Utnes and rampier, to 

bold vpon the things that ſtaid them. 
On tbe cdtrary part, our ſouldfers al 
beit they were hindzed both with the 
perlouſenes of thencounter , , wpth 
the diſaduauntage of Þ place, pet thep 
bare out all things wyth a ſtout cou⸗ 
rage. Foz the thing was done both in 
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a hygb place and alſo in the ſyght of 
our armp: and a great tx was rapſed 
on botb ſides, Do that as much as e- 
uerp ma could, (ſpecially be that was 
notable,)ta thentent his hardypneſſe 
might the-better be:knoive t wytneſ⸗ 
ſed;)offred himſelf to the fier and the 
weapos of bis enemies. Ceſar when” 
he ſaw very man af bis men woun- 
ded, cõmaunded his Cobosts to make 
a clymbing vp the hyl on al ſides of þ 
to lone, and to rapſe a nopſe as if they 
purpoſed to take the walles. Wherw 
the towneſmen being put in keare, fo: 
aſmuch as thep wilt not what was a 
doyng in otber places, called backe 
their armed men (rom aſſaulting our 
wo2ks,t placed them bpon the wals, 
So our men bauing reſpit fr6 fecigh⸗ 
ting, did quickly either quench p wo? 
kes that were a fier, oꝛ els cut the of 
from the reſt. Mhen the towneſmen 
willfully reſiſted, yea enen after thep 
had loſt a great number of tbeir com- 
pany by thirſt,cotinuing til al in one 
mind, at the length the vepnes of the 
ſpʒing were cut of within the ground 
by mines, e turned another way. By 
38H 1:1, meanes 
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meanes whereof the fountapne of the 
running water, was now dzapned; þ 
whych thing ſo daunted the hearts of 
the towneſmen, that they beleved it 
not to bee wzonght by mans policye, 
but by p wpl of God: therfoze when 
they ſalve there was none other re- 
medy; they pelded theſeldes. Ceſar-be 
ing aſſured that his genteineſſe was 
thꝛoughly knowen to al folke, 4 ther 
foe neding not to feare that if wold 
be imputed to the cruelnes of hys nas 
ture, it he dealt any thyng ſharply w 
them:and beſides that,percetninge it 
might wel be thought be ſmallpe re⸗ 
garded the good ſucceſſe of hys owne 
affaires, it by ſuch ſufferance , diuers 
þ other ſhould begin to rebel fn ſundzy 
. places:demed ft requiſite to put p reſt 
2 in feare , by the puniſhment of them. 
1} And therfo:e be cut of the hives of as 
n many of the as were able to beare ar- 
P mo2, and let them tine ſtyl, to thentet 
Is thepuniſhment of eutl perſos might 
e be mo2e mantfeſt to p wozld.

o2 fo2 feare of moze grievous puniſh⸗ 
ment, faſted a few dapes from meat, 
« ſo ſtarued. The ſame time Lacer(? 
that eſcaped by flight from tbe battel 
(as JI ſhewed befoze.)fel into the han- 
des of Epaſnadus of Aubern. Fo2 in 
often fletinge from place to place, he 
was feine to commit himſeife to the 
courteſp of many, bicauſe be thought 
be could neuer centinue any log time 
in a place wpthout daunger, fozaſ⸗ 
much as bys hart miſgaue him howe 
mucbe he had deſtrued to haue Ceſar 
his heaup maiſter. E paſnactus of Aus 
uerne being a faithful frend to þ peo⸗ 
ple of Rome, aſſone as he had gotten 
bim into his hands, caried him Wout 
anp further delay bound vnto Ceſar, 

In þ mean while Labienus feſgh- 
teth pzoſperouflp againſt the Treui⸗ 
res: and dauing lain many both of 5 
Treutres and alio of the Germanes, 
who denied no man helpe againſt the 
Romanes,gate p chief of them aliue 
into bys handes, among whom was 
Surus a Heduan a man both fo2ma- 
bod and fo2 birth greatiye ennobled, 


who allonlp of the Þednans had * 
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$ people of Rome. Mhẽ Ceſar 
therof,fozaſmuch as he ſaw his affaf- 


res went wel fozward in al partes of 


Gallta, weping with himſelf how al 
Celtica and Belgica were the fozmer 
ſommers coquered and ſubdued, and 
that he had neuer hitherto biſited A- 


of entrace into it by certain victerpes 
gotten by P. Craſſus:He wet thither 
with two Legions, to thentent to be- 
ſtowe the latter time of his ſommers 
there. The which thing (as he had don 
al other befoze) he diſpatched quickly 
t luckely. Foz all the Cities of Aqui⸗ 
tain (ent ambaſTads2s vnts him, and 
gaue him hoſtages. After thaceopliſh 
ment of which things, he wet to Nar 
bone with bis gardof hozſmen, + lent 
bis fotemen into their wintering pla 
ces by bis Lieuetenats. Fower Legi- 
ons he placed in Belgica bnder bys 
Lieuetenants M. Antontus.eC.Tre 
bontus, c B. Uatinius,t Q. Tullius. 
Two he ſet duer the Heduans, wh 
he knewe to be ok greateſt authozt- 
ty in all Gallia. Zwo mo he let ouer 
Ll. iii. the 
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to that day cõtinued in armes againſt 
ew 
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the Turones in þ boꝛders ot the Ca⸗ 
runtes, to be a ſtay to al that tountry 
that lay vpon the ſea coaſt. The other 
two he placed in the boꝛders of'þ Le⸗ 
mouikes not far fro Auverne, to tht⸗ 
tet there ſhuld not be any part of Gal 
ita without an army. After he had tay 
ried atew days tn Pzoutnce ;,4'thers 
with ſpede peruſed al their Courtes, 
ſitting vpon publike controuerſtes, 4 
Awarding recompence to ſuch as had 
deſerued wel, (fp he had great deſter 
to vnderfiad how every man had ben 
minded toward ß cõmon weale in the 
time ot the general rebeiltd of al Gal 
Ila, p which he had bo2n out though 
the faithfulnes t alliſtente of the ſaid 
P2onince)allone as he had diſpatched 
theis things, be returned to his Legi 
ons into Belgtecke, g wintred at Ne- 
metocerna There ve had knowledge 
geuen him, bow Comiꝰ of Arras bad 
encountred w his men of armes. Fo2 
after that Antony was come into his 
wintergarriſon, that the city of ar- 
ras continued in obedience, Comius 
who after his wofiding that we ſpake 


of betoze, was wont euer to be * 
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at hand tu his country men at euerpe 
ſtix, tu thentttithat if they wold pꝛac⸗ 
tile any nem dent les, they ſhould not 
wanta. bead t a captein fog the wars: 
asllong as the citp obcied the Roma⸗ 
nes, he with his hoſinen found hym 
ſelt a his re tine w by theuing, and fo; 
laytng'the wayes „cut ot maupe con- 
uepes that were going wyth pꝛouiſtõ 
to the Romane garriſos, There was 
appointed to Antoup foz- Lienetenät 
of his home Untufenus Nuadzas 
tus, ta winter in garriſon with bim: 
bim did Antoy. ſend to purſue 5 ho 
men ot bis enemies. Moluſenus beſi⸗ 
des the ſinguler pꝛo welle that was in 
bim, did alſo beare a great hatred to⸗ 
ward Com, which was a cauſe that 
be ſo much the 


moz2e willingly erecu⸗ 
ted the thing that was commaunded 
him. M herfoze laying diuers ambu⸗ 
ſhes, he oftentimes ſet vpon Comius 
boꝛſemen and put them to the wozſe; 
Laſt ot al loben the contencton grew 
moe vehement, that Aoluſenus fog 
deſier to cut of Comius himſelf, folo⸗ 
wed him ſomwhat mozeegerly wpth 
a fcw;+ that Comins on thother five 
I. init. fled 


nilius Cæſars Commentaries; fol. 268, 
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fled p kaſter away, to thecent' tu dato 
him further fro his cõpanp, at length 
eſpping his aduantage Comius ſod?- 
iy cried out bpon all his men, that as 
they were true vnto him they ſhould 
ayd him, g not ſuffer the wound that 
was geue dim under colour of frend- 
ſhip,to be vnrenenged:'4therwithall 
turning bis hozs,\6what vnaduiſedly 
be letteth him run ird þ reſt of his cõ⸗ 
pany vpon:Uoluſenns, At his boz\me 
did p like, t bicauſe there were but a 
few of our men, they made them turn 
bead t purſued them. Comi⸗ꝰ 1 — 
ſpurs to his bozſe,encofitred the hozſe 
of Nuadzatus,:e with bis ſpeare redy 
charged in p reit, th:uſt Wolnſen? by 
great violence thꝛougb þ thigh. Whe 
our ho2ſme ſaw theircaptein wotided, 
they beſtirred themſelues, 4 turning 
their hozſes put their enemies backe. 
After the which chauns, many of our 
ennemies being amazed at the great 
fozce of dure men, were wounded:of 
who ſome were ouerthzowen in the 
chaſe , 4 ſome were taken p2tſoners. 
The wbich miſaduenture like as Co 
mius eſcaped by the (wiftneſſe — 5 

oaſe: 
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hozſe:ſo our capteine being by bim in 
this pꝛoſperous battell ſoze woũded, 
was carted into the cap in ſuch caſe, 
as it was not likeip be ſhuld haue li⸗ 
ued. And Comtus, whether it were 
that he thought bis grief ſufficiently 
reueged,o2 bicanſe he had loſt a great 
part of his company,ſent meſſengers 
to Antonp,aCuring him by hoſtages, 
that b&wold continue where it ſhuld 
pleaſe him to appoint, # do whatſoe- 
ner he ſhuld cõmaund bim. Dnlp one 
requeſt he made, wherin he beſought 
him to bear with bis fearfulnes, that 
be might not come in the ſight of any 
Romane. The whiche requeſt fo2 aſ⸗ 
much as Antony iudged it to pꝛocede 
of feare in deede, c not without good 
cauſe,be pardoned him acco2dinge to 
his deſier, and reteiued hys hoſtages, 

A know that Ceſar made of ene- 
ry pere b it ſelf a ſeueral treatiſe:the 
which thing J thought was not nede 
full fo ms to do, bicauſe the pere fo- 
lowing when L. Paulus, e C. Pars 
cellus were Conſals ,'there were ng 
notablefeates done in Gallia. Neuer 
theles to thentent men may _ — 
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{nh it places Ceſar t his armies were 
at p ſame time, J haue:thoughtgovy 
to weight pet a littei moꝛe and to an⸗ 
ner it to this treatiſe. During Þ time 
that Ceſar wintred in Belgicke, this 
one thing was hys chlefe purpoſe, to 
kepe the Cities together in amitpe, + 
to miniſter no hops no2 cauſe of war, 
fo: be mynded nothing leſſe, than to 
deale in ſuch wiſe, as he ſhuld he con- 
Urepned to haur warre at the tpme ot 
his departure: leaſt when he wold w⸗ 
dꝛa u hs armp, there ſhulo be left as 
ny war behind, the which all Ballia 
could willingly find in hart to entcr- 
pꝛyſe, ſo it might be without peſent 
peril. And therfaze, by entreating the 
Cities bonozablpe, bprewarding the 
noble men higblye, by burdening the 
country itth no new impoſitions;he 
caſly kept in quiet under a better ſtate 
of obedience; att Gatlta, which none 
was wearien myth ſo many vnkoꝛtu⸗ 
nate battels. Whe winter time was 
erpired, cõtrarp to his cuſtome, he go - 
eth into Jtaly with aſmuch erpeditio 
as might be, to talke with the traun⸗ 


chiſed 4 newe inhabited townes, and 
to 
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to commed vnto them the ſute of his 
Wh:caſo:zer M. Antonius fo: the high 
P2ieſthoo.'Fo2 he made al the frend⸗ 
ſhip be could, both gladly bicauſe the 
ſame Antony wh he had (ſent befoze 
to ſew foꝛ that pꝛomotiõ, was his ve⸗ 
ry dere'frend, and alſo earneſtly, as in 
deſpight of the partaking and fo2cible 
wozking of a few me; who by ſetting 
Antonpe beſtde his parpoſe , ſought 
meanes to diſgrace Ceſar now going 
oute of his oftyce. Albeithe had ty- 
dings bythe Wapcdefd3o he tame nere 
Italpe, that Antonyewas made Aus 
gur, pet he thought be hadde as good 
cauſe as betoꝛe, to go vnto the frauns 
chiſed x newe townesß to thentent to 
geue them thankes foꝛ making they} 
appearance, and fo2 thep:athtiineſſe 
ſhewed in the behalke ot antonp:and 
alſo to commend unte them his own 
caſe, foꝛ the honoꝛable route ſohiche 
ve purpoſed to ſew fo2 the nert yeare 

foilowinge: 4 that the rather, bitcauſe 

hys aduerſarpes pꝛoudly made they? 

boaſt, that L. Lentulus 2 C. Marcel⸗ 

lus were created Conſuls, to bereue 

Ceſar of al hono and — 
that

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that the Conſulſhyp was wzeſfcd fro 
Sergius Galba when he had moꝛe fa 
uourable vopces on bys ſide, bycauſe 
be had bene alped to Ceſar by famili⸗ 
arity ę frendſhip,and had bene bound 
vnto hym as his Lieuetenant. Ceſar 
at his comming among tbe frauncht- 
ſed 4 newe townes, was enterteyned 
wonderfull toutngly and honozably, I] fan

Ita. Rothing was omitted that could 
be deuiſed fo2 the decking and garniC | 
ſhing of the gates,+ wayes,+ places, || offi 
where Ceſar ſhuld paſſe. Al the com⸗ 
mons came foꝛzth wpth their childzen 
to mete him by p way:ſacrifices were 
euery where offred : the temples and 
mar 7 were hanged with clo⸗ 
thes of Tapiſrie 4 Arras: that a man 
wold haue thought by their gladnes, 
there had bene ſome greate triumphe 
loked fo2 and laid fo2 befoze: Do great 
coſtlines was among the richer ſozt,

When Ceſar had lightly paſed 
thzough all the Countryes of Gallta 
* Logata,

to bys armye at Nemetocerna, & cal⸗ 
ling al his Legions out of their win- 
tering plares into the country of the 
Treuires, he went thither and there 
tooke muſters of them. T. Labienus 
he made gonernoz of Gallia Togata 
to thetent therbp to get him the moze 
faao2 and eſtimation toward his ſute 
fo2z the Conſulſhip. He himſelf made 
ſo many toꝛnepes as he thought ſuf- 
ficient foz channge of the places foz 
bealtbſomneſſe. There albeit he hard 
| oftetimes that Labfenus was moued 
| by his enemtes, and was alſo aduer⸗ 
tiſed how it was done by thadnſſe of 
a fewe , to thentent that by the com- 
manndement of the Senate he might 
be ſpotled of part of dis armp:yet not 
withſtanding he neyther gaue credit 
to any thing that was repoꝛted of La 
bienus, no noz would be moned to do 
any thing contrarp to the authozitpe 
of the Senate. oz he beleued that it 
the denatours might geue their ver⸗ 
dits freely, be ſhould ealy obtein hys 
purpoſe. Foz C. Curio Pzoteco2 of 
the commonaltp, who had taken —

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him fo defend'Ceſars cauſe and dig⸗/ 
nitp, had oftentimes p2ofered, that yf 
the feare'of Ceſars power hind2ed a⸗ 
ny mã, and ſeing that the Lo2dlpneg 
power of Pompey did put p Court 
in no ſmal feare, let both of them lay 
downe thepz weapons and dy ſmpfle 
their armios:and ſo ſhuld the Citp be 
at liberty to-vſe her own right as ſhe 
liſted. And he not onelp p2ofcred thpg 
thing, but began of hymſelk to wypths 
dꝛaw bps power: whpche thynge the 
Conſuls 4 the frendes of Pompep c6- 
maunded ſhuld not be done: and ſo ru 
ling the matter as thep liſted, they de⸗ 
parted. Thys was a great wytnes of 
the whole Senate, t agreable to the 
fozmer ad. Foz Parcellus the nerte 
pere after , whe he impugned Ceſary 
eſtimation-cotrary to the law of Mom 
pep and Craſſus, bad put vp a bill to 
the Senate ſoꝛ the charge of Ceſar be 
foʒe the time of his cõmiſſtion was er⸗ 
pired:+ when the ſentences were pꝛo⸗ 
nouced, Marcellus who ſought al his 
eftimatio by working ſpight againſt 
Ceſar,departed aſide. and the Senate 
fel al ofthe by t by to other matters, 
Wherbyp

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M ber by the coursges of Ceſars en⸗ 
nemies were no whitte appalled, but 
rather ſtp;red pp to make mo frends, 
therby to compel the Senate to alow 
that whicb-thei had determined. Hers 
vpon was made a decree,that Cneus 
222 ſhuld ſend one Legio and 
eſar another, to the warre agaynſt 
the Parthians, But it was eaſy, to be 
ſene, that both theils Legiös were ta- 
ken from Ceſar. Foz the firſt Legion 
which-Cnens Pompcius had ſent bn 
to Ceſar leuied in the muſters of the 
Pꝛouince, he gaue vnto Ceſar as one 
of bys own number. Neaertbeles als 
beit that no man neede to doubt that 
Ceſar was (popled at the pleaſure of 
bis enemies, pet he ſent Pompey bys 
Legion again:and in his owne name 
he willed tbe. rv. Legion whyche he 
bad in the hyther Gallia , to be delp⸗

„nate. In ſtead therof he ſent the. iii.
